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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS 


In 1921 the annual meeting decided that the Annual Report should appear _ 
in an abridged form. In the preface to the Annual Report the General Secretary 
said: “Since the church this year deviated from the adopted rule for the Annual 
Report, the secretary takes the liberty to arrange the material under eight 
departments.” This rule has been followed since 1921. 

In 1923 the following resolution was passed: “That a committee of three, 
together with the secretary, be appointed by the president for the purpose of 
formulating definite rules in regard to the official journal, and that this com- 
mittee be also requested to see what can be done to expedite the business of the 
convention.” (Journal for Friday afternoon, June 15, 1923, original protocol, 
page 193.) 

Page 199 of the same protocol has the following record: ‘A question arose 
in regard to the duties of the committee to be appointed for the purpose of for- 
mulating rules in regard to the journal. It was definitely stated that this com- 
mittee has nothing to do with the Journal of the 1923 convention, which has 

‘already been approved by the meeting.” 

As District Meetings were held in 1924, this committee did not report until 
1925. The report of the committee is given in the 1925 printed records, pages 
84 and 85. The committee’s report was adopted by the convention. (See pub- 
lished records, page 191 and 192.) 

By these resolutions, the church has adopted the department arrangement 
and assumed all the responsibility in regard to the form of our records,

PASTORS’ SALARIES 


President’s Aasgaard’s appeal to congregations, Friday morning, June 9th. 

“In this connection I wish to appeal to the congregations to consider very 
carefully the question if their pastors are receiving salaries sufficient to remove 
from them worry about temporal necessities. My heart is filled with sadness 
when I think of the many who are giving their life in a strenuous service and 
in addition carrying a heavy burden of pecuniary want. I would ask the dele- 
gates here present to investigate whether their pastors are receiving adequate 
salaries, and if not, to bring this to the attention of the trustees and the congre- 
gations.” 

THE 18TH AMENDMENT 

The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America gives thanks to God for the 

Highteenth Amendment to the constitution of the United States, introducing 
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National Prohibition, and for every effort of the federal and state governments 
in maintaining prohibition. We believe that the Bighteenth Amendment should 
be allowed to stand unmodified as a part of the fundamental law of the land, and 
that it should be vigorously defended and enforced by all the departments of 
the government. We, therefore, urge upon all our members as dutiful and loyal 
citizens to obey the law and to give their whole-hearted support to its enforce- 
ment. 
ADMISSION OF PASTORS AND EMPLOYMENT OF TEACHERS 


Our day is shiftless and indifferent regarding the fundamentals of revealed 
religion. Reason is enthroned and faith spurned. Rationalism is very much in 
evidence verywhere. We need to heed th Apostolic words regarding “scoffers 
in the last times.” Not only should this warning stir the church to watch over 
those entrusted to the care of souls in school and pulpit within the church, but 
also carefully consider the application of those requesting to become pastors 
in our church, who have received their training in other synods, and particularly 
those who come to us from Reformed denominations. “A small leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump” is true in our day as it was in the day of the Apostolic church. 
“What I say, I say to you all, Watch!” is the Lord’s emphatic warning to the 
church at all times. We heartily endorse the words of our president: “At the 
present time we insist that special care be taken to see to it that all men who 
are called to. preach and to administer the sacraments, and teach our church 
schools, are men who know whereof they speak, men who are not only Taitheran 
in name, but Lutheran in heart and understanding.” :

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1917, and recorded in Book H-4 of Incorporations, on Page 96, be amended so 
as to make the term of office of the Trustees six years in place of nine years, 
and so that three Trustees be elected at each biennial meeting of said church in 
place of each triennial meeting thereof so that said paragraphs, and each of 
them as so amended, shall read as follows:” 

It was moved, seconded and adopted that the rules be suspended and the 
secretary be authorized to cast the unanimous ballot of the convention for the 
adoption of this paragraph. 

The secretary cast the unanimous ballot for the adoption of the paragraph 
providing for a change of term for the Board of Trustees in order to comply 
with the biennial period. The chair declared the motion adopted. 

“Wifth. The Trustees and Treasurer shall be elected by ballot at the biennial 
meetings of the Church by those in attendance and entitled to vote and voting 
at such meetings. The chairman, secretary and auditor shall be elected by the 
Board of Trustees, the chairman from the members of the board, the secretary 
and auditor from the membership of any congregation belonging to said church.” 

Jt was moved, seconded and adopted that the rules be suspended and the 
secretary authorized to cast the unanimous ballot of the convention for the 
adoption of this section. 

The secretary cast the unanimous ballet for the adoption of Section “Fifth” 
in the Articles of Incorporation. The chair declared the section adopted. 

“SIXTH. The term of office of the Trustees shall be six years, and three 
Trustees shall be elected at each biennial meeting of the Church, excepting that 
the Trustees elected at the regular meeting in 1926 of said Church shall be elected 
for a term of four years and the Trustees elected at the biennial meeting in. 
1928 of said Church shall be elected for a term of five years and to take office 
June 9, 1929.

Sec. 8. Paid functionary in the Women’s Missionary Federation. 

Committee No. 6 submitted a resolution in which is stated that they were 
officially informed that the Women’s Missionary Federation had made no request 
for appropriation. 

President Aasgaard presented in behalf of the Women’s Missionary Federa- 
tion a written request. The original paragraph and the request submitted by 
President Aasgaard were referred to Committee No. 6. 

Sec. 4. Church Extension Fund. 

Whereas much more money is needed for the Church Extension Fund, in 
order to help struggling congregations to serve churches and build chapels for 
worship, and, ; 

Whereas this is so important for the progress of the home mission work 
on all our fields, 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the Home Mission Board be permitted to use 
for Church Extension purposes the amount over and above what is needed in 
the Home Mission Department. 

Discussed at length. The committee explained that the surplus thus applied 
was not to be regarded as a loan to the Church Extension Fund. 

The previous question was moved and the paragraph was adopted. 

See. 5. Field secretaries. 

Whereas the church has authorized and directed the different boards to 
employ the necesary field secretaries to stimulate interest for her activities 
and help raise the necessary means for carrying on the same: 

Be it resolved, that the field secretaries eo employed be paid by the respective 
boards from the budget alrady voted at this convention. Adopted. 

See. 6. Madison Normal School Indebtedness. 

Resolved, that the indebtedness, $2,079.73 from Madison Normal School, 
Madison, Minn., be added to the general budget indebtedness. Adopted. 

Sec. 7. Pastor for students work at state institutions to be paid by Young 
People’s Luther League. 

Whereas, the Y. P. L. L. so generously has offered to support a pastor to 
exercise supervision over the student work at our various state institutions: 

Be it resolved that the church voice her appreciation of said offer on the 
part of the Y. P. L. L. and gratefully accept the same, the work of said pastor 
to be under the supervision of the Board of Home Missions. 

It was moved to amend the paragraph by inserting the name “Board of 
Education” where appears in the original report the name “Board of Home Mis- 
sions.” A motion to table this resolution failed to carry. The amendment was 
voted on and adopted. The paragraph was adopted as amended. 

Sec. 8. Evangelists in the district under district supervision. 

The church realizes the need of deeper consecration and a more vigorous 
Christian life among its members. It also is conscious of having men in its 
midst who are especially gifted as evangelists and wishes to encourage a greater 
use of their talents. To co-ordinate and guide this work within the district: 

Be it resolved, that the evangelistic work be under the supervision of the 
district mission committee. 

Be it further resolved, that this work be so planned that it be financially 
self-sustaining. It being the sense of this resolution that the home mission bud- 
get allowance shall not be used for this work. 

After considerable discussion, a motion to delete the paragraph was.made 
and seconded. 

The motion to delete failed. 
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Upon motion presented by Pastor C. K. Solberg, it was decided to re-consider 
the resolutions previously adopted under Department 3, Sec. 131, which pro- 
vides for the salaries of evangelists to be paid from the budget. 

The section re-considered was deleted from the minutes. 

Continued discussion. 

The president stated that the paragraph under consideration, if adopted, in 
no wise modifies the status of the evangelists who still remain commissioned 
and salaried by the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 

Sec. 8 was adopted with that understanding. 

Pastor Nummedahl was granted the permission of presenting the cause of 
pensions. After his introductory remarks, the report from Committee No. 8 was 
taken up for consideration.

The president declared the motion of ratifying the Board of Pension’s actions 
adopted. 

The following protest against this action was submitted. 

“The undersigned hereby protest against the motion passed by the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America June 8, 1926, approving the action of the 
Board of Pensions in granting the right of membership in the Pension Fund 
of the church conditioned upon approval of the convention to Enoch Scotvold. 
The grounds for the protest are: That the action of the Pension Board and 
subsequent} approval of the convention in this matter are: (a) that it is illegal ; 
(b) that it is in violation of the letter and spirit of the rules of the Pension 
Fund; (3) that it is unfair to many others who might be worthy of a pension.

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-President’s Message 


“YE ALSO SHALL BEAR WITNESS.” JOHN 15:27 


The great function of the Christian Church is to witness. This is both the 
power and strength of the Church. It is the outstanding responsibility and 
duty of the Church to witness concerning Christ and His salvation; to witness 
so that its aim becomes in this act to seek and to save the lost. All activities 
and all work carried on must be borne by a passion for souls. When the Church 
witnesses it has but one testimony and that is to tell the world of a Savior 
from sin. In our busy age with its manifold demands we must take an active 
part. The crying social needs and the great opportunities for leadership in tne 
moral as well as the religious field call us. We are by the grace of God seek- 
ing to carry our share of this work in a spirit of serving love. We care for 
the aged, the children, the sick and the poor, seeking to rebuild lives that 
have broken down. We are interested in this work of inner missions’ for the 
opportunities that it will give us to witness about Christ. Only insofar that 
education, works of mercy and works of charity give us this opportunity, can 
we Justify taking up this work as a church. First and last and all the time 
the testimony must present the Savior Who gave His life for sinful man- 
Christ came to save from sin. His Church has one commission, by the very 
act of witnessing to bring men to Christ. The test of discipleship is the willing- 
ness to witness. Generous gifts, continuous self-denying service and willing 
sacrifice must all center about the great and only aim of the Church, that 


men may know Him Who is able to save to the uttermost. 

So there is joy not only in heaven but in every Christian heart and Christian 
congregation when a sinner repenteth. We rejoice when we know a quicken- 
ing of spiritual forces and spiritual interests. ‘Lhe old cry: ‘What shall we do 
to be saved?” is the question that the Church, following in the footsteps of 
her Master, longs to hear from an unconverted world. 


This privilege and duty of witnessing for Christ is not only the office of 
the pastor and the evangelist. As members of the spiritual priesthood of be- 
lievers, it is the duty and office of every Christian. We are sending out evan- 
gelists to arouse and awaken by the Word of God, and our pastors are urging 
men to be saved while it is yet day. But there is more to be done. We must 
be concerned individually about those with whom we come in contact. “Ye 
shall witness because ye have been with me.” Unsaved men and women are 
waiting for us to speak to them personally. Every Christian in his sphere has 
a personal world where the command “Go and teach and witness” is implied. 
We must ask God for courage and strength and the aid of the Holy Spirit so 
that we become true witnesses. The man in the pew must become a witness 
to his family, his business associates and his personal friends. Little will it 
avail to send missionaries to foreign lands if the unsaved in our own land 
does not become a burden upon our souls. Other churches are seeing this need. 
They are speaking in no uncertain tones that the great duty today is to bring 
Jesus to the individual. 

Opportunities are open to us. “Behold I have set before you an open 
door!” The catechetical class, the Sunday School and the young people’s 
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society all offer opportunities where training and instruction should be of such 
a nature as to quicken and build a heart relationship with the Savior. The chil- 
dren grafted on. Him in baptism must be the object of prayer and care that 
they truly abide in Him when they grow up. Abiding in Him means a life 
relation, a relation that leads to a deeper living knowledge in the Word and a 
growing desire to find new strength in the means of grace. This life relation, 
yes this life is Christ Himself. “Christ liveth in me.’”’ For every true member 
of the Church there is the opportunity of the family altar with prayer and 
the Word. We are deeply concerned about the neglect of the use of God’s 
Word in the home. It has been said that our homes are breaking down. They 
will break down if there is. not a daily witness in the family circle by the use 
of God’s Word and prayer concerning Christ Who should be the unseen member 
of every household. It is only when men see that sin is the great evil and that 
to live in Christ-is life’s greatest blessedness and joy, that parents and children 
will gather daily around the Word of God. Where this act of witnessing is 
absent in the homes of our Church it should call for serious self-examination 
as to our own relations to the Christ Who loved us even unto death. There 
is no greater heritage to leave ones children than a life lived in witnessing for 
Christ among them, 


Our Church, with a clear understanding of the Law and Gospel, has the 
God-appointed means in her hands. Shall we ask that God will make use of 
us to become better and trucr witnesses of Him? Shall we ask that we may 
receive more of the mind of Christ Who was moved to compassion when He 
beheld a world that was Jost in sin? As the mind of Christ grows, as the 
Holy Spirit becomes the controlling power in our lives, then our Church will 
prosper, our congregations increase and God’s great Name will be glorified 
among us. In all our deliberations and resolutions let the determining motive 
be to witness of Jesus Christ so that men may know Him, Whom to know 
aright is Life eternal. 


OUR COUNTRY 


This year marks the 150th anniversary of American Independence. As loyal 
citizens of this country we would not be unmindful of the great blessings that 
have come to us not only as citizens, but as members of a church, in being 
permitted by God to build His Church in a land where there is freedom of 
conscience, and where state and church are definitely separate. Among the 
blessings that have come to us in America there is none greater than the free- 
dom to worship God according to the dictates of our conscience. We can 
render no better service to our country than to faithfully and zealously defend 
this great principle. But as we need constantly to remind ourselves of God’s 
blessings both in a civil and a religious way, I would suggest that the Fourth 
of July, which this year falls upon Sunday, be set aside in a special way both 
to commemorate the beginnings of American independence and to strengthen 
us in the duties, the loyalties and the services that we owe to our common 
country. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


A wonderful stimulus has been given this year to interest in Christian 
education. The campaigns just closing for added endowments for our colleges, 
have brot home to every parish the importance of training the heart as well 
as the mind. The response has been wonderful and we thank God for it. 
There remains, however, much to be done. Our secondary schools need to be 
strengthened. Local interest in them must be increased and the momentum 
that has gathered must not be permitted to die down. To our pastors and 
people who so willingly and generously have aided in these compaigns we are 
thankful, and we ask that God may bless these funds so that they will bring 
added strength to the extension of His Kingdom. Teachers and students in 
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all our schools have faithfully. and earnestly performed their tasks. There is 
no more loyal band of men and women than the teachers in our institutions 
who often on small incomes give wholehearted service to the cause of the 
Church. ~ 

The presidents of the. different schools will submit their reports in con- 
nection with the annual report of the Board of Education. 

Last fall the Rev. Jacob Tanner, S. ‘t. D., was installed as professor of 
theology at our Seminary. He has been assigned by the faculty to teach in 
Dogmatics, New Testament and Christian Education. During the present year 
Prof. E. Hove has had a year’s leave of absence, and we welcome him back to 
his work. 

Pres. H. P. Olson, after a number of years of valuable service has resigned 
as president of Spokane College. His faithful loyalty to our Church and his 
painstaking work in the school is appreciated and we hereby desire to express 
to him our thanks for service rendered. 


THE ENDOWMENT CAMPAIGN a 


This meeting will receive a report of the response of our people to the appeal 
for help for our colleges. We know already that it has met with success, that 
there has been a generous and wholehearted response in nearly every locality. 
So loyal and so generous has been the cooperation that we are ashamed of 
our little faith in what God can do thru us. At the proper time these reports 
will be given to you and they will indeed be a roll of honor. Our pastors and 
lay-people have given generously of their time, freely have they spent every 
effort to secure the necessary ingathering of funds. With them today we rejoice 
and we thank God for this wonderful response. It will put new heart and 
new strength into us for all the work of our Church. When we ask God and 
tell it to our people, the answer will surely come in every just and worthy 
cause. May God multiply to our dear pastors and members true joy in the 
part that you have taken in this work! 

{t will be impossible in my message to give a list of the many and generous 
gifts to our endowment funds. Many of the smaller gifts mean some times 
a greater sacrifice and effort than a larger amount. One gift, however, deserves 
mention, and came at the beginning of the campaign and gave a special stimulus 
to the Luther-St. Olaf drive. It was the pledge of $50,000 by Mr, and Mrs. 
K. B. Norswing. Mr. Norswing, who is a member of the Church Council, made 
the stipulation that he would give $50,000 provided $550,000 was raised for these 
two colleges. This pledge from a husband and wife who have always been 
devoted to the cause of our Church moves us to deep gratitude: to them. There 
is, however, a note of sorrow in this connection. Shortly after the making of 
this pledge Mrs. Norswing was suddenly called to her eternal rest. Our hearts 
go out to our dear brother in this loss and we thank God for her life and loyal 
devotion to our Church. 

As we hear returns from these campaigns for our colleges there comes to us 
this feeling that it could be said to us: Oh ye of little faith! We hardly dared 
to trust our God enough, but as in times past He has given us far more than 
we dared to expect, and with reverent voices today we would say: It is from 
the Lord, and it is marvelous in our eyes. God’s Holy Spirit alone is able 
to create the willingness and the generosity that has been shown. Truly today 
we would confess: “Without Thee O Lord, we can do nothing.” From our 
congregations, members and pastors there can today be the one cry, “To Thee, 
Oh Lord, and to Thy Name alone becometh the glory!” 


BOARD OF ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


Thru the efforts of the Board of Elementary Christian Education, different 
Lutheran synods are cooperating toward the publishing of a jubilee edition of 
Luther’s Small Catechism in 1929. This Board has been able to increase and 
strengthen the interest in elementary Christian education to a great degree. 
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The holding of teachers’ institutes, the preparation of texts and suggestion of 
plans for more systematic and intense instruction of the young, has been con- 
scientiously carried on by the members of this Board. The importance of the 
instruction of the youth in Christian knowledge will be the subject for our 
consideration at this meeting. 


HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION 


There is probably no department in our Church work that needs more 
attention at present than the work of Home Missions. If our Church is to 
grow and increase, we must be kindled with zeal to bring Christ to the people 
in our own homeland. Startling figures make us realize that the Church is not 
‘holding. its own with the increase in population. Unless the Church reaches 
them, numbers of nominal Lutherans will soon become non-Lutherans. Chil- 
dren that should be instructed in the Catechism will soon reach the age that 
they are beyond our contact. The present status of our budget has made it 
practically impossible to extend the work to any great degree. We have marked 
time on the Home Mission field and our opportunity will soon be lost. If our 
support of Home Missions decreases it will eventually break down the other 
activities of our Church. The work of planting the Church in the homeland 
is fundamental. There can be no holding our own except in a constant widen- 
ing of our borders. Standing still in mission work means loss because the 
country is growing. We have a message to bring to our people. We know our- 
selves it is the best that we can give. Shall we not bring to town and country 
the means of grace thru the work of church and pastor? Careful attention and 
care must be given to the promoting of Home Mission work in our cities 
and larger villages. From the cities and villages the influences go out into 
the country that will make for better or worse. We need funds to bring this 
work up to where it ought to be. While the Home Mission budget seems large, 
it contains such items as the Alaska Mission and the Indian Mission, items 
that are not strictly Home Mission work. More effort must be made to awaken 
our people to this crying need so that the amount of money available for the 
actual support of Home Mission stations is increased. 


With Home Missions goes hand in hand the work of Church Extension. 
The ability to help mission congregations to secure a place to meet is an 
essential part in the program of a forward movement in home missions. These 
last years very small amounts have come in for Church Extension. We have 
a resolution asking that an offering be lifted in each congregation about the 
9th Sunday after Trinity for this work. In my opinion the time is not the best. 
It comes in the middle of the summer when a good many of our people are 
not at home. There are two Sundays in the Church year that are specially 
appropriate for this appeal and I would suggest that the Septuagesima and 
Sexagesima Sundays be used to present the cause of Church Extension to our 
people and ask for an offering. Even if the offerings are.not large, if every 
parish would make an effort to secure an offering at that time, we would 
have a wonderful increase in our Church Extension work. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


During the past year the Board of Foreign Missions has sought to carry 
out the mandate of the Church to bring the Gospel to the heathen in Mada- 
gascar, China and Zululand. Missionaries have carried on the work under dif- 
ficulty and stress. In Madagascar there have been several cases of sickness 
requiring missionaries and their families to leave. The crisis is so acute in 
Madagascar as far as workers are concerned, that the Board decided to send, if 
possible, three new missionaries to Madagascar this fall. 

In China, in addition to several cases of sickness, causing a number to return 
home, there has been the great suffering caused by the civil war in the country. 
Parts of our field have been in the center of the conflict. Missionaries and 
their families have lived in constant danger of death. Women and children 
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have suffered hardship during the past year. In addition to the sufferings of 
our missionaries, our native Christians have felt the burden of war. Miss 
Agnes Kittilsby, teacher in the American School, died this winter and her body 
was laid to rest in China, She gave herself willingly to the service of the 
Lord and we remember her life with gratefulness to Him. 

Daniel Nielsen, pioneer missionary in China, was killed by a bullet at Sinyang 
while the native armies were fighting. His life from the time he left his Iowa 
farm until the call of death came, was devoted with singleness of purpose to 
the one object, that China might know Christ. He saw the vision and heard 
the call: “Come over and help us!” He followed after the Master and today 
there are many in China who thank God that Daniel Nilsen was not disobedient 
to that call. We are mindful of the fact that his going out to China brot on 
and quickened interest in China among our people. May God by His Spirit 
make us truly concerned that men may know Christ both in our own land and 
in the foreign field! To the families who have suffered sickness and hardship 
during the past year, and especially to the families of Miss Kittilsby and Rev. 
Daniel Nilsen, do we extend our deepfelt sympathy. May God give us an 
increase of His Spirit so that the service of intercession for our missionaries, 
our native Christians and the heathen will become more earnest and more 
universal among us. 

In China great problems are pressing for solution. The rising spirit of 
nationalism in China demands recognition of China to a far greater degree than 
her present arrangements with other countries permit. Internally this same 
spirit demands control of every activity. In our work the point of contact is 
education. The proposed regulations for schools conducted by foreigners de- 
mand among other things the abolishing of compulsory religious training in the 
curriculum and eventual control by Chinese of the administration of such institu- 
tions. The question of where the weight of the work shall be laid, and to what 

degree on education or evangelization together with many other problems are 
before your Board of Foreign Missions for careful and serious consideration. 
Only by God’s guidance and Spirit will we be able to choose the right way. 

On recommendation of the Foreign Mission Board, this year the convention 
will decide the question whether it shall take over the control and administra- 
tion of the Schreuder Mission in Zululand. This mission is close to the hearts 
of a number of our people. It was one of the earliest missions supported by our 
people in this country. Today it is laid at our door and to us comes the 
responsibility to decide. It is my conviction that the recommendation of the 
Board of Foreign Missions should be accepted and that in God’s Name we 
should take over this work. 


CHARITIES 


The work carried on by the Church thru the department of charities is 
placed before you thru the report of the Executive Secretary of that Board. 

There are opportunities for service among the aged, the children and the 
needy. Let us not forget that our Lord said: “inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
the least of these, ye have done it for me.” 

At Martin Luther Children’s Home a new building is nearing completion in 
place of the one that was burned. . 

At a recent meeting of the Board of Directors of our Deaconess Home and 
Hospital in Chicago it was announced that one man was willing to give 
$25,000.00 towards a Deaconess Home. During all these years it has been the 
aim and purpose to separate the Home from the hospital so that the training 
of deaconesses could be carried on in a separate institution, as the Deaconess 
service implies more than nursing service. Such work cannot be begun before 
a building is provided as a home for the sisterhood, where instruction and 
training not only for the caring of sick, but for the doing of parish work and 
work in our institutions of mercy, can be provided. It is hoped that the meet- 
ing will give serious attention to what can be done to meet this offer and to 
make possible the establishing of a real Deaconéss Home. 
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On May 22nd it was twenty years since Mother Ingeborg came to our 
institution in Chicago. She completes this year forty-five years of service in 
the diaconate. It is her intention this year to visit the mission fields in China 
and Madagascar. It is our prayer that God will keep His hand over Mother 
Ingeborg and bless her visit to our mission fields and give her a safe return 
for added years of service. 


THE CHURCH COUNCIL 
(The National Lutheran Council) 


During the past year the cooperating synods thru the agency of the Council, 
have carried on the work of relief for our suffering brethren in Europe. The 
Foreign Mission stations that have belonged to the German societies have been 
aided. They have by this very aid been saved for our church as in different 
cases reformed churches were willing to take over the support of some of these 
missions. In Russia where our brethren in the faith are laboring under great 
tribulation and stress, they have been encouraged to begin a Seminary for the 
training of pastors. The present needs for the orphaned foreign missions, the 
work in Russia and the encouragement of the struggling Lutheran minorities 
in Greek and Roman Catholic countries in Europe, call for a total budget of 
about $100,000. Of this our synod ought to raise about $25,000 as a minimum. 
This-ought to be possible. We raise a great deal of money for inter-denomi- 
national relief among us, such as the Near East .Relief. This is our special 
Near East Relief, and a small share from each one of us will make this possible 
without in any way impairing the efficiency of our own work. 

This year a meeting was held in Chicago of the representatives of the dif- 
ferent synods for which the National Lutheran Council is an agency. The 
program and plan of organization was gone over so as to meet the changing 
conditions as far as work in Europe is concerned. This program was care- 
fully drawn so that it implies no cooperation or fellowship except in so far as 
the synods themselves have already entered into ‘such relations with each 
other individually. According to the resolutions of our Church these plans have 
been submitted to our Church Council and approved by them. 

The National Lutheran Council wishes to call attention to the activity of 
the Roman Catholic Church in Protestant lands. The latest evidence is the 
encyclical of the Pope, asking that the last Sunday in October be made a 
feast day for Christ as King. In this encyclical we find the converging of 
Church and State. The spiritual Kingdom of Christ is confused with the 
temporal kingdoms of this world. As the Reformed Church to a great degree 
has held a similar view as to the merging of the spiritual and the temporal, 
this proclamation undoubtedly will meet approval from unexpected sources. 
To us as evangelical Christians we must clearly define the line of demarcation 
between Church and state. The kingdoms of this world are not directed 
and governed by our Lord but only insofar as the Kingdom of God is within 
us as citizens in such a state. The last Sunday in October stands for the 
greatest event of modern times. It is Reformation Sunday, and our pastors 
and churches as never before should be awake to making use of this festal day 
to emphasize the blessings that have come to the Church thru the Reformation. 
Special sermons should be preached on this subject. Programs in young 
people’s societies and in Sunday Schools, as well as ladies’ aids, should be 
carried out along this line. Let there be a hearty and universal celebration of 
Reformation Sunday and Reformation Day this year as never before. We must 
not forget the blessings that have come to us thru this event. 

The Christian Church has already a festival that carries with it the recogni- 
tion of Christ as King. That festal day is Ascension Day and I would ask 
that our pastors give greater thought in their respective localities to bringing 
back to their people the true understanding of this great day in the Church. 
{t should take its place as one of the great festal days in our Church and in 
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every parish at least the evening of Ascension Day should be devoted to 
services in keeping with the great fact remembered by it. 


Altar and Pulpit Fellowship 


Last fall I received an invitation from Dr. C. C. Hein, President of the 
Joint Synod ‘of Ohio to appoint a committee to meet with representatives of 
the Ohio, Iowa and Buffalo Synods, and take up the question of altar and pulpit 
fellowship. Our Church has regarded these synods as brethren in the faith, 
but the correct Lutheran principle is an official and definite agreement as to 
altar and pulpit fellowship. Therefore, in accordance with this invitation, and 
also in accordance with resolutions adopted by the Church Council in times 
past, I selected Dr. H. G. Stub, Dr. J. Tanner, Dr. G. M. Bruce and myself 
as a committee from our Church. We met on November 18, 1925, at Minne- 
apolis. At this meeting, thru the direction of God’s Holy Spirit we came to 
complete agreement and understanding in all essential things. This Agreement 
is submitted to you for consideration at this meeting. It has been approved 
by the Church Council and is based on the Chicago theses presented by Dr. 
Stub and Dr. J. N. Kildahl at Chicago: in March, 1919, which were presented 
to our Church in district meetings during the summer of 1919. 

The adoption of this Agreement by the representative synods will mean 
a great deal for our work, especially in education and in home missions. In 
the field of education our point of contact is especially the schools in home 
mission territory. It means the coming closer together not for organic union, 
but for full and brotherly understanding and sympathy of a group of between 
800,000 and 900,000 Lutherans. For this we thank God. It would be proper in 
this connection to select a representative to bring our greetings to the meetings 
of the Iowa and Ohio Synods this year. It is the purpose of these two synods, 
together with the Buffalo Synod, to hold the final separate meetings this year, 
and next year, if God wills, to unite in one body. Our best wishes and hearty 
congratulations on this event go out to-our brethren in these synods, They 
have at all times been found among those who have stood for sound and 
conservative Lutheranism, developed in pious, active Christian life. We should 
also send greetings or elect representatives to such other Lutheran synods as 
has been our custom. 

Admission of Pastors 


Among the responsibilities entrusted to the Church Council is the demand 
of the Church that the Church Council exercises the greatest care with regard 
to admission of pastors and candidates from other synods and churches to 
the office of the ministry among us. This is true under all conditions, but 
especially at the present time it behooves us with special care to see to that 
all men who are called to preach and to administer the sacraments among us, 
are men who know whereof they speak, men who are not only Lutheran in 
name, but Lutheran with heart and understanding. With this end in view the 
Church Council adopted a rule of procedure for such applicants who may 
apply for admission or ordination. It is not a reflection on any other synod 
or church, but we cannot and dare not lay aside the responsibility or thrust 
upon someone else that which has been given to us in this weighty and impor- 
tant matter. 

For your information these rules ‘are submitted as an appendix. 


THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY FEDERATION 


This year, true to the spirit of its past, the Women’s Missionary Federation 
has given wholehearted support and assistance to the program of the Church. 
They have interested themselves in all the activities of the Church. As the 
interest and understanding of the work of our Church increases among the 
women of the Church, so there will come from the homes of the Church young 
men and women who will follow in the footsteps of their parents. To all the 
women’s societies of our Church, both those connected with the Federation as

well- as those not directly affiliated with it, we extend our appreciation and 
thanks for the support and inspiration that they have given to our work. 


THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S LUTHER LEAGUE : 


has this year come with the generous offer to support a pastor to exercise super- 
vision over the student work at our various state institutions. The work of 
the League is well planned, systematically carried out, and is creating among 
its members a growing knowledge and interest in our activities. The represen- 
tatives of the League meet each year with the Church Council in order that 
there may be the closest harmony and understanding of the interests involved ~ 
between the Church and this organization. 

In this connection permit me to say that I have received a communication 
from the Lutheran Students Pastors’ Association of our Church, in which they 
urge that the Church give careful and serious attention to the work among 
10,000 Lutheran students in the state institutions. They must be kept for Christ 
and for our Church. The men working among them need our assistance and our 
sympathy and interest. It is our work that they ar@ doing; we have placed them 
there. They ask us to give them the needed help and encouragement. The 
letter of the secretary is appended. 


THE NORWEGIAN YOUNG PEOPLE’S SOCIETY 


has specially interested itself in the work among the men on the fishing boats 
in Alaska. They are assisting in the support of the Home conducted at Ketchi- 
- kan. In several of our congregations there is a well defined need for Norwegian 
Young People’s Societies and where such need exists we find well attended 
and successful meetings. It is our hope and prayer that all the work among 
our young people, whether in one language or the other, may be condueted 
with the aim that our youth shall grow not only in external activities but in 
that which is more important, in a deepening of personal knowledge and loyalty 
to Jesus Christ their Lord and Master. 


THE PENSION FUND 


The Secretary of the Pension Fund has presented this year to our pastors 
a definite and conservative plan which will bring about an adequate pension 
in the future. This plan has been adopted by a great many of the other denom- 
inations who formerly sought to build up a pension fund along the lines 
which we have been doing in the past. In my estimation a conservative and 
reasonable Pension Fund is one of the outstanding needs in our Church today. 
Under the present rules on an endowment plan, the amount involved will run 
into such great sums of money that it is impossible to expect to reach an income 
necessary to give and adequate pension to our retired and disabled pastors. 
The new plan is recommended to you for careful and sympathetic consideration. 
Permit me also to express my appreciation of the generous response to my 
letter last fall on behalf of our present Pension Fund. May I ask the pastors 
and congregations to set aside Thanksgiving week, including the Sundays be- 
fore and after, as offering days for our Pension Fund? The total amount of 
pension paid to retired pastors or their families at present is only $320 a year. 
If you had not so generously responded to my appeal, it would have been im- 
possible to have paid anywhere near this sum the last year. Will you make 
Thanksgiving week a time for a special offering or a collection for this 
worthy cause? 

THE ENGLISH DISTRICT 


According to resolution of the Church adopted in 1923, the organization of 
an English District was authorized when 30 congregations had signified their 
intention of joining together in such an organization. A preliminary meeting 
will be called during the first part of this convention to ascertain whether such 
a number of congregations have agreed upon the formation of this district. 
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FINANCES AND ORGANIZATION - 


c The Committee of Nine elected at our last meeting has presented its report 
in our Church papers. The committee has*spent a good deal of time on its 
-report and time should be taken to consider carefully those parts which pro- 
pose changes in our system. It is not within my province to enter into a dis- 
cussion of this committee’s report. Permit me only to ask at least that part of 
the report which deals with a new arrangement of our district boundaries 
should be considered and settled before the district meetings are held, as it 
will be necessary where districts are changed and membership added, in all 
fairness to the new organization to conduct election of district officers, if the 
change is made. 

The year 1925, when both the budget and the amount raised for the deficit 
is considered, brought in a larger amount of money for our work than any 
previous year. There is a gradual increase in the support of the various activi- 
ties. In view of the intensive campaign just completed for our colleges, I 
would suggest that no general drives or campaigns be put on during the next 
three years while the paym@nts or pledges made are being taken care of, but 
that during these years the collection of the budget and the reducing of the 
deficit, be continued with all vigor. It might be well for representatives from 
our Boards or subcommittees which they might appoint outside of themselves, 
to carefully investigate the most pressing needs of all our activities and institu- 
tions such as the children’s homes and homes for the aged, the academies, a 
new building for our Seminary, buildings needed on the foreign field, increase 
in the Church Extension Fund, and similar undertakings, so that it might be pos- - 
sible to unite in one campaign for all of these needs at the end of the three- 
year period. Of course such action should not preclude the academies and 
similar institutions from collecting funds needed for their immediate support 
from time to time within their own territory. This campaign has taught us 
how to work shoulder to shoulder and we should not let the experience that 
we have received thru it, be wasted. Would it not be possible, even if not 
entirely, at least in part to make use of these organizations to secure the needed 
pledges and contributions for our budgets this fall. By gradually increasing the 
number of workers in our congregations we would strengthen both their loyalty 
and interest in the work of our Church. : 


BISHOP JOHAN P. LUNDE 


At the close of the Centennial our Church thru many of its congregations, 
was happy to entertain Bishop Johan Lunde as their guest. There has probably 
been no visit from Norway that has brought such inspiration and encourage- 
ment these latter years as the visit of the good Bishop of Oslo. The clear 
evangelical note that he sounded, the firm confessional stand that he takes, and 
the loving and sympathetic life that he exemplifies, made his visit with us an 
event long to be remembered. Again we send him our hearty greetings and ask 
that God will bless His Church in Norway by permitting Bishop Lunde many 
days in the land of our fathers. 


DR. H. G. STUB 


Dr. H. G. Stub, our esteemed President, laid down his office which he has 
so capably held these many years, the latter part of July. During the month 
of July he suffered with a serious illness. For some time his condition was very 
critical but the Lord returned to him his strength and health. As chairman 
of our committee in meeting with the synods mentioned above, he gave valuable 
aid and guidance. While spending the winter in Californuia for the benefit of his 
health, he has given generously of his time to help our pastors and congrega- 
tions on the Pacific Coast; by taking part in circuit meetings, young people’s 
conventions, and preaching he has given encouragement and inspiration to our 
brethren who are separated from us by a great distance. In addition to this 
he has-secured for the College Endowment cause over $60.000 in larger sub- 
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scriptions. His heart beats warmly for the Norwegian Lutheran Church and he 
is ever ready to serve her best interests. We welcome him again into our 
-midst and express our appreciation of this generous and whole hearted service 
on behalf of our Church and its institutions. 


' CORRESPONDENCE 


Among the appeals for recognition and support that have been sent to me, 
I shall single out the following: I submit in connection with this report a letter 
and report from the American Bible Society. As an evangelical Protestant 
Church we should give this Society our hearty support. They publish the Scrip- 
ture without comment. It would be impossible for us to do our Foreign Mission ~ 
work if it were not for the work of the American Bible Society. The Word 
of God is a living force and every effort to bring it to men should be supported. 
It is my recommendation that a definite amount of financial support be given 
the American Bible Society each year on our budgets. - 

There is a request from the “Nordmands Forbundet” that the Church be 
represented at an exposition in Oslo this fall, something similar to the exhibi- 
tion given by the “Nordmands Forbundet” in 1914. They request especially 
pictures, charts and other information which will be of value to make the 
people there realize and understand what their. sons and daughters have ac- 
complished in this land. 

There is also an opportunity to be represented in the exhibition in Phila- 
delphia, celebrating the 150th anniversary of American independence. The cor- 
respondence in this matter is submitted to this committee for consideration. 

A letter from the Rev. John Flint, in which he resigns both as a pastor and 
member from the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, is submitted. 
This withdrawal has been received and acted upon by the Church Council. The 
reason given for withdrawal is that he does not share our views and principles 
in the matters of faith and practice. 


ANNIVERSARIES 


In commemorating anniversaries, permit me also to call attention to anniver- 
saries within our own Church. This year we celebrate the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of the following pastors: J. J. Johansen, born June 14, 1826; Anders 
O. Hagen, born Nov. 7, 1826; Ole Amundson, born in 1826; and Dr. V. Koren, 
born Dec. 22, 1826. 

Of these men Dr. V. Koren ranks as the great theologian and leader. His 
life was practically contemporaneous from the very beginning with the develop- 
ment of our Church. We thank God for what our fatherland gave us in this 
man. He will long be remembered as one of the founders of our Church in 
America. 


IN MEMORIAM 


During the past year a great number of our pastors and workers in the 
Church have been called home to their Lord and Master. For some of them 
death came as a sudden summons; for others, after sickness of some length. 
Among those who departed this life were Mr. Erik Waldeland, Treasurer of the 
Church, Rev. I. D. Ylvisaker, President of the North Dakota District, Rev. 
Lars Harrisville, Vice-President of the Eastern District, and in addition the 
following pastors and professors: Severt Westby, N. E.-Boe, Osmund O. Ris- 
vold, J. W. Preus, Abel Anderson, J. N. Sandven, A. C. Barron, M. O. Waldal, 
J. H. Johanson, U. D. Johnson, Th. Himle, Lorentz Johnson, P. O. Langseth, 
P. A. Thoreson, N. P. N. Hvale, O. O. Bjertness, J. D. Bothne, H. Roalkvam, 
S. Romsdal, E. M. Peterson, J. A. Hellestvedt, professors J. S. Nordgaard, 
Jarl E. Nordberg and K. J. Jacobson. 

They have all given faithful and conscientious service to the Church, many 
of them a long life of sacrifices and labor; others a briefer time. It is not for 
us to say whose life may have had the greatest influence and who is the most 
deserving of honor.

APPENDIX 


Agreement of Representatives of the Iowa, Ohio and Buffalo Synods and The 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America to Be Submitted to Their Respective 
Synods for Action 


I 


The Scriptures 


The synods signatory to these Articles of Agreement accept without excep- 
tion all the canonical books of the Old and the New Testaments as a whole, 
and in all their parts, as the divinely inspired, revealed, and inerrant Word of 
God, and submit to this as the only infallible authority in all matters of faith 
and life. 


II 


The Lutheran Symbols 


1. These synods also, without reservation, accept the symbolical books of 
the evangelical Lutheran Church, not insofar as, but because they are the 
presentation and explanation of the pure doctrine of the Word of God and a 
summary of the faith of the Lutheran Church, as this has found expression in 
response to the exigencies arising from time to time. 

(The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, in agreement with the posi- 
tion of the Lutheran Church of Norway and Denmark, has officially accepted 
only the three Ecumenical Creeds, the Unaltered Augsburg Confession, and 
Luther’s Small Catechism. This position does not imply that the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America in any way whatsoever rejects the remaining 
symbolical books of the Lutheran Church, as the constant reference to them in 
her theological literature amply testify, but since the other symbolical books 
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are not known to her constituency generally, it has not been deemed necessary 
to require formal subscription to the entire Book of Concord.) 

2. Adherence to our confessions pertains only to their doctrinal content, 
(i.e., the doctrines declared to be the divine truth and the rejection of opposite 
doctrines), but to these without exception or limitation in all articles and parts, 
no matter whether a doctrine is specifically cited as a confession or incidentally 
introduced for the purpose of elucidating or proving some other doctrine. All 
that pertains to the form of presentation (historical comments, questions purely 
exegtical, etc.) is not binding. 


Ill 


Church Fellowship 


1. These synods agree that true Christians are found in every denomination 
which has so much of divine truth revealed in Holy Scripture that children of 
God can be born in it; that according to the Word of God and our confessions, 
church fellowship, that is, mutual recognition, altar and pulpit fellowship, and 
eventually co-operation in the strictly essential work of the church, presupposes 
unanimity in the pure doctrine of the Gospel and in the confession of the same 
in word and deed. 

' Where the establishment and maintenance of church fellowship ignores 
present doctrinal differences or declares them a matter of indifference, there is 
unionism, pretense of union which does not exist. 
2. They agree that the rule “Lutheran pulpits for Lutheran pastors only, 
and Lutheran altars for Lutheran communicants only” is not only in full accord 
with, but necessarily implied in, the teachings of the divine Word and the 
confessions of the evangelical Lutheran Church. This rule, implying the rejec- 
tion of all unionism and syncretism, must be observed as setting forth a prin- 
ciple elementary to sound and conservative Lutheranism. 


IV 


Points of Doctrine 


In 1920 all synods with the exception of the Buffalo Synod (to which they 
had not been submitted) adopted theses on: 
The Work of Christ. 
The Gospel. 
Absolution. 
Holy Baptism. 
Justification. (See Chicago Theses) 
6. Faith. 
7. Conversion. 
8. Election. 
After discussion of these theses the representatives present came to the 
conclusion that we are in full agreement in all essentials pertaining to these 
doctrines.

The Lodge Question 


1. These synods agree that all such organizations or societies, secret or 
open, as are either avowedly religious or practise the forms of religion with- 
out confessing as a matter of principle the Triune God or Jesus Christ as the 
Son of God, come into the flesh, and our Savior from sin, or teach instead of 
the Gospel, salvation by human works or morality, are anti-Christian and 
destructive of the best interests of the church and the individual soul, and that, 
therefore, the Church of Christ and its congregations can have no fellowship 
with them. 

2. They agree that a Lutheran synod should not tolerate pastors who have 
affiliated themselves with any anti-Christian society. And they admonish their 
pastors and congregations to testify against the sin of lodgery and to put forth 
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earnest efforts publicly and privately to enlighten and persuade persons who are 
members of anti-Christian societies, to sever their connection with such organi- 
zations. 
VI 
sA Recognition 

The representatives of the synods here present agree that the synods ac- 
cepting these articles are one in doctrine and practise, recognize each other as 
truly Lutheran and may enter into pulpit and altar fellowship. 

The presidents of the synods here represented are asked to present this 
Agreement to their respective ae ih adoption.

Theses Adopted in Chicago March 11-13, 1919 
(The part dealing with doctrines considered.) 

1. In regard to the Word of Christ, Redemption, and Reconciliation: 

Jesus Christ, God and Man, has not only for the benefit of, but in the place 
of the human race, taken upon Himself the sins of the world with the just 
penalties for them. In the place of the world and for its benefit, He has by 
His holy life fulfilled the law, and by His suffering and death, by His blood, 
paid, the penalty for the whole world, truly and completely satisfied the divine 
justice; redeemed the world from guilt and punishment of sin, and brought 
about the reconciliation of God, whose wrath had come upon mankind on 
account of sin and whose justice required satisfaction. 

2 .In regard to the Gospel: 

The Gospel is not only a story, a narrative of what Jesus Christ has done, 
but at the same time it offers and gives the result of the work of Christ— 
above all, forgiveness of sin. Yea, it even at the same time gives the power to 
accept what it offers. 

3. In regard to Absolution: 

Absolution does not essentially. differ from the forgiveness of sin offered by 
the Gospel. The only difference is that absolution is the direct application of 
forgiveness of sin to the individual desiring the consolation of the Gospel. 
Absolution is not a judgment passed by the pastor on those being absolved, 
declaring that they now have forgiveness. 

4 .In regard to Holy Baptism and the Gospel: 

The Holy Ghost works regeneration of the sinner both thru Baptism 
and the Gospel. Both are therefore justly called the means of regeneration. 

5. In regard to Justification: 

Justification is not an act in man but an act by God in heaven, declaring 
the repentant and believing just, or stating that he is regarded as such on 
account of the imputation of the righteousness of Christ by faith. 

6. In regard to Faith: 

Faith is not in any measure a human effort. Faith is an act of man insofar 
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as it is man who believes. But both the power to believe and the act of believ- 
ing are God’s work and gift in the human soul or heart. 

7. In regard to Conversion: 

Conversion as the word is commonly used in our Lutheran confession com- 
prises contrition and faith produced by the Law and the Gospel. If man is not 
converted, the responsibility and guilt fall on him because he in spite of God’s 
all sufficient grace thru the call, “would not” according to the Word of Christ, 
Matt. 23:37: “How often would I have gathered thy children even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her wings, and ye would not.” 

If a man is converted the glory belongs to God alone, whose work it is 
thruout. Before conversion or in conversion, there is no cooperation of man, 
but at the very moment man is converted, cooperation begins thru the new 
powers given in conversion; tho this cooperation is never independent of the 
Holy Spirit, but always “to such an extent and so long as God by His Holy 
Spirit rules, guides, and leads him.” Form. Concord. 

8. In regard to Election: 

The causes of election to salvation are the mercy of God and the most holy 
merit of Christ; nothing in us on account of which God has elected us to 
eternal life. 

On the one hand we reject all forms of synergism which in any way would 
deprive God of His glory as the only Savior. On the other hand we reject all 
forms of Calvinism which directly or indirectly would conflict with the order 
of salvation, and would not give to all a full and equally great opportunity of 
salvation, or which in any manner would violate the Word of God which says 
that God will have all men to be saved and to come unto the knowledge of 
the truth. 1 Timothy 2:4. 


Rules of Procedure as to Ordination of Candidates and Admission of Pastors 
to Our Church, Adopted by the Church Council March 25th, 1926 


I. Candidates from our Seminary desiring to be ordained as pastors in the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, are required to meet with the Church 
Council or a committee appointed by the same, for a colloquium before 
ordination. 

II a) Candidates from other synods and pastors from all non-Lutheran 
denominations are expected to spend at least a year at our Seminary, and to 
submit to an examination at the end of the said year by the Theological Faculty, 
who shall report concerning said candidate to the Church Council. After 
receiving such report the Church Council shall meet with the candidate for a 
colloquium. At the conclusion of such a colloquium the Church Council shall 
decide as to his ordination. 

b) All requests for admission by pastors and candidates to the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church from other Churches shall be published in the official papers 
of the Church by the General President at least sixty days before such persons 
are admitted to our Seminary. 

III. Pastors who have been in the service a number of years and who 
desire admission to our synod shall be admitted only together with their con- 
eregations. 

IV. The Church Council expects that candidates and pastors recently 
ordained who seek admission from other synods,shall compensate such synods 
for their theological training to such a degree as said synod might demand. 

V. All decisions in above-mentioned rules must be concurred in by a two- 
thirds’ majority of the Church Council and no one can be received or ordained 
unless said candidate or pastor has had a colloquy with the Church Council or 
a committee appointed by same. 

VI. The Norwegian Lutheran Church will not be responsible for recom- 
mendation of pastors for admission to other synods or churches (including the 
Church in Norway) except such recommendations are approved and counter- 
signed by the President of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 
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ADDENDA 
Call of Pastors 


I. The Church Council requests our congregations when in need of a pastor 
that they call pastors from their own Church body. In case congregations 
belonging to our Church wish to call a pastor from another synod or pastors 
who do not belong to any synod, it is requested that such congregations ask 
advice from the district president in their district, and the President of the 
Church. 

In case a parish or an individual congregation in The Norwegian Lu- 
theran Church is temporarily served by a pastor from another synod, it is 
advised that the district president visit.such congregation to investigate how 
this relationship may be corrected, either so that the pastor concerned joins 
the Notwegian Lutheran Church, or in case this is not possible, that the parish 
or congregation seek service from pastors belonging to their own Church body.

General Secretary’s Report 


A. As General Secretary 


To the Annual Meeting of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

The undersigned begs to submit to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America the following report for the fiscal year of 1925: 

He has compiled and published an annual report of 642 pages, “containing 
the official reports, resolutions, statistics, appendices, parochial reports, and 
such matters as the church” determined at its last convention. (Constitution, 
Chapter V:27:a) .... The edition is bi-lingual as the reports and other ma- 
terial are published in the language submitted to the secretary. The plan of 
the report conforms to the recommendation submitted to the annual meeting 
in 1925. See Secretary’s report, Addenda 1, page 84-85. These recommenda- 
tions were adopted. See page 191-192. ’ 

The Secretary submits three Addenda. Addenda I, contains the recom- 
mendations from the Committee on Official Journal and Business Procedure; 
Addenda II, Report on Translation of Official Documents; and Addenda III, 
which embodies an opinion given by our attorney at the request of the General 


Secretary. 
The Secretary has, to the best of his ability, compiled with section c) of 
Paragraph 27: “Carried on the necessary correspondence for the Church, as 


the Church or its president may direct.” This part of his duty necessitates 
a constantly increasing correspondence ranging from answering questions in re- 
gard to the history and corporate status of congregations and suggestions on 
constitutions, to questions where a pastor lives and where commodities needed 
by the congregation may be obtained. The correspondence outside of the 
routine blanks is counted annually by hundreds and the length of the letters 
varies from a few lines to as many pages of carefully compiled and considered 
data. 

In compiling the statistics we have this year added the following informa- 
tion: 


B. As Statistician 


In accordance with the resolution of the Church the complete statistics 
will be published this year. All this mass of statistical material is now in the 
composing room to be set so as not to cause any delay in publishing the an- 
nual report. 

Congregations having less than 100 souls. 

Congregations having 101-250 souls. 

Congregations having 251-500 souls. 

Congregations having 501-1,000 souls. 

Congregations having more than 1,000 souls. 

Rural Congregations. 

Town or Village Congregations. 

Urban Congregations. 

Judging from the encouraging communications received from many quarters 
we have a right to conclude that the statistics of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America are attracting favorable attention. In working out these 
statistics, the General Secretary desires to express his deep appreciation of 
the painstaking work which is being done by his assistant, Miss Jenne Berg. 

It is with deep regret that we can not present the statistical summary printed 
in its proper place as Addenda IV. In the annual report it will be included 
as such. The fact that parochial reports for the year 1925 are still coming 
into the office of the statistician accounts for the delay in completing this table.

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C. Other Duties of the Secretary 


In 1918 the Secretary was instructed to compile and publish a handbook 
for the Norwegian Lutheran Church. (See Annual Report 1918: 306:9.) In 
compliance with this resolutioa he completed translations of the official docu- 
ments of the Church. In this connection the Secretary desires to refer to 
Addenda II with its recommendation to the annual meeting. 

By resolution of 1918 the General Secretary was also made the official 
archivist of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. (Annual Report 1918: 306:8.) 
In regard to this work the General Secretary must confess that his work as 
pastor for congregations has prevented him from giving much thought to this 
work, He has, nevertheless, made a considerable collection of material for 
the archives. 

In 1925 the General Secretary resigned as pastor and moved to Minneapolis, 
Since then he has given one-half of his time, including Sundays, to the work 
as General Secretary and Statistician for the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America. On Sundays he has filled appointments in various congregations 
where he has preached and made appeals for the various activities of our 
Church. When Field Secretary Shurson, on the death of Wdldeland, was 
appointed treasurer, the General Secretary took over a large part of Shurson’s 
week-day and Sunday appointments. He has thus during the last ten months 
served the Church extensively outside of his office routine. On resigning his 
congregations he hoped to serve the Church more promptly and efficiently. 
His experience during this time has taught him that the work as General 
Secretary takes even more than one-half of his time. 

Ever since the organization of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
it has enjoyed free office for the General Secretary in the parsonages of the 
congregations where the Secretary has served as pastor, the pastor carrying 
personally the expense of heat and light. When the General Secretary moved 
to Minneapolis he had to make a choice between renting office outside of the 
home or renting a home large enough to supply rooms for the office. The 
General Secretary adopted the latter plan, which necessitates paying consider- 
able larger house rent.

ADDENDA I 


Recommendations from the Committee on Official Journal 
and Business Procedure 


To the Annual Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

Your committee recommends the following resolutions for adoption: 

1. The Chair shall accept no motion, either introducing new business, or 
as amendment to, or substitute for motion pending, or other main and sub- 
sidiary motions unless they are submitted in writing and properly signed by 
the person who makes the motion. 

2. All memorials, requests or petitions from congregations, other organiza- 
tions, or individuals must be in the hands of the General President not less 
than 15 days before the opening of the convention, if such material shall re- 
ceive consideration during the meeting. 

3. In arranging for the convention the committee has given due considera- 
tion to both economy and efficient service. The committee has eliminated the 
expense of convention programs. 

The members of the convention are supplied: with a badge on which is 
written the member’s name. It hopes that this will help the members to 
sooner and better get acquainted with one another. 

As a further accommodation to the members and as appreciation of the 
courtesy on the part of the hotels which have, in a great measure, made possible 
the holding of our convention in Minneapolis, the General Secretary has added 
to his duties the work of registration clerk. The innovation means much ta 
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the members of the convention and will assist the Church in securing favorable 
arrangements for subsequent conventions. 

In view of the enlarged service to the members of the convention the com- 
mittee recommends: : 

(a) That the members of the convention be favored with registration 
privileges as initiated this year; j 

That they, when registering, receive from the credential committee a badge 
on which is written the member’s name; 

A copy of the convention hymnbook; 

A copy of the official printed reports; 

Each day a copy of the daily bulletin; 

As soon as the annual report is ready, they receive a paper cover copy with- 
out any further charge. 

(b) In view of this service the Church establishes a rule that a registration 
fee of $1.00 be charged from all members, voting and associates. 

(c) That those who desire a cloth bound copy of the annual report pay 
$1.50 registration fee. 

(d) That the details enumerated above, together with the charges stipu- 
lated, become effective at the next convention of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America.

In pulishing the Annual Report it became expedient to print this report as 
a part of Department VI. 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF NINE TO THE NORWEGIAN 
LUTHERAN CHURCH OF AMERICA 
Grace and Peace! 
The “Committee of Nine” respectfully submits the following report : 


The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in convention assembled June 
9-14, 1925, adopted the following resolution: “The General Convention shall 
elect a committee of nine men consisting of four pastors and five laymen, these 
men not to be members of any boards or to be executives, to gather and present 
to our first General Convention all necessary changes in the constitution and 
all other changes concerning the General Body and the Districts.” 

In accordance with this resolution and’ by virtue of the mandate given 
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therein the “Committee of Nine” created thru the said resolution, met in Minnea- 
polis July 17, 1925. 

The following constitute the committee elected by the Church: 

Mr. A. G. Anderson, Fergus Falls, Minnesota; Mr. P. O. Holland, Northfield, 
Minnesota ; Rey, R., R. Syrdal, Northwood, North Dakota; Mr. H. C. Halvorson, 
Sinai, South Dakota; Rev. G. S. Froiland, Dawson, Minnesota; Rey. L. GC. 
Jacobson, Ada, Minnesota; Mr. R. J. Bestul, Scandinavia, Wisconsin; Mr. O. J. 
Kalsem, Huxley, Iowa, and Rev. O. J. H. Preus, De Forest, Wisconsin. 

The committee elected Mr. A. G. Anderson chairman, and Rey. O. J. H. 
Preus secretary. 

Including this first meeting the committee has held si meetings of which. 
all but the first and the last have been each of three days’ duration and the 
first and the last each of two days’ duration, a total of 16 days. 

The committee has with prayer to God for His guidance and blessing delib- 
erated upon some of the questions that have been raised in convention or other- 
wise in our Church during the last few years and that seemed to the committee 
of sufficient importance to engage the serious attention of the committee and, 
later, the whole Church. 

Before making any specific recommendations to the Church relative to these 
questions the committee hastens to make the following general observations. 

In 1917 The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America was formed thru, the 
amalgamation of the Hauge Synod, the United Norwegian Lutheran Church, and 
the Synod for the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 

Hearts were filled with joy and gratitude to God and hopes were high as the 
newly built ship set sail. At the same time there arose, underneath the exulta- 
tion, many a fear that storms might come and dash the vessel upon the rocks 
to its destruction, or that mutiny might break out and blast the hopes for a 
successful journey. 

Nine years have passed since we launched our bark together. Clouds have 
gathered now and then. Ominous rumblings have at times portended eyil. But 
God has been with us and stilled every tempest. 

Not this alone. He has blessed us to the end that we can meet here in port 
today, our ship laden, as it were, with the gold; of Ophir and the cedars of Le- 
banon, i.e., with the means and the material with which to build a temple of 
living stone, to the glory of God among men on earth. 


And this He has done for us in a period that has been marked by the 
bloodiest war of all time and by the resultant most serious moral and financial — 
depression of modern times. 


Our Church has been touched by the blight that has left many great institu- 
tions as well as individuals prostrate. The moral fibre, or, if you will, the faith 
of our constituency has been put to a severe test. The financial condition of 
our Church has at times to human eyes seemed precarious and even desperate. 

In these moments many a prayer has surely been uttered, “Lord, help us, we 
perish!” And God has heard our prayers. He has helped us. Our ship is still 
afloat. We did not perish. 


In fact, considering the storm years of the world war and the times that ; 
have followed it, we have every weason to fall upon our knees and thank God 
for deliverance. 

Someone may reply by pointing to the deficit that has troubled us in the 
most recent years and declare that all is not well with the Church, that we are 
down in the depths of the sea, that God has not delivered us. 

Thus men may reason. And no particularly great harm may come of it, 
because God is good and His mercy endureth forever. 

But, some have, because of the deficit, been prone to go farther than to voice 
an opinion and demand that drastic changes be made in the very structure of 
our Church and in the system employed particularly with reference to the finances 
of the Church. 

Suggestions have come to the committee voicing the opinion that our Church 
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is “top heavy,” that there is too great centralization of authority, that the budget 
system is a failure, etc., wherefore great changes are necessary. 

When these things are to be dealt with it is not very difficult to see where 
harm may be done, unintentionally, to the Church, unless grea care in dealing 
with these problems be exercised. 

We may so easily come to blame the ship and the crew for the troubles brought 
on purely by the storm, i. e., we may blame our organization and our system for 
difficulties that have come to our Church, forgetting that wellnigh every other 
institution in the world has suffered even more than the Church because of the 
storm of war and the aftermath of the storm. 

The committee, therefore, deems it wise to declare that after due consideration 
of most of the questions that have been raised and that come within the scope of 
its inquiry, it finds that the most urgent need of our beloved Church at this 
time is not a change of constitution or of system, but much more a change of 
heart. 

There is a great mission given to our Church both here at home as well as 
abroad. The call from Macedonia, “come over and help us,” is as urgent as 
ever, coming as it does from the teeming millions of the heathen world. And 
more urgent still, if possible, comes the call from our own beloved country to 
hold the fort against the inroads of atheism and unbelief, 

While the Catholic Church bends every effort to win America for Catholicism 
by Building its schools, elementary and secondary, ag well as colleges, and while 
the Reformed churches on the one hand are being rent asunder by the struggle 
to stem the tide of modernistic atheism and on the other hand stand ready to 
occupy the field that historically belongs to the Lutheran Church, we of the 
Lutheran Church with the pure Word of God in our hand, are not measuring 
up to our responsibilities and opportunities. 

Our home mission field must be occupied, our borders extended. Our schools 
must be built and supported. Our work must be pushed vigorously. And this 
must be done now. Tomorrow, when the opportunities are gone, it is too late. 

To repeat it, the conviction of the Committee is that the greatest need of 
our Church is a change of heart, or, to be aroused anew to see the fields that 
right here lie ready for us to till, to seed, and to reap. 

We have sprung from a comparatively small and poor nation, strong as to in- 
dividualism, but not so strong as to team work, and become a part of a nation 
great in numbers and wealth, a nation where things are done on a big scale 
by uniting large forces that lie ready to be used. Our people must be awakened 
to the fact that we of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America also have the 
numbers and the wealth to do big things in a big way, not in matters of land, 
cattle, hogs, butter, and cheese alone, but in matters pertaining to the Kingdom 
of God. 

There is some evidence to show that a change is already taking place. God be 
praised for that! 

The committee, accordingly, offers no newly found panacea for the ills, sup- 
posed or real, of our Church. We need more faith in God, more faithfulness to 
His Word, and more willingness to serve and sacrifice. Having these, we shall 
by the grace of God be able to solve our problems, 

The committee makes these preliminary remarks in order to lay the greater 
stress where it belongs and in order that every reader at the outset may under- 
ytand that the committee makes none of the following recommendations with 
false illusions as to their potency to cure the ills that lie within us and that 
God alone can cure from within. 

However, in stressing the more vital things, the committee does not intend to 
minimize the importance of or reduce to insignificance the various suggestions and 
recommendations that follow, but merely to place them in their proper rela- 
tive position. 

The Constitution, organization, and practce of the Church have had, have now, 
and wili no doubt in the future have great importance for the welfare of our 
Chureh. Any material changes may therefore be far-reaching in their effect. 
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The committee, realizing this, has acted with great deliberation and almost 
reluctance in adopting resolutions. involving changes. But knowing that the 
Constitution, organization, and practice of the Church are of human origin and 
therefore subject to change, the committee makes bold to offer a few suggestions 
involving possible changes. May the good Lord guide our beloved Church in 
its deliberations that good may come to the Church also thru the changes that 
may be made in consequence of this report. With this prayer to God the follow- 
ing recommendations are made: 


GENERAL 
Re-Districting 
1) That the number of districts be reduced from nine to six, and that the 
districts be formed along the following lines: 

a) Eastern District, name and boundaries unchanged; 

b) Northern Minnesota and Southern Minnesota shall be consolidated and con- 
stitute the Central District, excepting the following counties in northwestern 
Minnesota, which shall be added to the proposed Northwestern District: Kittson, 
Roseau, Lake of the Woods, Marshall, Pennington, Red Lake, Polk, Norman, 
Mahnomen, Clay. 

ec) Iowa and South Dakota Districts shall be consolidated and constitute 
the Southern District. 

d) North Dakota and the eastern part of the Rocky Mountain District and 
the 10 counties of northern Minnesota mentioned in paragraph b) shall form 
one district, the Northwestern District. 

e) Western District shall embody the present Pacific District and the Western 
part of Rocky Mountain, the eastern range of the Roeky Mountains beginning 
at Glacier Park, following Lewis & Clark Range west of Helena in a south- 
easterly direction to Yellowstone park, forming the line between the eastern and 
the western part of the present Rocky Mountain district as these terms are 
used in this resolution. 

f) The Canada District shall remain unchanged. 

g) Par. 2, page 534, of 1917 report, governing the question of district to which 
a charge shall belong is re-affirmed. 

2) That each district shall decide for itself the question whether the district 
president shall be a salaried or a non-salaried officer and also what salary 
shall be paid. The salary, if any, of the district president shall be paid out of 
the district treasury. 

8) That Chapter III, Section 8 a) shall be stricken, viz., ‘“Distrikts- 
formendene Ignnes som saadan og ofrer al sin tid for sin embedsgjerning.”’ 
“Kredsvisitatorer”’ shall be added. 

4) That a “visitator” to assist the president of the district shall be elected 
by the district for a term of two years in each circuit. His duties shall be to 
visit congregations, dedicate churches, etc. He shall serve without salary. His 
traveling expenses shall be defrayed by the congregations receiving service. 

5) That paragraph 20 a) of Chapter V of the Constitution be amended to 
read: President, First Vice President, Second Vice President, Secretary, Treas- 
urer, Auditor, and District Presidents. 

6 That in Chapter v, paragraph 23, “two” be inserted instead of “three”, 
referring to the office of “other officers.”” To 23a) of Chapter V shall be added: 
“The officers elected shall enter upon their duties on September ist following 
their election.” 

7) That Chapter IV, 18, be changed to read: “No legislation for the general 
Church Body shall be adopted at district conventions.” 

8) That in Chapter III, 8 a), “fa treasurer” shall be added after ‘‘secretary.” 

9) That the Board of Trustees be reduced in number to consist of seven mem- 
bers. 

10) That the Board of Home Missions be reduced in number to seven mem- 
bers, of which the Board of Trustees shall elect three out of its own membership 
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11) That the Board of Publications be reduced in number to seven mem- 
and of which the Church shall elect four. 

12) That in par. 24, page 548 of the 1917 report the words “og penge”’ shall 
be stricken. 

18) That in par. 30, Chapter 5, of the Constitution shall be added after 
“for hedningemissionen” the words, “for skolerne.” , 

14) That the PROPOSED REVISION OF CHAPTER VII OF DISTRICT 
CONSTITUTIONS be adopted as follows: 

Section 21: 

“A proposal to amend this Constitution must first be adopted at a district con- 
vention by two-thirds majority vote. It shall then be submitted to the conventions 
_ of the other districts for consideration. If the conventions of at least two other 
districts approve the proposed ammendment by simple majority vote, such pro- 
posed amendment shall then be submitted to the general convention of the 
Church at a regular or special meeting thereof and shall become effective if 
adopted by a two-thirds majority vote of the members present and voting at 
such general convention; provided, however, that the initial adoption by a 
district convention and the final adoption by the general convention shall not 
be during the same calendar year. 

15) That Chapter IV, par. 14 b) shall be changed to read: “One representa- 
tive from each congregation belonging to the Church.” 

_ 16) That the election of district officers shall be held immediately upon the 
adoption of the amendments to the Constitution involved in the proposals for re- 
districting made in this present report to the Church. 

17) That such Boards of the General Body as are affected by the amendments 
and resolutions adopted by the Church shall be elected immediately upon the 
adoption of the amendments. 

18) That the Church every six years shall publish a handbook (pocket edi- 
tion) containing the Constitution, by-laws, regulations and resolutions of the 
Church in codified form together with such other information concerning the 
affairs of the Church as would naturally be looked for in a handbook. 


ELECTION OF COMMITTEE ON NOMINATIONS 


The committee recommends that a change be made in the method of the elec- 
tion of the committee on nominations, conditioned upon the adoption of the pro- 
visions of this report relating to re-districting, as follows: 

The Church in general convention assembled shall elect one member from each 
district to constitute a committee on reports. This committee on reports shall 
nominate four members, two pastors and two laymen of each district, out of 
which number the convention shall elect by ballot two from each district, one a 
layman and one a pastor. The twelve men thus elected shall constitute the 
committee on nominations. 


MISSIONS 
General 


The “Committee of Nine,’ after careful consideration, recommends to the 
Church that the departments of Home and Foreign Missions be taken from 
the general budget, and that the funds of these two departments be collected 
independently of the general budget of the Church, but that each Board func- 
tions as heretofore in its own department, in accordance with instructions and 
mandates given by the Church. 

That each Board submit a budget thru the regular channels to the biennial 
church convention for approval. 

The funds needed for carrying out the work of missions within our Church 
shall be raised thru free-will offerings, collections, and gifts. The methods and 
manner of raising such funds shall be under the joint supervision of the Mission 
Boards. It shall, however, be understood that the funds raised shall be divided 
between the two missions on a pro-rata basis. 

Should in any year an amount be raised by any Mission Board above the op-

proved budget, then at least 25 per cent of' said surplus shall be set aside as a 
sinking fund for this mission. 
The treasurer of the Church shall continue to serve as treasurer of missions. 


Home Missions 


The General Home Mission Board shall consist of one member of each district 
and the president of the Church as a member ex officio. Bach district shall 
elect its member to this General Board of Home Missions for a term of three 
years. This person shall also be a member of the District Board of Home Mis- 
sions. 

At the first election the Eastern and Central Districts shall elect each 
a member for one year, the Southern and Northwestern each a member for two 
years and the Canada and Western Districts each a member for three years. 
After this the term of office shall be three years. 

The district committee of Home Missions shall consist of five members elected 
by the district, of which the district member of the General Board shall be one. 
At the first election two members of this committee shall be elected for one year 
and two for two years and one for three years. After the first election the term 
wt office shall be three years. 

The duties of the District Home Mission Committee shall remain as they are 
at present. 

The circuit committee of Home Missions shall consist of three members, to be 
elected by the circuit. At the first election one member shall be elected for 
one year, one for two years, and one for three years. After this the term of 
office shall be three years. 

The duties of the circuit home mission committee shall be to make survey of 
the circuit home mission field, and to make an annual report, with recommenda- 
tions, to the district home mission committee. It shall also be the duty of the 
circuit committee to inform the local congregations of the home mission work of 
the Church. 

The Home Mission activities shall otherwise continue as at present with the 
following modifications: . 

The City, Slum, Prison, and Hospital Missions shall be transferred from the 
Department of Charities to the Department of Home Missions. 


Foreign Missions 
The Alaska Mission shall be taken from the Home Mission Department and 
be added to the Foreign Missions. 
The Indian Mission shall be taken from the Home Mission Department and 
added to Foreign Missions. 


Chureh Extension 


The committee recommends: 

ec) that a certain amount be included for Church Extension each year in the 
five years, 3 per cent for the sixth year, 4 per cent for the seventh year, and 5 per- 
cent thereafter. 

b) that loans from Church Extension funds be made on the amortization 
plan whenever possible ; 

ce) that a certain amount be included for Church Extension each year in the 
Home Mission budget. 


Charities 

The General Board of Charities shall consist of seven members, one from 
each district, and the president of the Church as a member ex officio. Each 
district shall elect a member to this general Board of Charities for a term of 
three years. This person shall also be a member of the district board of Chari- 
ties. 

At the first meeting the Eastern and Central Districts shall elect each a mem- 
ber for a term of one year, the Southern and Northwestern Districts shall elect 
each a member for a term of two years, and the Canada and the Western Dis-

trict shall elect each a member for a term of three years. After the first elec- 
tion the term of office shall be three years. 

The General Board of Charity shall have charge of Home Finding, the Rescue 
Homes, the Deaconess Hospital, and the Pastors’ and Widows’ Fund. 

The Church shall budget to the several districts for the charity work that is 
controlled by the General Board of Charity, taking into consideration the amount 
expended in the respective districts for local charity. 

The district charity board shall prepare the budget and the apportionment 
for the district charity work and report it to the district. 

The district budget as adopted by the district shall be reported to the 
treasurer of the Church and included as a separate item with the general budget 
which he submits to the congregations. Contributions made for district purposes 
shall be sent to the district treasurer. 


Suggested Pian for Charity Work 


The district shall elect a board of charities which shall have supervision of the 
within its boundaries. 

The district shall elect a board of charities which shall have supervision of the 
charity work within the district. This board shall be composed of five mem- 
bers, of which at least two shall be laymen, two of which shall be elected for 
ohe year and two for two years and one for three years. After the first election 
the term of office shall be three years. They shall serve without salary. The 
actual expense, however, shall be paid out of the charity fund of the district. 

The district board shall make an annual report to the district concerning the 
work, status, and needs pertaining to charity withing the district. 

The district board shall make a biennial report to the general Church Body. 
This report shall cover the biennial period. 

The district treasurer shall serve as the treasurer of the Charity Board. 

No district shall be allowed to take over or establish any new institutions 
of charity without the consent of the Church in general convention assembled. 

The charitable institutions shall be incorporated in their respective states. 
The voting members of the corporation shall be the voting members of the dis- 
trict in convention assembled. 

It is the opinion of this committee that the Church is. at present supporting 
too many old people’s homes, that the number ought to be reduced by consolida- 
tion, and that the homes retained ought to be improved to meet requirements 
that may reasonably be made. 

The circuit shall elect a committee on charity of three members. At the first 
election one member shall be elected for a period of one year, one for a period 
of two years, and one for a period of three years. Subsequently their term of 
office shall be three years. 

It shali be the duty of the circuit committee of charity to inform the local 
congregations in regard to the charity work of the Church. 


Allocation of Charitable Institutions 


It is recommended that the title to the old people’s homes and the children’s 
homes remain unchanged, but that the management and support of these insti- 
tutions be transferred and allocated to the respective districts as follows: 

1. Eastern District: 

a) Homme and Skaalen Old People’s Homes, Homme and Martin Luther 
Children’s Homes are allocated to the Eastern District. 

b) The two old people’s homes shall be consolidated at Wittenberg, and the 
two children’s Homes shall be consolidated at Stoughton. 

2. Central District: 

Glenwood Home for the Aged, Glenwood, Minn., and Lake Park Children’s 
Home are allocated to the Central District. 

3. Southern District : 

a) Aase Haugen, Decorah, Iowa; Bethesda, Beresford, S. Dak.; Story City 
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Home for the Aged, Story City, lowa; Children’s Home, Beloit, Iowa; and 
Bethesda, Beresford, Children’s Home, are allocated to the Southern District. 

b) Recommended that the Story City Home be consolidated with the Aase 
Haugen at Decorah, and that Beloit Children’s Home and Bethesda Children’s 
Home be consolidated at Beloit and that Bethesda be made an Old People’s 
Home exclusively. 

4. Northwestern District : 

Wild Rice Children’s Home, Twin Valley, Minn., is allocated to the North- 
western District. 

5. Western District: ; 

Coeur d’Alene Old People’s Home, Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, the Josephine 
Home for the Aged, Stanwood, Wash., and the Parkland Children’s Home, 
Everett Wash., are allocated to the Western District. : 

6. Canada District: 

Bethany Home for the Aged, Bawlf, Alta., is allocated to the Canada Dis- 
trict. : 


Financial Status 
Audit 

The committee has considered it as coming within the scope of its work to 
inquire into the financial condition and the management of the financial affairs 
of the Church, in order to make intelligent recommendations in regard to pos- 
sible future changes. In making this inquiry the committee finds that the Trus- 
tees of the Church have caused an audit of the books and records by the 
Charles Preston & Company, A. C. P. A., as of August 31, 1925. The committee 
can only commend the Board of Trustees for its splendid work generally, and 
for causing this audit to be made in particular. The committee notes with satis- 
faction the many suggestions offered by the accountants. It is needless to 
recommend that these suggestions, whenever practical, be followed and that 
under the improved system of bookkeeping at the headquarters of our Church, an 
audit by certified public accountants be made annually. 


Elementary Christian Education 


While the “Committee of Nine” has no resolution to offer relative to the 
splendid work that has been begun, and pray for an increased understanding 
Department of Elementary Christian Education, we do desire to commend the 
so much for the life of. our Church, and urge that the necessary funds for the 
and appreciation among our people of the importance of this work, that means 
support and continuation of the activity may be available. 

In the past a very important and necessary work has been done in all of our 
Christian educational institutions for the upbuilding of our Chureb. This work 
calls for ever increasing recognition and support, if the mission, which we believe 
God has given us, shall be carried out. 

In the limited time alloted to the committee for its work, it has not ben possi- 
ble to make a survey and to give the consideration necessary to make an intelli- 
gent report on this basic activity of the Church. 

The committee recommends that a committee be elected at this convention 
to make such survey and formulate a definite educational policy for the future. 


Pensions 
The committee recommends that the Church elect a committee to work out in 
conjunction with the Board of Pensions a plan for a contributory reserve pen- 
sion fund, to be submitted to the next general church convention. 


Publicity 
The committee recommends the appointment of a publicity man to devote 
his whole time to the work of publicity. This man shall be appointed by and 
work under the supervision of the president of the Church, The Board of Trus- 
tees shall fix his salary. 
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Form for Donations 


For the convenience of donors and to avoid unnecessary controversy, the 
‘treasurer of the Church shall compile complete forms including the corporate 
names of the various institutions owned or governed by the Church and the 
proper form of conveyance to the respective institutions. 

The committee expresses its appreciation to the Lutheran Brotherhood In- 
surance Company for the use of its directors’ room as a place of meeting during 
the sessions of the committee. 

The committee also wishes to express its appreciation to the president and 
other officers of the Church, heads of boards, and others who have courteously 
and willingly come before the committee and lent their assistance. 

/ May the Lord bless the deliberations of our Church in the consideration of 
the recommendations made in this report.

AMENDMENTS TO DISTRICT CONSTITUTION 


That in Chapter III. 8a) District Constitution, “a treasurer’ shall be added 
after “secretary.” Adopted. 

Chapter VII., Section 21 of District Constitution is changed to read as fol- 
lows: 

A proposal to amend this constitution must first be adopted at a District 
convention by two-thirds majority vote. It shall then be submitted to the 
conventions of the other districts for consideration. If the conventions of at 
least two other districts approve the proposed amendment by simple majority 
vote, such proposed amendment shall then be submitted to the general conven- 
tion of the church at a regular or special meeting thereof and shall become ef-

by a district convention and the final adoption by the General Convention shall 
not be during the same calendar year.

Baptist Church, Mineapolis, Minn. - 


The meeting was opened with the singing of hymn, “Vor Gud Han er saa 
fast en borg” and devotion led by Pres. I. T. Aasgaard. 

Pres. Aastad then read his annual report to the district, after which he de- 
clared the meeting opened in the name of the Triuue God. Second verse of 
“En Gud og alles Fader” was then sung. 


The general secretary’s official report in regard to the constitution of the 
N. Minn. District in the convention was then read and accepted as follows:

The rules were suspended and the 
secretary was instructed to cast the unanimous ballot of the meeting for the 
amendment. The chair thereupon declared the amendment unanimously adopted. 

2) The amendment of the District Constitution, Chap. III, Par. 8. Moved 
and carried to suspend the rules and instruct the secretary to cast the unanimous 
ballot of the district for the amendment. The chair declared the amendment 
unanimously adopted. 

3) The amendment to Chap. VII, Section 21 of the District Constitu- 
tion. It was moved and unanimously adopted that the rules be suspended and 
the seeretary instructed to cast the unanimous ballot of the district for the 
amendment. The chair declared the amendment unanimously adopted. 

Par. V of the Report of Committee No. 6 regarding the budget indebtedness 
already adopted by the general convention and referred to the districts, was 
placed before the meeting. Unanimously adopted. 

The Staples Charge, consisting of the First Lutheran Church at Staples, St. 
Paul‘s Eng. Lutheran Church, Verndale; Immanuel, Wadena, and Our Saviors, 
Clarissa, requested a transfer from the Fergus Falls Circuit to the Milaca Cir- 
cuit. Unanimously granted. 

Judge Grindeland was granted permission on behalf of the Board of Trustees 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, to present the matter of in- 
debtedness and a new barn at Wild Rice Orphanage. 

The committee on Elections reported the following nominations: 

Pastor A. G. Quammen to succeed himself-as member of the District Com- 
mittee of Home Missions for three years. 

Pastor S. G. Hauge was nominated from the floor. 

Moved to vote by ballot. Carried. 

Pastor Quammen was elected. 

Pastor Th. H. Megorden was nominated as member of the Board of Ele- 
mentary Christian Education of the N. Minn. Dist. Elected. 

The matter of Wild Rice Orphanage was then resumed. 

Moved that the District indorse the recommendation of the Board of Trustees 
of the Church to permit the raising of funds for the liquidation of the indebt- 
edness and for the building of a new barn. Carried unanimously. 

The president, vice-president and secretary of the district were elected as 
the Committee for the ANNUAL MEETING, as recommended by the Com- 
mittee on Elections. It was left to this committee to arrange the time and 
place of the next meeting. 

Moved and carried that Pastor A. H. Amundson send the greetings of the 
convention to Rev. Gronningen who is ill at Fairview Hospital. 

Resolved to express by rising vote the greetings of the convention to Pastor 
J. H. Stenberg, our vice-president, and thru him to his esteemed wife, who has 
recently passed thru a very serious operation. 

The report of the secretary for the District President’s House Committee, 
was read by Pastor C. W. Aanestad. The report was accepted. 

Moved to leave with the committee to try and reduce the indebtedness on the 
District President’s house. 

A substitute motion was made that the District House Committee be given 
the authority to see to it that the indebtedness on the house be paid or the house 
sold. 

Moved that the substitute motion be laid on the table. Carried. 

“The original motion was then carried. 
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Moved and carried that the District Financial Secretary be authorized to 
appoint collectors in the circuits of the District to raise the necessary funds for 
liquidating the indebtedness on the district president’s house.

1) President‘s Report 


Beloved in the Lord! Grace and peace! 


“One thing have I desired of the Lord, that will I seek after; that I may 
dwell in the house of the Lord all the days of my life, to behold the beauty 
of the Lord, and to inquire in His temple,” Ps. 27:4. 

This is an age of aggressive movements. Hundreds of interests claim 
the attention of the present generation. 

New organizations of various nature are created, and means and methods 
are produced to economize in and to solve the great complex of problems 
confronting the race. 

In the Church a multitude of interests are operating, each emphasizing 
the importance of its own particular endeavors and soliciting energies ac- 
cordingly. 

; These circumstances naturally make it difficult to concentrate the atten- 
tion on any one thing. This is a weakness of our church. The one thing 
needful, communion and fellowship with God, is submerged by, and often made 
subservient to, material matters pertaining to our earthly existence.

Says he: “One thing I have desired, that will I seek after, that I may 
dwell in the house of the Lord all the days of my life, to behold the beauty 
of the Lord and to inquire in His temple.” 

If ye seek me, ye shall find me, saith the Lord. Only that church is real 
and efficient whose chief interest is personal communion and fellowship with 
Jesus. 

The attainment of sacred communion with God in His temple is the real 
comfort of the soul and only source of true spiritual power and progress. 

A taste of this fountain of life, in the temple of the Lord, absorbed the 
interest of-the psalmist and aroused within his soul an intense desire for it. 

In the revelation of God in his house he had a vision of God’s beauty, 
and to dwell with the Lord and inquire in His temple became the greatest 
enjoyment and advantage of his life. 

Souls led into this happy relation with God and His Church is the real 

_gsuecess and true progress of the Kingdom of our Lord. 

May not self-seeking, vain ambition and mere external church worship 
deflect pastors and church members in the choice of the real portion with 
God. ° 
i General church interest is noticeable by regular church attendance, and 
by active work and donations for the promotion of God’s Kingdom at home 
and abroad. 

More enlightenment concerning the work of the Church and its need of 
support has helped to make giving more liberal. Brother Myrwang has trav- 
eled over the district and visited the congregations and circuit meetings and 
has worked faithfully for the dissemination of knowledge about the activities 
of the Church. 

There are always those who will put false and unkind construction upon 
faithful service, and create suspicion against the work of the Church. 

Occasionally some of the loyal friends of the Church find it difficult to 
explain the big increase in expenses since the time of the Union. Too many 
big salaried men, is usually the complaint. ; 

A little comparison with the work of other church bodies along those 
lines proves of considerable help for people who are open to conviction and 
enables them to arrive at a fair judgment of the situation. 
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The constituency of our Church must be given credit for being a church 
loving people; but they are a conservative people, not reared in luxury, and 
are not willing to support extravagance. This sentiment has been voiced 
strongly and must be recognized. 

Needless officers, if there ‘be such, should be eliminated; on the other © 
hand, it must be conceded that the Church can not prosper without workers 
any more than other institutions. The Lord commanded us to pray for more 
laborers in His vineyard. 

About one-fourth of the church budget is expected from the Southern 
Minnesota District. The successful collection of the budget this year is an 
indication of an ‘increased feeling of responsibility. Much credit for this is 
due to the earnest and faithful work of the pastors and other interested 
members of the congregations. 


Spiritual Condition 


We know the spiritual condition as far as it manifests itself externally. 

Considering this point we regret to admit that sin and love of the world 
is noticeable and prevailing in all phases of human life. While we humbly 
confess this discouraging feature, we rejoice to testify that the labor in the 
Lord thas not been without its fruit. By His grace sinners have been led-to 
repentance, and faith and true fellowship in the Lord has been nourished. 

In some congregations a general spiritual awakening has been felt. 

With a few exceptions, the relations between the pastors and the con- 
gregations, and between the individual members within the churches, are 
satisfactory. 

As far as my observation goes, daily meditation upon the Word of God, 
or family devotion, is practiced by many, tho presumably neglected by the 
majority of homes. Some congregations have weekly devotional gatherings 
and prayer meetings. Weekly Bible studies led by the pastors have proven 
to be of much blessing where they have been practiced. 


Evangelistic Work 


It is generally acknowledged that our Church is being blessed thru the 
work of our regularly appointed evangelists. Last year and this year our 
district enjoyed a share of evangelistic service. 

Brethren, let us appreciate the various Spiritual gifts that the Lord has 
distributed among the several members of the Church and continue praying 
for the out-pouring of the Holy Spirit and for witnesses endowed with the 
power of God. Dormant spiritual gifts may be aroused thru active service and 
become useful to the Church. 

The Friend has the following quotation from Mr. Babson: “A study of 
church statistics suggests very clearly that the growth and influence of the 
church were always proportional to the amount and character of its lay 
preaching.” 

“Whenever there has been little lay preaching, the Church has grown but 
little. When there has been much lay preaching the Church has grown 
ra pidly.” 

say, preaching is one of the best barometers of the basic condition of the 
churches.” 

“Buildings endowments, numbers, even benevolences, are not the true 
barometers of religious growth, but rather how we live and to what extent we 
are giving testimony to others.” 

“One “of the best tests of an ordained minister’s true power is his ability 
to induce others to preach the Gospel. The average preacher makes the mis- 
take of being content to be a salesman of the Gospel when he should be gales- 
manager.” 

The question of laymen’s right to preach thas been discussed extensively, 
but the practical results are not in proportion. 

Heart conviction and genuine Christian life is fundamental to vital ac- 
tivity by the members of the churches. Mere mechanical Cperstian will not 
avail much for saving sinners and testifying to the truth.

A new mission is being started in the Chelsea Height district, St. Paul, 
by Rev. P. M. Fjzere. Thru the city officials, permission was recured to use 
the public schoolhouse for Sunday School and church services. The work 
has made good progress and a congregation is now organized. 

The work started at Marshall and Russell last year has also made good 
progress. At Russell the congregation has already secured a church, which 
is. now ready for dedication. 

At Redwood Falls a new congregation is being organized. Pastor Fretheim 
and Tho. Hanson have promised to give temporary service to this congregation. 

Some charges consist of too many congregations. A reorganization of 
some of those charges and a little more consideration of the need of Home 
Missions would eliminate considerable expense in mission work. 

In the matter of Home Mission more stimulation is needed to arouse in- 
terest. Mission festivals are very excellent; but what counts most is the 
pastor’s regular teaching in conjunction with colaborers in. the congregation 
and preaching about missions, 

Special attention by pastors to the need of mission work in their par- 
ticular locations would be very helpful to the promotion of Home Missions. 

We would especially encourage attention to the spiritual need of the un- 
churched people within their own community. Let us always bear in mind 
that the Lord’s mission is to seek and to save that which was lost and to 
begin at home. In cases where the need is obvious, but the efforts can not 
reach, at least report such cases to the district president. 

The large number of aid societies within the district have labored faith- 
fully. 

Elementary Christian Education 


Teachers’ institutes were conducted in the different circuits during the 
past year, and did good work. 

The district board, together with the General Board, held a meeting in 
Minneapolis and discussed extensively the need of ways and means for the 
advancement of Elementary Christian Education. 

The following resolution was passed: “That we make an effort to reach 
every circuit thru the district boards. That is, the general executive secre- 
tary stimulates the district boards to action, who in turn are held responsible, 
as far as possible, for all circuit boards to arrange for, at least, one institute 
in every circuit.” 

It was further decided that the circuit boards be requested to lay before 
the circuit meeting the problem of arranging for the teachers’ institutes in 
their respective circuits and elect instructors. 

The idea is to arouse local interest and leave more responsibility for the 


enterprise with the circuits. 
Women’s Federation 


: Mrs. Flaten has spent considerable time laboring for the extension of 
“The Women’s Missionary Federation.” She has visited nearly all the circuits 
within the district.

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Mrs. Flaten has a fortunate way of serving in her capacity. By her modest 
and sympathetic spirit she has been able to create and foster much interest 
for the cause which she represents.

Mission Work at the State Schools 
The State University : 

The work among the young people belongs to the most important mission- 
ary enterprises of our Church. 

The work among the students needs our special attention. 

The work at the university has received the biggest support from the 
Mission. : 

Rev. C. S. Thorpe reports: “The number of students attending church 
services and other meetings has increased so that the problem of providing 
room is more of a burning question than ever, The building of the new ad- 
dition to the church is now under way, the basement being already completed 
and paid for at a cost of about $20,000.00. The superstructure will be built 
this summer according to present plans.” “We follow our young men to 
their army camps in time of war. Shall we not follow our young men and 
women now as they go forth to greater dangers still?” Because of the large 
number of students attending this church it is hoped that many friends will 
assist this congregation in the erection of a house of worship that so much 
concerns the young people of our Church. 


The Agricultural School of The University of Minnesota 

The work at this school has been conducted under the auspices of Dr. 
Weswig. 

Mr. Rolf A. Syrdal, a student at the Seminary, and Mrs. Sorenson, the 
wife of one of the Seminary students, have been engaged in the service. 
These workers have spent considerable time visiting the students in their 
private rooms at the dormitories. 

At given opportunities private conversations of a spiritual nature were 
held, and urgent invitations to come to church were extended. These invi- 
tations were well received and accepted by many, and a marked increase of 
attendance, at the church services was noticeable. Others resented the invi- 
tation. Dr. Weswig says that he is well satisfied with the work and urges its 
support for next year. 


The Winona Teachers’ College 


A number of our ete schools are supplied with teachers from this in- 
stitution. 

Pastor Wein has ones efficient work there, According to his report, 123 
registered as Lutherans, 89 were of Scandinavian descent. Rev. Mr. Wein’s 
congregation has taken commendable interest in the students’ spiritual needs, 
and the students have responded. Twenty-three attended communion services, 
and up to seventy attended the regular services. 

These students are scattered. Some live at dormitories and some with 
private families. Under these circumstances it is no small work to serve 
them all. 

School of Agriculture at Morris, Minnesota 

According to last year’s report, the enrollment at this school was 325, 
about 80% of them being Lutherans. Rev. B. H. J. Habel is our representative 
at this school. 

Rey. Habel is a busy man. Nevertheless, he has been able during 
this year, too, to give considerable time and attention to the students’ spiritual 
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needs at this state school. He has made personal visits at the institution anu 
has delivered several addresses, The students’ attendance at his church 
services has been good, and he has enjoyed a friendly cooperation with the 
faculty and students. On the recommendation by the superintendent, the 
students donated $100.00 to the support of his church. 


State Teachers’ School, Mankato, Minnesota 


Without any financial help from the church, Rev. Edw. Johnson and his 
congregation have rendered valuable service to the students at the State 
Teachers’ School at Mankato. 

There is a large Lutheran club at the school with a membership of 225, 
about 100 belonging to our Church. 

Miss Agnes Larson teaches a Bible class. The Luther League has also 
worked among the students, and the students’ attendance at the church serv- 
ices has been good. 

Faribault State Institutions 

Rev. Henry O. Bjorlie has continued the good work among the deaf, blind, 
and epileptic. 

Regular services are conducted at the Effata Church for the deaf and 
blind. A class of 18 deaf and 6 blind were confirmed and several of them 
were also baptized. 246 attended the Lord’s Supper. Saturday Bible classes 
have averaged about 135 deaf and 35 blind. 

Mr. & Mrs. Weslie Lauritsen, teachers at the deaf school, and Mr. Lars 
M. Larson, are valuable assistants in the work. 

We have a very important field with our young people at the various 
state institutions. With the limited means at their disposal, the members of 
the mission committee feel that they did what they could. 

That more intensive and systematic work is needed is evident, and I hope 
that the important work with the students and young people will be more 
appreciated and receive more liberal support in the future. 

We owe thanks to the pastors and congregations located near the state 
institutions for the interest they have taken in the spiritual need of our 
young men and women at these institutions. We also appreciate the friendly 
cooperation by the management of thése institutions with the representatives 
of our Church. 

Marriage 

Marriage is a holy estate and should not be contracted without prayerful 
consideration and proper consultation. Home misery and divorces are often 
the consequences of thoughtless and passionate engagements. 

In some congregations it has become a frequent practice to leave home 
end engage pastors in other communities to perform marriage ceremonies. 
Such practice is by far not commendable and should be discouraged. No place 
is more appropriate than at home—and in the home congregation—to celebrate 
the important event of marriage. The home pastor is the most proper person 
to officiate and to bring to the contracting couple a message from the Word 
of God at this most important event in human life. Of course, it is evident 
that the spirit of Christ should be dominating in every wedding celebrated by 
church people. 

In conclusion I wish to thank you all for your hearty cooperation and 
forbearance and love shown me during the past year. 

An honest review of our service over a period will remind us of our. short- 
comings and faults; but not that alone, we can also see God’s wonderful 
mercy and grace revealed thru His providential care. Let .us confess our 
sins, ask forgiveness, and thank the Lord for all His benefits toward us, 

Ominous clouds loom on the horizon, giving signals to the Church to be 
ready to receive the Lord in His glorious appearing. Be ye also ready, for 
ye know not at what hour the Lord is coming. 

The Lord summons His people to go forward in His cause to advance His 
Kingdom of grace and peace. Our time is short. Let us not be slack in 
serving the Lord. Be faithful to the end, and ye shall receive a crown of life!

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voting at such General Convention provided, however, that the initial adoption 
by a District Convention and the final adoption by the General Convention shall | 
not be during the same calendar year.” This motion was adopted by a rising 
vote. 

The following resolution was presented by Pastor H. P. Grimsby: Be it 
resolved that the Mission Board of the Southern Minnesota District be author- 
ized to call an evangelist as soon as in their judgment the demands for his ser- 
vices make it necessary and desirable. This motion was carried. 

Motion was made and seconded that in case an evangelist is called, the 
Home Mission Board is authorized to establish a treasury to take care of salary 
of the evangelist. This motion was carried. 

Motion was made and carried that we hear the Secretary’s minutes. Motion 
carried. 

Pastor J. C. K. Preus made a few remarks correcting the wording of the 
minutes. The minutes were adopted as read and corrected. 

Moved and seconded that we adjourn. Carried. 

Pres. C. J. Eastvold made a few closing remarks and in well chosen words 
thanked members of the District for their kind consideration in granting 
him a vacation. 

Vice-President Rey. Nils Kleven led the audience in prayer and the meet- 
ing closed by the singing of the hymn: “Skriv dig Jesus paa mit hjerte.”

The Iowa District met in convention at the First Baptist Church, Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota, Tuesday, June 8th, 1926, at 2 p. m. 


Opening devotion was conducted by Rev. H. Fosness after which the presi- 
dent, H. C. Holm, declared the convention opened in the name of the triune God. 


The credential committee composed of Rey. T. C. Thompson, Rev. Pp. ¥. 

B. J. Tweeten, reported by Rev. P. F. Kjor- 
laug, and recommended that the following be accepted into membership in the 
district, namely:

This recommendation was accepted. 

Rey. L. A. Mathre was welcomed into the district, together with the follow- 
ing: Rev. J. O. Reitan, Rev. J. A. M. Hinderlie, Rev. E. O. Ulring, Rey. O. T. 
Boe, Rev. J. A. Bernards, Rev. M. Nodvedt.

1) President’s Report 
Dear Brethren in Christ: Grace to you and peace! 


_ “Beloved, while I was giving all diligence to write unto you of our. common 
salvation, I was constrained to write unto you, exhorting you to contend earnesly 
for the faith which was once for all delivered unto the saints.” Jude 3. 


The Warfare, seeking to overthrow the church of God, is still on. While 
Christianity has become a power in the world, she is still subjected to the same 
insidious as well as open attacks as in former ages. The pathway of the saints 
has been marked by crimson foot-prints, betokening a conflict, wherein victory 
was purchased with the price of blood. 


The battle fronts change, the mode of attack varies, but the spirit of 
hostility to godliness remains unchanged. In our day the sword has largely 
yielded to the spoken and the written word of derision and contempt, and the 
pitting of Science, falsely so-called, against Revealed Religion. Moreover, word- 
liness and treachery within the fold of the Church has weakened its power of 
resistance. Truly the words of Jude are timely. Thay are the words of a 
master general in the hour of defeat and retreat. Satan and his host are not 
defeated. Rather do they hold the places of advantage in church and state. . 
The secular press is voicing Modernism and is sending its message daily into 
most of the American homes. Catholicism has for centuries been a foe to 
Evangelical Christianity, while some of the largest denominations of Reformed 
Protestantism are ripped wide open in this spiritual conflict, bishops, professors 
and pastors espousing damnable heresies. Rationalism, too, of various degrees, 
within and without the pale of .the Church has largely manipulated our 
nation’s educational system. On the basis of the universally accepted principle 
_ of the separation of church and State, Christian teaching is prohibited in tax- 
supported institutions, from the grade school to the post-graduate university. 
But in the same schools Rationalism stalks abroad, substituting Evolution for 

Sreation, Animalism for Spirituality, the logical result and the real motive 
being to eliminate from the student mind the reality of the true God—human- 
ity’s only hope. 


In this country the Lutheran Chureh has been the stanch defender of the 
Faith. We have pointed with no little pride to the fact that our defenses were 
holding. May it never be otherwise! The Lord is looking to us for leadership 
in the conflict that is shaking other communions to the very foundations. There 
are, howeyer, signs that the enemy is testing our defenses, too, and that a few 
of the Lutheran leaders are extending the “olive branch” to the opposition. 
How far this spirit of Modernism has taken possession of our laity—especially 
our youth—is not easily discernible. It would be passing strange, if the in- 
fluence to which they are subjected in their secular and educational contacts, 
-does not even among us make this problem acute. May we be ready for the 
conflict, it it comes; may the men whon the Lord has ordained to be “Watch- 
men unto the house ‘of Israel” know the enemy and his mode of attack, and not 

“ery, peace, peace, when there is no peace.” We must be ready neither to ex- 
pect any concessions from thee enemy nor to give any. Paul’s language was 
not a flowery figure of speech, when he spoke and wrote of the spiritual warfare: 
While he did make use of such figures, he made them imply terrible realities, 
as evidenced by his bearing the marks of the Lord Jesus in his body. May we, 
the successors of the early witnesses, not merely talk of a militant ehureh, but 
by the grace of God, and in His love and zeal, be ready to contend for the Faith 
whenever and wherever the Lord calls to action. 


Owing to the prolonged illness of our District President, necessitating his 
being largely out of touch with the affairs of the District for the greater part of 
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the year, he has requested the vice president to write this report. As a con- 
sequence, it is inevitable that it will be incomplete and fragmentary. More- 
over, some of the cureuit presidents have failed to report... 

From the writer’s knowledge as well as reports received there is evidence of 
conscientious work being done both by pastors and laity. The word of God is 
bearing fruit in the instruction of the youth, the winning back of straying souls, 
‘and the edification of God’s people. 

Death has laid his hand on some of our beloved co-laborers also this year. 
Prof. Kalmer J. Jacobson of the department of History at Augustana College, 
after a brief illness, passed away the latter part of November, while yet in the 
prime of life. Rev. P. O. Langseth passed away in December. He was bur- 
ied at Hazard, Neb. We are grateful to the Lord for their labor of love.

General Convention last year, is still in progress, with reason to believe that 
the goal of half a million dollarg will be reached thru the summer and early 
fall. With an adequate endowment secured,’ and a fair share of the receipts 
for education within our District reverting to our school, we have reason to 
hope for a bright future for our institution. 


With gratitude to God do we note that, besides the regular teaching of the 
Word of God in the classes, efforts are being made both at Sioux Falls and 
Canton to have special Evangelistic meetings by men specially gifted and 
directly called to do such work. With a large number of students in the for- 
mative period of their young lives, it is extremely significant that the Word is 
bearing fruit in definite surrender to the Lord and the giving of their lives to 
serve the Lord with gladness in any vocation of life. Only from young people 
who have presented themselves “a living sacrifice, holy acceptable unto God,” 
can the Church in the future as in the past hope to secure its needed supply of 
consecrated workers. And what is necessary in our schools is equally impera- 
tive in our individual congregations. With sadness of heart does every true 
shepherd of souls note that a considerable number of his flock are lovers of 
self, lovers of mammon, and lovers of pleasure instead of lovers of God. May we 
pray for the coming of the Kingdom of God, not merely as regards the in- 
crease in membership in our congregations, but that men may call upon the 
name of the Lord with all sincerity, and avail ourselves of every God-given 
means looking towards this end. 

The Women’s Missionary Federation, The Young People’s Luther League, 
The South Dakota District Committee for Elementary Christian Hducation, each 
in its sphere, are doing a laudable work. May they not become weary in well- 
doing, for they shall reap in due time, if they faint not. 

It is of utmost. significance that the work of Christian education is carried 
on with zeal and persistence in every congregation. Wherever possible the 
week-day hour allowed by the State should be utilized. However, if a slight 
modification of the law could be secured, it would be a decided improvement. 
An additional half hour would be ample, ollowing the time to be cumulative. 
Thus in the country districts, it would be possible to gather the children in the 
church or other central place every alternate week for holf a day, or for one 
teacher to care for the whole group, in districts where all the children of one 
faith, and the use of the school house can be secured for Christian teaching. 
Pastors, too, can avail themselves of the privilege to conduct Bible classes 
for High School students. This is a wonderful follow-up privilege, whereby a 
pastor can be in direct spiritual contact with his young people during the entire 
period of their High School years. It is a fruitful field of labor, and it is rea- 
sonable to believe that many young people in this manner will choose our own 
colleges for higher education, rather than to go to a secular institution. 


It is highly important that Circuit meetings are held as often as possible 
in the various charges. Two of the Circuits, Brookings and Sioux Falls, are 
really too large to make this possible. A division of two Circuits could very 
easily be made, each new Circuit to comprise approximately ten charges. The 
present Brookings Curcuit could be divided as follows: Brookings Circuit to 
comprise the charges of the pastors Benson, Mannes, O. F. Johnson, Sunde, 
Disrud, Daehlen, Shefveland, Hid, Jordahl, and the proposed Willow lakes 
call; Watertown Circuit to comprise the charges of the pastors Okdale, Llvilden, 
Ljosveit, Vold, J. L. Johnson, Arneson, Espelien, Vaaler, Distad, Lévseth, 
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‘Thorson. The present Sioux Falls Circuit could be divided as follows: Sioux 
Falls Circuit to comprise the charges of the pastors Glenn, Nervig, Rothnem, 
Mason, T. A. Johnson, Solem, Solum, Evenson, Berg, and Findahl; Madison 
Cireuit to comprise the charge of the pastors Sybilrud, C. A. Austin, O. G. Austin, 
Billie Brudvig, Steensland, Bjgrnson, Erland and L. J. Odland.

THE FIRST EXTRAORDINARY CONVENTION OF THE SOUTH DAKOTA 
DISTRICT OF THE NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN CHURCH OF 
AMERICA AT MADISON, S. DAK., SEPT. 23-24, 1925 


: 1) President’s Report 


Dear Brethren and members of the South Dakota District. Grace to you and 
peace! 


Let nothing be done thru strife or vain glory; but in lowliness of mind let 
each esteem others better than themselves. Look not every man on his own 
things, but every man also on the things of others. Phil. 2:3-4. Love.... 
seeketh not her own. 1 Cor. 13:4. 


This special district meeting has been called to settle, if possible, once and 
for all the very difficult school situation obtaining in our Church and district 
since the time of the Union in 1917. May we approach it in the spirit laid 
down by the Apostle Paul, when he sets forth the principles on the basis of 
which all matters in dispute should be settled. We have no choice in the 
matter; we must either forget self and look to the greatest good for the greatest 
number or incur merited rebuke from our Lord and grieve the Holy Spirit and 
suffer loss in every department of our Church work. United we stand; divided 
we fall. 


It is common knowledge to us all that in line with all departments of our 
Synodical work the Educational Department had to suffer a marked retrench- 
ment in its program of work. As might be expected this vitally affected the 
Synod’s attitude to our schools in the South Dakota district. A recommenda- 
tion of transfer was made by the Board of Education and adopted by the Chureh 
in June 1925, authorizing the transfer of Augustana College & Normal School 
and Canton Lutheran Normal to such a corporation as the South Dakota district 
may be willing to organize. An annual appropriation of $15,000.00 shall be 
granted, the sum to be the same whether there be one or two schools. In ad- 
dition to this, the South Dakota Corporation (shall) receive 50 percent of the 
money gathered for education with South Dakota District, this to apply for 
one year. . 

The Board of Hducation has set Jan. 1, 1926 as the time when the South 
Dakota District shall be responsible for the new order. It must be evident ever 
to the casual observer that this makes it impossible for the schools to com- 
plete their present year’s program. Their faculties and plan of work have 
been authorized by the Board on the kasis of a $53,000.00 budget and now they 
are to complete this program on a $27,000.00 or $28,000.00 budget, the most 
that we have reason to expect according to the new arrangement of $15,000.00 
plus 50 percent. This condition of affairs made necessary the calling of this 
special district meeting at approximately this time. 

If we take over the schools at all, it would seen that the Church thru 
its Board of Education will have to devise ways and means for this school 
year; for the teaching force is elected for the year, not for four months. Should 
we adopt the “Home Rule” policy as comtemplated, then we have already pledged 
ourselves to work out “a fair and reasonable settlement of the school question 
in the District.” Accordingly, we must seek to eliminate the unfriendly com- 
petition and unnecessary duplications that have obtained heretofore. However, 
our program must come within the bounds of what we can reasonably expect 
according to the new budget, which would be $26,649.00 on the basis of the 
average for the last six years; or $28,736.00, the average for the three best 
years. If we can run two schools or school plants under one name for ap- 
proximately $30,000—well ; but if not, let us.as brethren map out our educational 
program accordingly. /The present program was too heavy for the Synod at 
large; can we carry it alone when formerly we have received approximately 
$20,000 above what our district has eontributed for education? The program as 
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ech machenaat at Sioux Falls May 12, 1925 and as passed in St. Paul June, 11, 
1925, requires a minimum of 40, 000 a year. To secure this we must raise 
$50,000 thru the regular channel for Education (the $15,00 and 50 per cent). 
Before we incorporate and take over the schools, we must see our way clear to 
finance the undertaking. Fond hopes have led to disaster more than once; 
we are no exception. ; 


In arriving at an equitable and permanent school program, we must not 
forget that these properties now belong to the Church and not to one or other 
community; and that we are contemplating their transfer to the District to be 
owned and operated by and for the District. Agreements entered into must be 
redeemed, so far as possible; but they cannot force the Church or District to 
do the impossible, in the face of the changed educational conditions as regards 
Academies and Colleges or the present financial stringency. 


Let us, furthermore, note that we are under no mandate to form such cor- 
poration. The resolution states the matter thus: “Resolved, that Augustana 
College and Normal School and the Canton Normal School be transferred to 
such corporation as the South Dakota District may be will to organize.” This 
opens an opportunity for our district to secure ownership and control but does 
not obligate us to do so. Nevertheless, it is reasonably certain that if we do 
not at this time arrange for, or take the initial steps towards, the proposed 
transfer, the Church at its next General Convention in 1926 may bring our 
school program of the District back to the status that obtained before the 
General Convention in 1920,—one consolidated school for Junior College rank. 
This would be a distict calamity. 


Our problem is a serious one and is being aggravated by needless publicity, 
where charges and counter charges are freely and unscrupulously made. We 
are face to face with a condition and not a mere theory. Our schools have had 

-a checkered history. They were founded and located in such close proximity 
when unfriendly competition between Synods was keen and common. This 
duplication was part of our inheritance when the Union was consummated. 
Our solution of the problem in 1918 at Fargo, N. Dak., didn’t satisfy, neither did 
our decision at Sioux Falls in 1919 improve matters. But now we are at the 
end of the road; some solution, without working injustice to any of the parties 
concerned, which at the same time will remove the present duplication and un- 
friendly rivalry, must be sought. The “Solem plan” adopted at St. Paul is a 
laudable effort in the right direction but it needs modification; it may be the 
point of wisdom to give the Academy its own resident executive, but under the 
same Board of Directors, who are to work out and put into operation the con- 
templated adjustment and seek to eliminate all needless duplication. Its main 
diffeuity, Jhowever, lies in the $15,000 plus 50 per cent provision. The Church 
has established these schools. It cannot maintain them any longer without 
crippling its two leading colleges, but offers to do a $50,000 job for $30.00 
— an impossible undertaking. The Solem plan, as stated already, requires a 
minimum of $40,000. But to secure this a $50,000 budget must be voted, or 
else two budgets must be voted; one approximating the average receipts for 
Education within the District during the last five years, and the other 
whatever additional may be required, which would seem to be an evasion of the 
intention of the 50 percent provision. 


There is, however, another possible solution of the matter.—more self- 
government for the districts in matters that are largely of local interest. If 
the South Dakota District would be granted direct control of its Home Mission 
and its institutions of Charity (The Bethesda Homes at Beresford and the 
Lutheran House of Merey and Home Finding work at Sioux Falls,) and our 
educational institutions within the District then the total average receipts, when 
the educational program according to the so-called Solem plan is adjusted to a 
$40,000 budget, would very closely balance the total budget for the-three de- 
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partments. During a period of three years including 1924, the total receipts 
. were $228,256, and the total appropriations would have been $237.026. Had the 
budget for education been $40,000, a difference of $6,770 or an annual sum of 
only $2,256 less than the budget. But the receipts for 1925 exceeded such a 
budget by $12,165. It is, therefore, evident that such a program would work 
no hardship on the District nor do any injustice to the Chureh at large, since 
our District would take care of its legitimate part of the total budget for these 
three departments. - 

One other difficulty looms large in the solution of our educational problem. 
A college worthy of the name seeks to measure up to the recognized educational 
standards as set forth in the requirements for accreditation by the North Central 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. To receive proper recognition 
by this Association, Augustana College must have an increased endowment 
fund by January 1, 1927. .In the annual report our Church for 1922 (Eg. Ed. 
page 152) the following resolution presented by Committee No. 2 appears: 
Whereas the Church favors a plan to raise an endowment fund that shall be 
adequate for the maintenance and support of the educational institutions owned 
and aided by the Church; new therefore, be it resolved that the Board of Edu- 
_ cation and the Board of Trustees jointly be and hereby are instructed to submit 
to the convention of 1923 a detailed plan for a campaign looking to this end.” 
At the General Convention of 1923 the Church on motion of Com. No. 2 adopted 
the following: Resolved, that this convention goes on record as favoring the 
full accreditation of all our schools (See An. R. Eng. Ed. of 1923, Page 1438.) 

The joint report of the Board of Education and the Board of Trustees for 
the year 1923 (See An. R. Eng. Ed., Page 141) designates $200,000 as needed for 
addition endowment and indebtedness for buildings at Augustana College. The 
“resolutions of the General Convention of 1925 relative to College Endowments 
are the following: 

Be it resolved: 


1. That a campaign be instituted to raise for endowment purposes for St. 
Olaf College $300,000 and for Luther College $250,000 and the endowments of 
the two colleges, Augustana and Concordia, be increased, and that the campaign 
for endowment purposes may begin simultaneously ; 


2. That this campaign be organized and conducted by the respective col- 
leges ; 

3. That the time for the campaign be determined by the Finance Com- 
mittee, it being understood that it be completed by January 1st 1927; 

4. That any earlier resolution in conflict with these recommendations be 
rescinded ; 

5. That the territory covered in this endowment campaign be restricted to 
that territory ordinarily served by the above mentioned colleges (See An. R. 
1925, pages 396-397). In connection with these resolutions, Com. no. 6 reports 
that “a college having 200 college students must have an endowment fund of 
$500,000 by Jan. 1, 1927 and $50,000 more for each additional 100 students. 
However, the Association now gives parallel credit for money granted to’ colle- 
ges by Churches.” If half credit is given for such Church appropriation then 
Augustana College must still have an interest bearing endowment of $300,000 
on a basis of 400 college students or $250,000 if it has 200 college students, 
whereas, now it has only $200,000 and three-eighths of this unpaid. 

At first thought we may ask ourselves; “Dare we undertake it.’ But a 
more vital question is: “Dare we leave it undone?’ Our Church is the largest 
Protestant denomination in the state, having approximately 40,000 souls, fully 
as many as the Congregational, Methodist, Presbyterian, Baptist and Episco- 
palian churches put together. Their colleges in the state are bidding for our 
students and will secure them if we do not bestir ourselves. These young people 
that they receive from us seldom return to our churches, and frequently their 
Christian foundation is even tottering thru the insidious teaching of the un- 
proved and unprovable evolutionary philosophy in the name of modern Science. 
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In our district, therefore, we have a mission and a God-given message. 
Nothing would please our competitors in the field of denominational colleges so 
much as to see us throw up our hands in despair or fritter away our time and 
lose our opportunity thru internal incessant strife. How should we be able to 
give account unto God and the Church for such unwarranted procedure! We 
are holding an historic convention. May we not be found wanting, but be men, 
who will speak and act so as to promote unity within our ranks and aggres- 
siveness without, so as to help put modernism to rout in Church and State. 
May we follow the plan that in the judgment of this Convention may seem the 
best. 

The District President has been unable to perform his duties since before 
the Convention in June. The three months furlough voted him has expired, 
but he is still unable to resume his work though he is finally really improving 
and gaining in weight.

The other two members of the Executive committee were requested by the 
Pastoral conference at Sioux Falls in July to make all necessary preparation for 
this convention. Accordingly, a committee was appointed to draw up articles of 
Incorporation. The members are Judge L. Larson, Rev. B. J. Rothnem, Rev. 
A. N. Brudvig, Rey. Henry Solum and Mr. K. 0. Lokken. They will be able 
to submit a frame of incorporation at this meeting if such is desired, and the 
Corporation can be perfected. It will then naturally follow that a board of 
directors will be elected at this time. Hlection of an alternate to the member 
of Church Council as well as alternate to the Secretary will also have to be 
made, these haying been omitted at the Convention in St. Paul.

SOUTH DAKOTA, SEPTEMBER 23-24, 1925. 

Wednesday Forenoon, 10:30 

Rev. H. A. Okdale of Watertown preached the opening sermon, choosing as 
his text Acts 22:6-10 and the 19th verse of Acts 26. 

Rey. H. EH. Rasmussen of Canton served as ritualist while Dr. Carl Young- 
dahl presided at the organ. . 

After the sermon Rey. C. E. Sybilrud welcomed the delegation and pastors. 

Pastor A. M. Mannes our District Vice President, in behalf of the delega- 
tion, spoke words of appreciation for invitation to hold our convention in the 
city of Madison. 

Rev O. Turmo, Bradish, Neb., was appointed by the chair as chaplain during - 
the convention.

1) President’s Report 
Dear Brethren in Christ: 


We are gathered again to take counsel with one another concerning things that 
pertain to the Kingdom of God in our district. Permit me first to refer briefly, to 
that which, no doubt, is-uppermost in our minds and hearts, the sudden demise on 
March 5th, of our able and beloved president and co-laborer, Rev. I. D. Ylvisaker. 
It seems strange to assemble on this occasion and not see the figure nor hear 
the voice of him who for almost nine years was our chosen head and leader. Elected 
to the office of president at the time of union in 1917, he administered the affairs 
of our district ably and faithfully, during the difficult period of adjustment. He 
was untiring in his efforts for the welfare of the district. He gave without re- 
serve, his time, his strength, his talents. We think that we see clear evidence of 
the fact that God has blessed his service. There has been a steady progress in our 
district. Our mission field has been well cared for, and a number of charges have 
become self-supporting. The contributions of our district have increased so that 
last year we gave our allotted share to the four great activities of our general 
church body, and even a little in excess. Good-will and confidence and co-operation 
among the clergy and laity, have been in the ascendency, and never more apparent 
than during the last year. His own mental and spiritual powers also grew and 
developed so that never did he stand forth in such strength and power as he did 
at our last pastoral conference at Grafton. It was therefore a great shock to re- 
ceive the message of his sudden death. It brought home. to us the uncertainty 
of life, perhaps, as it had never been brought home before. Surely we feel impelled 
to say with the Psalmist: “So teach us to number our days, that we may apply 
our hearts unto wisdom” (Psalm 90:12). 


But altho such progress has been made in our district, there is still much to be 
accomplished. It will always be thus in the Kingdom of.God. New problems and 
new tasks will continually arise which will demand our very best efforts. We 
should, therefore, be filled with the spirit which was in Jesus Christ, who said: “I 
must work the works of Him that sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, when 
no man can work.” John 9:4. God has called His servant, who was our leader, 
to his reward, but He would have us carry the work forward with zeal and faith- 
fulness. It is His will that new recruits shall step forward to fill the ranks. Let 
us hasten to “work the works of God while it is yet day: the night cometh, when no 
man can work.” 


This report will be very brief and very incomplete. It has been very discon- 
certing to be thrust so suddenly into the office of the president with no opportu- 
nity to consult with my predecessor. A number of problems were pending of which 
there was no opportunity to be informed, but the brethren have been very kind and 
helpful. Mrs. I. D. Ylvisaker has also given a great deal of assistance in acquaint- 
ing me with the files of the office. For all this, I am sincerely grateful. I have 
tried to attend to what seemed the most essential matters of the district, devoting 
some time in the interest of the Concordia College Endowment Fund, hoping to 
bridge over the interim till the meeting of the district, in such a way that the 
progress of the work of the district might not be seriously interrupted. Thru the 
kind assistance of Rev. A. J. Hulteng, and some help received also from other 
pastors, it has been possible to be relieved in a large measure from the work of my 
parish, so that I could give this service to the district. The district will at this 
time by election, fill the office of the president. 


It would be presumptuous on my part, having held this office so short a time 
to come with recommendations as to working program and future policies. There 
is one matter, however, on which I feel that I ought to speak a werd, I refer to the 
North Dakota Lutheran Sunday School Association organized at a special conven- 
tion held at Grand Forks, Nov. 3 and 4, 1925. This conventino was attended by 
over ninety delegates and pastors from all parts of our district. The organization 
of this Association was authorized by the district. The Convention was inspiring 
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and helpful. A_ constitution was adopted which will be submitted to the district 
for approval. Let me urge upon pastors and congregations to cooperate with this 
Association that it may function in a helpful way for the promotion of the Ele- 
mentary Christian Education in our district. We all agree that the religious train- 
ing of our children and the youth is the most vital problem of the church. But 
even tho we all know this and agree that this is true, we need help and stimulation 
that we may do this work with zeal and utmost efficiency. I believe that it is 
possible to make this organization the means of such help and stimulation. In this 
connection let me also call your attention to the present financial need of the 
Association. There were no funds at hand with which to meet the expenses of the 
convention. An offering was taken but this was not sufficient to meet all bills, and 
the officers of the Association are personally responsible for the balance. Will you 
therefore, kindly respond at once to the appeal made by the executive Secretary, 
and send your contribution to the Association Treasurer, Mrs, T. K. Gaustad, En- 
derlin, No. Dak. 

We have already mentioned the fact that our district raised its full share of the 
budget this year. This should be a matter of great satisfaction. We believe that 
the pastors and laity of our church have rejoiced in this achievement and have 
thanked God who made it possible. We believe it has had a very salutary effect, 
so that our people in general, now have a greater interest in, and a greater love 
for the great work, which our church is trying to-do. We hope that the effort to 
raise the Endowment Fund for Concordia College will not react on our contribu- 
tion for the budget. Let us be determined by the help of God to raise our full 
share also this year.

C. CONSTITUTION FOR THE NORTH DAKOTA LUTHERAN 
SUNDAY SCHOOL ASSOCIATION 


Art, I 
Name: The name of this organization shall be “The North Dakota Lu- 
theran Sunday School Association.” 


Art. I 

Purpose and Aim: It shall be the purpose of this organization to promote 
the work of elementary Christian education within the district of North Dakota. 

This association aims firstly, to arouse and nourish the religious interest 
of the child by direct contact with the individual, the home and with the con- 
gregation; secondly, to encourage the Sunday School efforts put forth jointly 
by the congregations through circuit organizations; thirdly, to gather all such 
efforts under the guidance of central leadership. 


Art. Til 
Membership: A Sunday school or a parochial school of a congregation which 
is a member of the North Dakota District of the N, L, C, A., or which is served 
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by a pastor who is a member of the North Dakota District of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America, shall be considered members of this association. 
All enrolled members of such Sunday schools or parochial schools shall be con- 
sidered members. 

Art. IV 


Convention Representation: All pastors of the North Dakota District shall 
be voting members of the Association. Each congregation shall have one dele- 
gate, except where the charge consists of but one congregation in which instance 
there shall be two delegates. The circuit committee on elementary Christian 
education shall be advisory members. 


Art. V 


Meetings: The association shall hold one convention annually for the pur- 
pose of transacting necessary business and discussing problems of elementary 
Christian education. : 

Art, VI 


Officers: The president of the North Dakota District shall be ex-officio 
president of the association. The association in convention assembled shall 
elect a vice-president, a treasurer, an executive secretary and a recording secre- 
tary. These officers and the District Committee of Elementary Christian Edu- 
cation shall constitute the executive committee. 


Art. VII 


Duties of Officers: The duties of these officers shall be such as are ascribed 
to their respective offices by the Roberts’ Rules of Order. The executive com- 
mittee shall call the annual general convention and plan a program for the 
same and outline the general policy for the association. 


Art. VU 


Vacancies: The executive committee shall, fill any vacaney occurring be- 
tween annual meetings of the association: 


Art. IX 


Finances: The association may receive voluntary donations, subscriptions 
or bequests from Sunday schools, congregations or from individuals. 

All bills shall be paid by the treasurer from the association funds upon 
vote of the association or upon order of the executive secretary. 


Art. X 
Headquarters: The headquarters of the association shall be the office of 
the executive secretary of the association. 


Art. XI 
Amendments: This constitution may be amended at any annual convention 
of the association by a two-thirds majority vote, provided notice of such pro- 
posed amendment has been made at a session prior to the one at which vote 
is taken,

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE LUTHERAN CHILDREN’S 
HOME FINDING SOCIETY A 


March 2nd, 1926 
Dear Co-workers: 
Jesus of Nazareth, who went about doing good, and healing all that were 
oppressed of the devil. Acts 10:88. 
It has been the privilege of this society during the past year also, to min- 
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ister to them who were in bodily and spiritual need. We have tried to do this © 
in the spirit of Jesus Christ, our great example. For as Christians we realize 
that if we are to do anything which may truly be called good, it can only be 
accomplished when He is permitted to do the work through us. 

In many respects the past year has been the best in the history of the So- 
ciety. Much faithful and efficient work has been done by all who have devoted 
their time and energy to the cause. : 

The Board of Directors has held nine regular monthly meetings and two 


special meetings during the year. The chief problem before the Board has 
been the Home Finding Department. It is, no doubt, known to our members 
that Rev. A. C. Barron, who from the inception of this work had been the 
superintendent, was taken seriously ill in the fall of 1924, and thus unable to 
continue. He passed on to his reward on December 14th, 1925. Rev. Barron 
was a devoted and faithful servant of the Lord wherever he was placed. In 
the Home Finding work of our Society in which he received very little assist- 
ance and guidance because the Board and other friends of the work knew 
very little about it, and those who were his competitors and older in the field, 
naturally did not feel inclined to lend much assistance, he labored earnestly 
and zealously to secure the interest of the people in the cause. He was the real 
founder and pioneer of Lutheran Home Finding work in the state of North 
Dakota. 

When Rev. Barron had to give up the Home Finding work, the Board en- 
tered into temporary arrangement with the office of the Board of Charities at 
Minneapolis, whereby the work that Rey. Barron had been doing would be 
continued through that office. This arrangement has been maintained until 
the present time. But it has been far from satisfactory and efficient, for in 
the first place, the Board of Charities was unable to place a full time worker 
in the field and much needed work had to be postponed from time to time or 
left undone. In the second place, the arrangement was very inconvenient. 
Sometimes it is necessary to get in toucn with the Home Finder immediately, 
when a case is reported or applications made. This of course was not possible 
when the Home Finder lived in Minneapolis and had to divide her time be- 
tween the work in several states. 

We are, therefore, glad to report tliat a plan has now been adopted accord- 
ing to which our Society shall again have its own resident Home Finder. The 
plan was drawn up by representatives of the Board of Charities, the directress 
of the State Welfare Bureau, the president of our Society, and the superin- 
tendent of the Lutheran Home. According to this plan, a trained social worker 
is to be placed in charge of both the Home Finding and Rescue work and 
Miss Dahl is to be matron of the Rescue Home and superintendent of the 
Boarding Home Department. 

Mrs. M. G. Myhre has continued her very efficient work as solicitor the past 
year. She has met with increasing good will and success. But as I mentioned 
in my last report, substantial repairs had to be made on the building of the 
Lutheran Home. This was done last year. The whole place was stuccoed, the 
roof reshingled with asbestos shingles, and the porches were entirely remodeled 
and glazed. All this at an expense of about $2,000.00. We are, therefore, glad 
to say that we now have a real warm and fine looking Home, quite convenient 
for the work. . ; 

But this necessary expenditure made it necessary for the Board to hire an 
additional traveling representative and solicitor. And since the middle of last 
July, Mr. T. O. Skaar has been employed. He has been wonderfully well re- 
ceived wherever he has been, and as the result of the splendid work done by 
both our solicitors, the Society has not only been able to pay the large repair 
bill and current expenses, but also to pay the largest amount on the indebtedness 
of the Home ever paid in one year up to the present time. As the treasurer’s 
report will show, more than one-half of the total indebtedness has been paid. 

I regret to say that Miss Nora J. Dahl, the superintendent of the Home, 
is sick and confined to the hospital, and thus unable to give her usual report 
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to this meeting. I can, however, state that during the past year the Home 
has cared for 26 or 28 girls and 48 babies. The collections from inmates have 
been better the past year than before, and more donations of various kinds 
including money, have been received. 

The Dorcas Mission Society of the First Lutheran Church of Fargo has this 
year also raised considerable funds for the Home and conducted food showers, 
etc. Members of the First Lutheran Ladies’ Aid have also contributed largely 
towards the success of this good work, as have also the members of the Scan-~ 
dinavian W. C. T. U. 

I wish it were possible to mention all the individuals, ladies’ aids, congre- 

' gations, and pastors by name, that so willingly and generously have given of 
their means and cooperated with us iv this branch of the Lord’s work. This, 
however, can not be done. But a heartfelt thanks is hereby extended to them 
all. Let us not be weary in well doing, for we shall reap in due season. 

Miss Nora Dahl deserves special mention for her faithful and self-sacrificing 
work at the Home. It can safely be said that most of the time she has, in a 
true motherly spirit, done as much work as could ordinarily be required of two 
persons. May God quickly restore her health so that she may take up again 
her important work,

Amendments to District Constitution 


That in Chapter III, 8 a) District Constitution, “A treasurer” shall be added 
after “secretary.” 

Chapter VII, Section 21 of District Constitution is changed to read as follows: 

A proposal to amend this constitution must first be adopted at a district 
convention by two-thirds majority vote. It shall then be submitted to the 
convention of the other districts for consideration. If the conventions of at 
least two other districts approve the proposed amendment by simple majority 
vote, such proposed amendment shall then be submitted to the General Con- 
vention of the Church at a regular or special meeting thereof and shall be- 
come effective if adopted by a two-thirds majority vote of the members present 
and voting at such general convention, provided, however, that the initial adop- 
tion by a district convention and the final adoption by the general convention 
shall not be during the same calendar year.

Church, Helendale Hv. Luth. Church, Viking Ev. Luth. Church, Silver Prairie 
Hy.

Home Mission—Chureh Extension Fund 


Home mission work in America with its cosmopolitan population and its mil- 
lions of heathens does in reality nclude both home and foreign missions and gives 
us an unlimited opportunity for the extension of the kingdom, especially in lo- 
calities where the language of the country is used in preaching the Gospel to all 
the different nationalities. 

The time is past in the history and development of our church work in 
America, when we should look for only a Lutheran constituency in doing mission 
work. “Go ye and make disciples of all the nations” should be our slogan on 
the mission field. Since home mission work is the foundation work for all 
other branches of church activities, it should be prosecuted to its fullest extent 
in every locality of our Church thruout the United States of America. 


The church extension fund of our Church is a very important factor in the 
progress and upbuilding of our mission congregations. There is in our district 
fifty or more congregations without a house of worship and twenty-five or more 
charges without a parsonage. Let every sincere and loyal member of our Church 
give his or her wholehearted support to the church extension fund, and we shall 
experience a much greater progress on the home mission field. 


Congregational Singing 
Congregational singing is something we are lacking greatly in most. of our 
congregations. The Lutheran Church is known as the singing church, but I 
fear that most of our congregations at present are not living up to this tradition. 
If we could only realize what good congregational singing and music means for 
our mutual edification and spiritual uplift, we should be more willing to do our 
part to help our Church to be true to her title, “The Singing Church.” 


Book Mission 


I desire ‘to call the attention of our pastors to this branch of mission work 
in our Church. The religious tracts of different kinds published by the book 
mission are of inestimable value to the pastor in making pastoral visits to the 
sick, to prisoners, and to other unfortunates as well as in his visits to the many 
homes and for his mission work in general. I have personally, ever since our 
Church started this mission, made use of the tracts and know that much good 
and great blessings have resulted therefrom. 


The Women’s Missionary Federation 


This organization has done a splendid work for our Church in the local 
congregations and in the district in general, and deserves much praise for the 
efforts put forth to create interest for the different activities of our Church. 


The Evangelistic Work in our district has not received due consideration 
this last year. There has been a number of requests for such work, but we have 
not been able to secure any of the evangelists. It would, no doubt, be a practical 
thing for each district to have its own evangelist. The mission districts above 
all need such work, if the right man could be secured. 
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Church Papers 


Permit me again to mention the importance of placing one or both of our 
church papers in every home. 


Elementary Christian Education ought to have the first place on the program 
in our church work and should be written with golden letters over the entrance 
to every home and house of worship. Some practical progress has been made 
these last years along the line of training teachers for our Sunday Schools, 
which is very commendable, but there is still much to be desired to make our 
Sunday Schools what they ought to be. 


The Y. P. L. L. Work is of the greatest importance to the local congregation 
as well as to the church work in general and should receive our most sincere 
and prayerful consideration. Our young people of today are the church of to- 
morrow. Therefore let us not neglect to give them all the encouragement pos- 
sible to take an active part in the church work. 


The Budget Plan has been well received and supported by most of the con- 
gregations in our district, and the last two years our district has done better 
in collecting the fair share of the budget than in previous years. This speaks 
well for our mission district. Let us continue the good work to do our Chris- 
tian duty. God has blessed our people—and let usnot forget His benefits. 


Spokane College has had, under the circumstances, a very successful school 
year, altho it has labored under a financial distress, because of a reduced budget. | 
It is to be hoped that all the members of our district will give this splendid 
Christian institution their wholehearted support. President H. P. Olson who for 
a number of years has served this institution as President has resigned. Prof. 
Olson deserves thanks for his efficient and faithful services. 


Mission Work at the state institutions could be greatly improved if the 
university pastors of our Church received more cooperation from the parents 
who have young people attending these institutions. Let us hope for improve- 
ment along this line, as it means so much for the future of our Church. 


Laymen of our district who deserve special mention and thanks for the 
work they have done in assisting serving vacant mission congregations are Mr. 
John Rosand, Prof. M. R. Odegaard, and Prof. H. P. Olson. These brethren 
have given their services willingly without any expense to the mission.

A) President’s Report 


Dear Brethren in Christ: 


Grace and Peace. John 4:35: “Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields: 
for they are white already to harvest.” 

: We turn with grateful hearts unto God as we review the work in our dis- 
trict thru another successful year. 

With thankfulness for what we by His grace have been able to accomplish, 
we look at our fields of unchurched and unconverted souls as well as unfinished 
tasks and pray the “Lord of the Harvest” for consecration on the part of all 
our workers, that we may be able, in part at least, to accomplish some of the 
great tasks set before us. 

We pray indeed for grace and strength to be bestowed upon our spiritual 
leaders so that a spiritual awakening may be experienced among our people. 

If we work and pray, a wave of revival is sure to come. 

A spiritual awakening of this kind is sure to overcome the spiritual indif- 
feyence on the part of so many of our people. 

In many centers of our Lutheran communities thousands of Lutherans 
are outside the Church, and in many instances large numbers of these are 
absorbed by the Reformed churches, who thru their energetic work seek to 
attract our unchurched following into their large and attractive homes of wor- 
ship, where in most instances they become the most substantial supporters and 
workers. 


CHURCH WORK AND GROWTH 


Our pastors have worked faithfully in our district, preaching and teaching 
the imperishable Word and administering the Sacraments. 

Externally our work may often appear humble and void of fruit, but God 
alone knows the real results of our work, which also has the promises of His 
blessings. 

True, we would rejoice to see more people take an active interest in the 
work of the congregations, and also more outward manifestations of changed 
hearts and deeper consecration to God. But let us hope and pray that He who 
hath begun the good work, which often appears feeble to the eye of man, will 
continue to perfect it by His ever-present in-dwelling Spirit. 

Hundreds and even thousands in many of our communities are untouched 
by the Word and remain aloof from all our services and spiritual activities 
designed for the conversion and sanctification of the soul. 

A more intense program of evangelization should be undertaken in many 
communities. A membership campaign and house-to-house canvass may be 
efficiently conducted by the pastor if aided by a large team of enthusiastic lay- 
men who will solicit the interest of the unchurched towards things spiritual. 

“The fields are truly white unto harvest.” In the state of Washington there 
is a Lutheran population of about 321,000. But only about 21,000 are enrolled 
as church members, thus leaving an unchurched Lutheran constituency of 
about 300,000. 

In the three Pacific Coast states—Washington, Oregon and California— 
there is a Lutheran population of about 812,000, of which 764,000 are outside of 
any church affiliation. 


City Missions 

This work must be emphasized more if we are to reach the masses of our 
unchurched people. A generation ago our church work was confined chiefly to 
the rural districts, as the greater proportion of our membership was confined 
to the rural occupations. 

Things have changed in this respect. The city congregations must in our 
day assume the great responsibility of the evangelization of our people in the 
great industrial centers of our country. More than 50 per cent of our younger 
people in the rural districts flock to the cities, attracted thither by the occupa- 
tions in the various industrial pursuits. 

Our city churches should therefore give wide publicity to their services 


a 
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and location so that our Lutheran strangers and others may find our own 
Lutheran Church homes as easily as they find churches of the Reformed 
bodies. 


Laymen 


I believe that our dear Lutheran Church has neglected training her lay- 
men to do aggressive practical Christian work in our congregations, as well as 
to preach on occasions when the pulpit is vacant. . 

A wonderful assistance can be rendered our pastors and congregations 
when a body of men and women filled with love for Christ and imbued with the 
Holy Spirit goes forth in quest of souls or to teach the precious truths to the 
children in Sunday School and the various departments of the church organiza- 
tions. 

Our Lutheran Church has the best educated laymen, but we do not use 
them as we should. 

Other denominations less doctrinal and evangelistic make more use of 
their meagerly trained lay people for building up their churches than we do. 

For this reason so many of our Lutheran men and women who have 
drifted into the Reformed churches become their most able leaders and work- 
ers. 

Meetings and Visitations 

During the past year I have traveled about 23,375 miles by rail and boat. 
I have attended several of the circuit meetings and pastoral conferences of the 
district as often as my time would permit. 

I have visited congregations and missions in the district, including Alaska, 
having preached, lectured, and taken part in meetings, totaling in all 191 
sermons and addresses. 

Our mission work in Alaska is very meager when compared to the great 
number of Norwegian Lutheran people in that large territory. We should 
establish at least four more missions at once, and furnish our missionaries with 
one or two well equipped mission boats. 

But as we are lacking funds for a-greater work in that territory, we must 
pray the Lord of the harvest for more liberal donations from our people at 
large. 


THE HOME MISSION BOARD 


of the Pacific District has held several meetings thruout the year, and has 
endeavored to supply vacancies and to provide mission charges with pastors 


Salaries 

The salaries oi our home mission pastors are too low at the present 
standard. Even with a reduction in our mission treasury on account of the 
budget reduction, a graduation of the salaries could be undertaken if all wmis- 
sion congregations and their pastors would endeavor to relieve the mission 
treasury of at least $50 per year according to a resolution of the general 
convention four years ago. In this way vacant mission charges could be pro- 
vided with services, and a possible increase in the salaries of the mission pas- 
tors could be hoped for.

There are several vacancies in the smaller outlying congregations, and I 
am pleased to report that our field missionary, Rev. O. Hagoes, is constantly 
on the go, endeavoring to supply these vacancies as much as his time will 
permit. 

F New Congregations 

The Central Lutheran Church in Tacoma, Wash., was organized by a 
group of Lutherans who saw the need of the day for a large central. down town, 
all American Lutheran Church, which might appeal to the many unchurched 
Lutherans of all nationalities, numbering about 20,000 in the city. 

The old First Presbyterian Church building was purchased for a small 
sum of money. This large church building with its splendid auditorium, won- 
derful equipment and location has been the means of drawing large numbers 
to its services. It has now, after about nine months of activity, about 250 
members, with a Sunday School enrollment of 150, besides several large and 
active organizations for the younger as well as the older people. 

This congregation, by the grace of God, promises to be one of the most 
influential congregations in the city of Tacoma, for bringing the gospel of 
Jesus Christ to the hearts of many people. 

It is not the intention to establish such larger churches for the purpose 
of detracting from the smaller neighborhood churches, which have their mis- 
sion in many localities just as definitely as a central church. Both are essen- 
tial in their duty. 

The Norwegian unit of the Central Lutheran congregation of Portland, 
Ore., withdrew from this organization last fall and reorganized itself as Beth- 
lehem Norwegian Luth. congregation. 

Glendale Norw. Luth. Church at Glendale, California, was organized in May, 
1925, and admitted into the District in June, 1925. This was organized by 
Rev. J. D. Swalestuen who has served the new congregation.

Pacific Lutheran College 


Our only College in this large district is Pacific Lutheran College. Due 
to the reduction in the annual appropriations for colleges and academies by 
our Church Body a year ago, considerable difficulty has been experienced in 
meeting current expenses. 

While the attendance has been very good under the circumstances, never- 
theless the tuition and general fees paid by the students are not sufficient to 
meet running expenses. 

A drive for an Endowment Fund of $250,000 was decided upon by the 
Board of Trustees last August. Your district president was elected at this 
meeting to head the drive. Suitable literature on this matter was printed 
and distributed thruout the district. 

Your president has also presented the urgency of this cause in the various 
congregations of the district, as well as at circuit meetings and conferences. 

I sincerely hope that the drive will be continued, and that a loyal sup- 
port will be given it by pastors and congregations. 


THE BUDGET 


Your president is pleased to report that larger contributions have been 
coming into the synodical budget from year to year. 

Our percentage reached in 1925 was 95.5 per cent. 

If we are to succeed in our work as a Church Body, it is absolutely neces- 
sary to hold before our people the importance of our missionary and educational 
activities so as to create a loyal and intelligent membership thruout our 
Church. Every pastor should emphasize this educational campaign and pub- 
licity work relative to our Church activities.

1. The Board of Trustees has not been able to carry on the school work 
during the past year without accruing considerable debt, and it realizes that 
special efforts must be made at once for the continuation of the school, as the 
amount allotted the college by the church at large is far too small. 

2. The Board suggests to the Corporation that the Pacific District ask all 
congregations to budget themselves for the amount needed for the school and 
one thousand dollars for the church at large for educational purposes, or in 
other words, that the quota allocated to this district for educational purposes 
be kept within the district with the exception of $1000. 

3. That the Endowment Fund of $250,000 already begun be carried out. 

4. That all pastors and congregations be asked to give their undivided sup- 
port to the school. 

5. That the district sanction co-operation with the Augustana and Ohio 
synods, as our Church already has pulpit and altar fellowship with these synods, 
and that the matter of co-operation with other synods be sanctioned by the 
church at large as soon as possible so as to permit co-operation in our school 
work. j 

6. That the Corporation authorizes its Board, of Trustees to make temporary 
arrangements with the Augustana and Ohio synods for co-operation in our 
school work. Terms for final arrangement of co-operation be referred back to 
the Corporation for its sanction.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CO-OPERATION 


The committee on co-operation desires to make the following report, that 


1. The Pacific District sanctions co-operation in our P. L. C. school work 
with the two synods with which our church has pulpit and altar fellowship, 
the Augustana and Ohio synods. 


2. That the Pacific District ask the Norwegian Lutheran Church to 
endeavor to obtain pulpit and altar fellowship with other Lutheran synods as 
soon as possible so as to permit more co-operation in our school work. 


3. That we authorize the board of trustees to effect if possible a temporary 
co-operation with the Augustana and Ohio synods by asking them to send 
students to the College and to each place an instructor at the school and to pay 
their salaries. - 

4. The board of trustees is authorized to open negotiations with the proper 
boards and persons of these two synods with the view of affecting permanent 
co-operation and that when such plans for permanent co-operation be com- 
pleted, said plans be placed before the corporation for final endorsement. 


REPORT OF ENDOWMENT COMMITTEE 


The endowment committee, consisting of Rev. H. L. Foss, Mr. Eric Bide, 
Mr. P. T. Larson, Mr. L. Nyhus, Rev. Geo. Lane and Melvin Holum met and 
organized with Rey. H. L. Foss as chairman and Melvin Holum as secretary. 

Rev. O. E. Heimdahl, secretary of the Board of Trustees of Pacific Lutheran 
College, met with us giving us the necessary information as to what the Board 
of Trustees had done. 

At the District Meeting held in Stanwood, Washington, in June, 1924, it was 
decided that The Board of Trustees of Pacific Lutheran College be authorized 
to start a campaign for a $250,000.00 endowment for our school. 

The Board of Trustees has, accordingly, elected a committee to direct the 
campaign. Literature has been printed and distributed. 

Pres. O. J. Ordal has started the work of collecting, with results to date 
totaling $13,741.50 in cash and pledges. 

The Board of Trustees has also called a man to take py A of the work 
as Field Secretary for Education. 

Inasmuch as this is in accordance with the resolution adopted “at the meet- 
ing at Stanwood in 1924, and inasmuch as the Board of Trustees have been 
acting in accordance with this resolution; the committee therefore submit the 
following to the District meeting for adoption: 

1. We endorse the action of the Board of Trustees in calling a Field Sec- 
retary for Education. 

2. We most earnestly urge all congregations in the District to act in accord- 
ance with the resolution already adopted by the District. 

3. We recommend that, not only a part, but the whole of Pacific District 
be canvassed for this fund, and wish to emphasize the fact that Pacific Lutheran 
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College is the only school in our District and is, therefore, entitled to our first 
consideration.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FINANCES 


The Committee on Finances of the Pacific Lutheran College met in the recep- 
tion room of the College Wednesday afternoon and organized by electing Rev. 
Holen, Bolstad, Thorsen, Trulson and Goplerud. Mr. Anderson, the College 
Treasurer was called in to give necessary informations. 

From the treasurer’s report it appeared that the actual operating expenses 
for the last year were $29,778.00; Tuition and different fees $13,352.00. Actual 
deficits for school year $16,426.00. 

According to this report we must raise approximately $16,000. How can it 
be done? 

1. (a) The committee recommends that the trustees look into the matter 
carefully and see if items of expense, without serious harm can be eliminated. 

(b) To see if revenues can not be increased. For instance by reducing the 
expenditure 10 per cent and increasing the income 10 per cent the deficit on last 
year’s fgures wouold have been reduced $12,108 as compared to $16,420. 

2. Your committee further finds that our school holds such an important 
place in our Church as a home Mission factor that we feel justified in asking the 
general Convention to allow us $12,000 to carry on our work here. Provided 
that if the proposed co-operation with other church bodies be effected that the 
required amount be reduced according to the proportion carried by the respective 
bodies that co-operate with us. 

3. Concerning the indebtedness of approximately $25,000.00 we recommend 
that in case the proposed co-operation plans be perfected, the Columbia Con- 
ference be asked to take care of half of the control and operation of the Col- 
lege, which would mean half representation on the board of trustees and 
faculty. 

4. We further recommend that the balance of this indebtedness be taken 
care of by applying 10 per cent of the Endowment fund, and that this endow- 

«ment fund drive be pressed with utmost zeal to a successful finish.

American Lutheran Conference 


To the Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

As the provisional president of the tentatively organized English District of 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, permit me to submit the following 
condensed report regarding the activities of the English Association since the 
annual meeting in 1925: 

At the call of the president of the Association, a special meeting was held at 
the Ryan Hotel, June 10, 1925, attended by seventy-five pastors and delegates in- 
terested in the organization of. an English District. The president reported that 
the constitytion of the English District, proposed by the Association, had been 
ratified Feb. 5, 1925, with a few minor amendments by the Church Council. 

At the Annual Convention of the English Association, April 6-7, 1926, held in 
Minneapolis, Minn., the president reported that thirty congregations had applied 
for the erection of an English District. The constitution having thus been ap- 
proved by the Church and the minimum of thirty applying congregations set by 
the Church at its Annual Convention in 1923, having been reached, and the two 
requirements of the Church for the organization of an English District having thus 
been met, the Association at its Aprit meeting, 1926, proceeded by formal vote to 
the temporary erection of the English District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America. 

The English District having thus been temporarily organized in conformity with 
the requirements of the Church, therefore respectfully requests the formal approval 
of the Biennial Convention of its action, and that the tentative organization of the 
English District be made permanent, and thus the English District be placed, in 
every respect as to duties and privileges, on an equal footing with the other districts 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 

In the event of such approval by the Church body, the English District will 
immediately proceed to the formal and permanent organization by the final ratifi- 
cation of the constitution, the election of officers and boards and other such trans- 
actions as may be found necessary for the operation of the district.

AN ENGLISH “DISTRICT” OF THE NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN 
CHURCH OF AMERICA 


As adopted by the*meeting, June 8, 1926 
Article I. Name and Organization 


1. The name of this “district”? shall be American Lutheran Conference of 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 

2. This American Lutheran Conference shall consist of such congregations 
as are, or become members of our Church, whose official language is English, 
and who use that language in their regular services. 

3. This American Lutheran Conference shall be divided into as many con- 
ferences as may be deemed necessary. Every conference shall hold one or more 
meetings each year. 

4. The conferences shall be responsible for such Home Mission work as 
may be delegated to them by the American Lutheran Conference, or its president 
and Home Mission Committee. The Conference shall also report to the president 
and the annual meeting of the American Lutberan Conference of the opening 
of new mission fields, and the development of those already undertaken. 

5. Voting members at Conference meetings shall be: 

Pastors of the conference who are members of the American Lutheran Con- 
ference and 

Not more than four delegates from each parish served by said pastors, 
provided that at least one of the congregations within such parish belongs to 
the American Lutheran Conference. 


Article Ii. Doctrinal Basis 


1, The American Lutheran Conference in conformity with the general con- 
stitution believes, teaches and confesses the canonical books of the Old and 
New Testaments to be the revealed Word of God, and therefore the only 
source and rule of faith, doctrine, and life. 

2. The American Lutheran Conference likewise accepts and confesses as a 
true exposition of the Divine Word, the following symbolical books: 

a()) The cumenical symbols: the Apostolic, the Nicene, and the Athanasian 
creeds. : 

(b) The Unaltered Augsburg Confession and Luther’s Smaller Catechism. 


Article III. Object and Aims 

The object of this American Lutheran Conference shall be faithfully to 
assist in: 

(a) Furthering the knowledge of truth and the development of Christian 
life in the congregations. 

(b) Gathering and organizing Lutheran congregations and helping them to 
secure pastors and teachers and assisting them to put into use the spiritual 
gifts which God has given to His Church. 

(c) Providing for the ministry in the congregations, and the instruction of 
children and young people in the Christian religion, and for missionary and 
charity work. ; 

(d) Conducting home and foreign missions and charity work. 

(e) Exercising ecclesiastical supervision within the American Lutheran Con- 
ference, seeking to settle controversies in the congregations within the American 
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Lutheran Conference, and giving advice in church matters. 
(f) Furthering the use and distribution of the Holy Scriptures, orthodox 
text books, hymnbooks, and other devotional books and papers. 


Article TV. Conventions 


6. This American Lutheran Conference shall meet in annual convention 
at the place designated by the American Lutheran Conference. Special con- 
ventions may be called by the president of the American Lutheran Conference, 
and must be convened when at least ten per cent (10%) of the congregations 
within the American Lutheran Conference demand it. 

7. In the year in which the Church meets in general convention the Amer- 
ican Lutheran Conference shall, when it meets at the same time and place, 
have the same representation as in the General Convention. 

8. Voting members at the intervening American Lutheran Conference con- 
yentions shall be: 2 

(a) One delegate from each congregation within the American Lutheran 
Conference, providing, however, that each parish consisting of only one con- 
gregation shall be entitled to two delegates. 

(b) The pastors of the American Lutheran Conference convention shall be 
the same as at the General Convention. (See Church Constitution, Ch. IV, 
See. 15.) 


Article V. Officers 


(a) The American Lutheran Conference convention shall elect the following 
officers: A president for a term of six (6) years; a vice-president; and such 
other vice-presidents as the American Lutheran Conference may deem neces- 
sary from time to time; a secretary and a lay member of the Church Council, 
as well as alternates; all to serve for a term of two (2) years. 

(b) The Home Mission Committee shall consist of five (5) members. The 
Committee shall consist of the president of the American Lutheran Conference 
and four (4) members to be elected: two for a term of four (4) years, and 
two for a term of two (2) years. 

(c) The American Lutheran Conference shall also elect the Conference 
presidents and their alternates, all to serve for a term of two (2) years. 

(d) All elections shall be by ballot, and those elected shall have a majority 
of the votes cast. 

(e) The American Lutheran Conference shall receive appropriations for ad- 
ministration and other purposes, from the General and Home Mission treasuries, 
on the same basis as the other districts receive funds for the proecution of 
their Home Mission and other work. 

(f) The time to be given to official duties by the president and other officers 
shall be determined, from time to time, by the American Lutheran Conference. 

(g) The term of office of the American Lutheran Conference president shall 
expire, and the newly elected president assume office six (6) months after the 
close of the American Lutheran Conference convention at which the election 
took place. The president elected at the first convention of the American Lu- 
theran Conference shall assume office at once. 

10. The president and the vice-president, or vice-presidents, shall be pastors 
and as a rule be elected from among the pastors within the American Lutheran 
Conference. 

11. The president shall convene and preside at the conventions of the Ameri- 
ean Lutheran Conference: sunvervise the work within the American Lutheran 
Conference: provide for the dedication of churches and the ordination and in- 
stallation of candidates into the Holy Ministry: provide for the visitation: of 
the parishes of the American Lutheran Conference, as a rule, once in every two 
years; mediate in disputes. when it is requested: act as general supervisor of 
the Home Mission work within the American. Lutheran Conference, and report 
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to the Board of Home Missions of the Church; present report to the annual 
convention of the American Lutheran Conference; and every second year report 
to the General President. 

12. Such other vice-presidents as may be elected shall assume the duties 
which may be designated to them by the American Lutheran Conference or its 
president. They shall also in the incapacity of the regular vice-president assume 
his office in the order in which they were elected. 

The conference presidents shall always be ready to assist the president 
in the work of visitation, and the supervision, maintenance and establishment 
of Home Mission work within the boundaries of their conferences. 

18. The vice-president and the alternates for the secretary and the member 
of the Church Council shall perform the duties of the president, secretary and 
members of the Church Council, respectively, in absence or incapacity. 

14. The secretary shall be the recording secretary of the Conference: he 
shall also keep a record of the proceedings of the convention; earry on the 
necessary correspondence; prepare for publication the annual report of the 
American Lutheran Conference; and shall submit to the general secretary of the 
Church, such reports and material as may be required by the Central Convention 
of the Church; and together with the president of the American Lutheran Con- 
ference announce the time and place for the annual convention of the American 
Lutheran Conference at least three (3) months in advance. 


Article VI. Jurisdiction 


15. The American Lutheran Conference convention shall have power to: 

(e) Exercise supervision over the institutions, congregations, pastors and 

(b) Adopt by-laws, rules and regulations for the American Lutheran Con- 
ference and control its internal affairs: 

(ec) Discuss doctrinal questions and consider devotional topics ; 

(d) Establish, arrange and re-arrange conferences: 

(e) Exercise supervision over the institotions, congregations, pastors and 
officers of the American Lutheran Conference; 

(f) Admit or exclude congregations and pastors; 

(g) Decide concerning the ordination of candidates: 

(h) Present resolutions and petitions to the General Convention: 

(i) Maintain and manage such institutions as the Church may assign to 
the American Lutheran Conference. 

Article VII. Ordination and Installation 

16. Before anyone can be ordained to the office of the Holy Ministry he 
must be regularly called and examined, and have satisfactory testimony for 
true and vital Christianity. 

17. If the Church Council recommends the ordination of a candidate the 
American Lutheran Conference convention shall take action in the matter. In 
the interim between the conventions the Church Council shall decide the ques- 
tion by a two-thirds vote. 


Article VIII. Admission of Congregations and Pastors 


18. When a congregation, not already a member of the Church Body, de- 
Sires to unite with the American Lutheran Conference, an application shall 
be sent to its president. This application shall include: 

(a) A copy of the constitution and by-laws of the congregation, as evidence 
that the doctrine, confession and church practise of the congregation is in 
conformity with the constitution and by-laws of the Church. 

(b) A properly certified declaration that the constitution of the Church 
and the American Lutheran Conference have been accepted at a legal meeting 
of the congregation. 

19. The application with the accompanying documents shall be presented to 
the American Lutheran Conference meeting for action. 
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20. Should a congregation decide to withdraw from the Church, it shall 
forward to the president of the American Lutheran Conference a properly cer- 
tified declaration to this effect, stating the cause for such action. The president 
of the American Lutheran Conference shall, if possible, confer with the congre- 
gation. If the congregation persists in its action he shall present the matter 
to the American Lutheran convention for further consideration and final action. 

21. The action of the American Lutheran Conference convention concerning 
the admission and exclusion of. congregations and pastors, and the ordination 
of candidates, shall require at least a two-thirds vote’and may be appealed to 
the general convention. 


Article IX. Amendments 


22. A motion to amend this constitution shall first be adotped at an Ameri- 
can Lutheran Conference convention by a two-thirds vote. It shall become effec- 
tive when approved by the general convention of the Church.

Please note: Since the Daily Bulletin contained a draft differing from 
the one here given, readers will naturally ask: Which of the two contains 
the true record? On Saturday afternoon Committee No. 1 submitted its first 
report, consisting of the twenty-two sections contained in the bulletin. The 
convention immediately adopted sections 4 to 9 and section 21, leaving the other 
sections for later consideration. 


On Monday afternoon, when the report was again taken up for consideration, 
the committee submitted a new draft in which changes were made in the fol- 
lowing sections:

Added by the committee and changed into its. present form by the 
convention. 


I) THE REPORT 


Your committee No. 1, on the president’s message, constituted as follows: 
The Pastors H. G. Magelssen, O. G. Aasen, P: O. Wee, M. O. Sumstad, M. Lona, 
J. M. Jenson, K. O. Kandal and the delegates M. Hovland and A. S. Fr¢iland, 
met on Thursday and organized by electing Rev. H. G. Magelssen chairman and 
Rev. M. O. Sumstad secretary. 

The committee begs leave to report as follows: 

See. 1. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, in convention assem- 
bled most heartily endorses the President’s declaration that the function of the 
church is witnessing concerning Christ, that all the work of the church must 
be directed toward soul-winning, that such witnessing is the office and duty 
of every Christian. The saving of souls must be a personal concern with each 
and every Christian. Each soul saved must feel a personal responsibility for 
every unsaved soul with whom he comes in contact. 

Since such personal concern for souls is rooted in heart relationship to Jesus, 
we would add our emphasis to the president’s exhortation to use diligently the 
means of grace in order that this life selationship with the Savior may be 
quickened and strengthened. The family altar as an institution is fundamental 
to the safety of the home and the church. 


See. 2. The Church concurs in the president’s suggestion that the Fourth 
of July, which this year falls no Sunday, be set aside in a special way both 
to commemorate the beginnings of American Independence and to strengthen 
us in the duties, the loyalties and the services that we owe to our common 
country. 

Sec. 8. The Church expresses its joy and gratitude because of the splendid 
results of the College Endowment appeals. 

Virst of all we thank the Merciful God who by His grace has given us this 
wonderful result. 

Thanks are due congregations and pastors who so generously have given to 
our schools these necessary funds. 

“To the Campaign Committee appreciation is expressed for the efficient ser- 
vices thus rendered our church. 

We are fully confident that our schools in return for this loyalty on the 
part of our people will always be true to the teaching of the Word of God and 
the principles of our Church,

Sec. 10. A) National Lutheran Council 


We rejoice to know that our Church in conjunction with other co-operating 
Luthera nSynods has in the past year lent a helping hand in the relief of our 
suffering Lutheran brethren in the war-stricken countries. We believe that it 
is our duty as fellow Christians to continue this work of relief. Our church will 
not be unmindful of the Apostolic injunction, “Bear Ye one another’s burdens 
and so fulfill the law of Christ.’ 


B) Papal Propaganda 


Attention is called to the warning extended by our president against the 
propaganda fostered and advanced by the pope in his late encyclical to make 
the day of the Reformation, “a feast day making Christ king.” We can meet 
such propaganda in no better way than to make this day one of thanksgiving, 
prayer and praise to God for the blessings which we have enjoyed and do enjoy 
through the blessed work of our Great Church Father, Martin Luther. 

See. 11. Altar and Pulpit Fellowship. 

The work in our Home Mission field demands our conscientious and prayerful 
attention. We concur with the president’s recommendation of sharing Altar 
and Pulpit fellowship with the Joint Synod of Ohio, the Iowa and Buffalo Synods 
and such other synods as our church regards as “brethren of the faith.” Such 
fellowship is worthy of our consideration since it will mean so much to our 
church in furthering our Christian educational and home mission programs. 

Sec. 12. Admission of pastors and employment of teachers. 

Our day is shiftless and indifferent, regarding the fundamentals of revealed 
religion. Reason is enthroned and faith spurned. Rationalism is very much 
in evidence everywhere. We need to heed the Apostolic words regarding ‘‘scof- 
fers in the last times.” Not only should this warning stir the church to watch 
over those entrusted to the care of souls in, school and pulpit within the church, 
but also carefully consider the application of those requesting to become pastors 
in our church, who have received their training in other synods, and particularly 
those who come to us from reformed denominations! “A small leaven, leaveneth 
the whole lump” is true in our day as it was in the day of the Apostolic church. 
“What I say, I say to you all, Watch!”, is the Lord’s emphatic warning to the 
church at all times. We heartily endorse the words of our president: ‘At the 
present time we insist that special care be taken to see to it that all men who 
are called to preach and to administer the sacraments, and teach in our church 
schools are men who know whereof they speak, men who are not only Lutheran 
in name, but Lutheran in heart and understanding.” 
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Sec. 18. The Women’s Missionary Federation. 

We subscribe wholeheartedly to the words of our president when he says: 
“To all the women’s societies of our church, both those connected with the 
Federation as well as those not directly affiliated with it, we extend our appreci- 

ation and thanks for the support and inspiration that they have given to our 
work” 

Sec. 14. Young People’s Luther League. 

We thank God for the interest in our church work shown by. our young people 
through the Luther League. May the Lord in the future, as in the past, guide 
and lead our young people to His glory and the welfare of our beloved church. 

See. 14. b) Choral Union. 

The church expresses its appreciation of the sacrifice for and the contrib- 
utions to the welfare of the church rendered by the Choral Union and the Church 
will encourage and as far as possible support the work of the Choral Union. 

See. 15. The Luther Student’s Association. 

Knowing that there are 10,000 Lutheran students in the state institutions 
we readily understand how important it is that work be done among them. 
They must. be kept for Christ and our church. The men and women working 
among them need our sympathy and assistance. The association asks that a 
special committee be elected to have charge of this work, and be it resolved that 
the Church elect such committee. 

Sec. 16. The Norwegian Young People’s Society. 

In our church work there is as yet a well defined need for this society. We 
thank the Norwegian Young People’s Society for the splendid assistance given 
our church in its work at Ketchikan, Alaska. It is our hope and prayer that 
all the work among our young people, whether conducted in one language or the 
other, may be conducted with the sole aim that our youth shall grow not only 
in external activities but in that which is more important, in a deepening 
of personal knowledge and loyalty to Jesus Christ, their Lord and Master. 

Sec. 17. The church expresses its gratitude to God for the inspiration and 
encouragement brought to many of our congregations by the visit of Bishop 
Johan Lunde of Oslo, Norway. 

Be it resolved, that the Church send cordial greetings to the beloved Bishop, 
with the prayer that God may grant him many more days of rich service in 
the mother church, Dr. L. W. Boe to bring these greetings to the bishop.

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 
Ratified Monday Afternoon, June 7th, 1926 


‘At the request of the chair, Sec. 5, in report from Committee of Nine, was 
taken up for consideration: “The Amendment to the Articles of Incorporation.” 

These amendments were adopted at the regular meeting three years ago and 
are to be ratified at this meeting in order to become effective. Mr. J. N. Jacob- 
son moved that the votes on these amendments be taken by suspending the rules 
and authorizing the secretary to cast the unanimous ballot of the convention foi 
the adoption of these amendments. 

The secretary of the committee, Pastor J. C. K. Preus, read the resolutions, 
section by section. 

“RESOLVED, that the Fifth and Sixth Paragraphs of the, Resolution 
incorporating the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, which Resolution was 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State of Minnesota, on the 9th day of June, 
1917, and recorded in Book H-4 of Incorporations, on Page 96, be amended so as 
to make the term of office of the trustees six years in place of nine years, and 
so that three trustees be elected at each biennial meeting of said church in place 
of each triennial meeting thereof so that said paragraphs, and each of them as 
so amended, shall read as follows: 

The changed paragraphs are incorporated below in the Revised Incorporation 
Articles. 

The representatives, delegates and others entitled to vote at the regular meet- 
ings for 1917 of Hauge Norwegian Evangelical Lutheran Synod of America, 
The Synod for the Norwegian Evangelical Lutheran Church of America and The 
United Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, in joint session assembled, 
DO RESOLVE as follows: 

FIRST. A corporation is hereby formed under Chapter 107, Laws of Min- 
nesota 1917, and Sections 3152 and 3153, Revised Laws of Minnesota, 1905. 

SECOND. The name shall be THE NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN CHURCH 
OF AMERICA. . 

THIRD. Its purposes and powers shall be to provide for the education of 
ministers for congregations, teachers for Christian instruction of children and 
youth, missionaries for mission work, deaconesses and others for charity work, 
and to that end to establish, maintain and conduct seminaries, colleges, acade- 
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mies, schools, hospitals and other benevolent institutions, to establish, maintain 
homes -for orphans and dependent children and the aged, and procure homes 
homes for orphans and dependent children and the aged, and procure home 
with others and the adoption by others of such children, and to act as guardian 
for such children; to provide for the support of super-annuated ministers, profes- 
sors and other functionaries of said Church, their widows and children; to pro- 
mote the use and diffusion of the Holy Scripture, Lutheran school books, hymn 
books, other devotional books, periodicals and papers by dealing therein and by 
printing and publishing the same; to take by gift, purchase or otherwise and 
hold all such real and personal property as may be used for the foregoing and 
other religious educational and charitable purposes, and to lease, mortgage, sell 
and otherwise dispose of the same when it is deemed expedient; to establish, 
maintain and manage endowment and other funds for the aforesaid and other 
religious, educational and charitable purposes, and to transact all other secular 
business and manage all other temporal affairs of said Church. 


FOURTH. The officers through whom the corporation shall act shall be a 
board of nine trustees, a chairman and secretary of this board whose respective 
titles shall be Chairman and Secretary of the Board of Trustees of The Nor-— 
wegian Lutheran Church of America, a treasurer and an auditor whose respective 
titles shall be Treasurer and Auditor of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, 


“FIFTH. The trustees and treasurer shall be elected by ballot at the bien- 
nial meetings of the Church by those in attendance and entitled to vote and vot- 
ing at such meetings. The chairman, secretary and auditor shall be elected by the 
Board of Trustees, the chairman from the members of the board, the secretary 
- and auditor from the membership of any congregation belonging to said church. 


“SIXTH. The term of office of the trustees shall be six years, and three 
trustees shall be elected at each biennial meeting of the Church, excepting that 
the trustees elected at the regular meeting in 1926 of said Chureh shall be elected 
for a term of four years and the trustees elected at the biennial meeting in 
1928 of said Church shall be elected for a term of five years and to take office 
June 9. 1929. The term of office of the treasurer shall be two years. The term 
of office of the chairman, secretary and auditor respectively, shall be one year. 
Vacancies in the Board of Trustees and in the office of the treasurer shall be 
filled by the trustees until the next ensuing biennial meeting of the Church. 
Each trustee and other officer shall serve until his successor is elected and 
qualified.” 


SEVENTH. The trustees shall have the general management and control 
of all the secular business and temporal affairs of said Church. All such business 
and affairs they shall conduct in accordance with the constitution, by-laws, 
rules and resolutions of the Church. They may appoint or employ such agents, 
servants and attorneys as they deem necessary and fix their compensation. The 
secretary shall keep a record of all transactions of the board and have the cus- 
tody of the corporation’s seal. 


“HIGHTH. The treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the cor- 
poration under the direction of the Board of Trustees. He shall keep true 
accounts of all funds received and disbursed and make full report to the Chureh 
for each fiscal year. He shall also make full report to the Board of Trustees 
at the end of each fiscal year and at such other times as the board may direct. 
He shall give such bond for the faithful performance of his duties as the board 
may direct. The fiscal year shall be from the first day of January to the 
thirty-first day of December of each year.” 


NINTH. The auditor shall audit all books, vouchers and accounts of the 
treasurer and of all subsidiary boards, committees and other functionaries of 
the Church who receive or disburse any money or other property. He shall 
make at least one complete audit for each fiscal year. He shall make full report 
of the audit to the Board of Trustees within thirty days after the expiration of 
the fiscal year and shall make such additional reports as the board may direct.

“WHEREAS, the Constitution in its present form and the existing By-Laws, 
rules and regulations of the Church provide for election of the offical staff of 
the several departments of the Church for a period of nine, six or three years, 
and, 

“WHEREAS, by the change from the triennial regular meeting to a bien- 
nial regular meeting, the term of office of some of said officials will expire dur- 
ing a year when no convention is held, and 

“WHEREAS, it is dsirable and advisable to have such terms of office expire 
during a regular convention year, 

‘IT IS THEREFORE RESOLVED: 

“1. That where the term of office of a six-year incumbent expires during 
odd-numbered year, that a successor be elected at the regular convention next 
preceding such year of expiration, and such officer be elected for a period of 
five years from and after the date of expiration of the term of the present 
incumbent. 

“2. That where the term of office of a four-year incumbent expires dur- 
ing an odd-numbered year, that a successor be elected at the regular conven- 
tion next preceding such year of expiration, and such officer be elected for a 
period of three years from_and after the date of expiration of the term of 
the present incumbent. 

“3. That where the term of office of a three-year incumbent expires dur- 
ing an odd-numbered year, that a successor be elected at the regular conven- 
tion next preceding the year of expiration, and such officer be elected for a 
period of two years from and after the date of the expiration of the term of 
the present incumbent. 

“BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Constitution, By-Laws, rules ané. 
regulations of the Church and the several departments thereof, be amended so 
that the term of office of the several officials expire at and during a regular 
convention year.” 


Extension of Officers Term 


The following resolution determining the president’s term of office was 
adopted by a unanimous vote: a: 

Whereas, the term of president expires in 1929, when no convention will 
be held, it is therefore resolved that the term of office for president J. A. Aas- 
gaard be extended to June 30, 1930. 

The term of office for vice president, secretary, and treasurer shall comply 
with any amendment made to the Constitution of the Church. 


AMENDMENTS TO DISTRICT CONSTITUTION 


That in Chapter III, 8 a) District Constitution, “A treasurer’ shall be 
added after “secretary.” 

Chapter VII, Section 21 of District Constitution is changed to read as fol- 
lows: : 

A proposal to amend this Constitution must first be adopted at a District 
Convention by a two-thirds majority vote. It shall then be submitted to the 
conventions of the other districts for consideration. If the conventions of at 
least two. other districts approve the proposed amendment by simple majority 
vote, such proposed amendment shall then be submitted to the General Conven- 
tion of the Church at a Regular or Special meeting thereof and shall become 
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effective if adopted by a two-thirds majority vote of the members present and 
voting at such General Convention, provided, however, that the initial adoption 
by a district convention and the final adoption by the General Convention shall 
not be during the same calendar year.

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II. Reports 
A) FROM BOARD OF EDUCATION 


May, 1926 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

The Board of Education has the honor herewith to submit its report for 
the school year that is just closed. 

Under the merciful providence of our Heavenly Father our educational insti- 
tutions have had on the whole a prosperous year. The reports show that a 
total of 4,027 young men and women have been in attendance at our various 
schools. God alone knows what amount of service for His kingdom shall in 
the future accrue from the labors of this year among this fine army of young 
people. 

The reports of the presidents subjoined to the present report set forth 
the general condition in each of the schools. 

The Board of Education deems it necessary to present the following items 
to the convention for its consideration and action. 


Luther Seminary 


In his report to the Board of Education and thru it to the Church in 1925 
President Bockman quoted the following recommendation as previously pre- 
pared by a committee: 

(1) That the Church endorse the proposal to erect a separate 
building suitable for administrative and library purposes as soon as the 
necessary funds are available. 

(2) That the Board of Trustees and Theological Faculty be author- 
ized and directed to engage an architect, prepare plans, and do such 
preparatory work as may be required, and that these plans be submit- 
ted for approval to the Church Council and Board of Education. 

(3) That the Theological Faculty be authorized and asked to 
organize a campaign to raise the funds for this purpose, the time fo) 
which campaign to be determined by the Finance Committee. 

(4) That the Board of Trustees be authorized to let the contracts 
for the erection of the building as soon as the funds are available 
(An. Rep. 1925, p. 250). 

Under the heavy demands upon its financial resources at the time, the 
convention took no action in regard to this matter. The Board of Education 
hereby resubmits the recommendation with the further addition that the Church 
appropriate one thousand ($1,000) dollars or as much thereof as may be required 
to cover the cost of the proposed preliminary plans. K 


Luther College 


The rule of the Church makes the term of office of the college presidents 
six years (See An. Rep. 1917, p. 548). The present term, therefore, does not 
expire until 1929. A special question, however, arises in connection with the 
presidency of Luther College. In the second paragraph of the By-Laws of that 
corporation (An. Rep. 1917, p. 554) is found the following provision: The 
President, Secretary, Treasurer and Board of Trustees shall be elected trien- 
nially at such time and place as said Church shall hold its regular meeting.” 

Altho Dr. Oscar L. Olson was elected by the Church to the presidency 
in 1923 and his term of office under this election will hold until 1929, yet under 
the special provision in the Luther College By-Laws, the Board deems it 
best, in order to eliminate all technical questions, to recommend that Dr. Olson 
be elected by this convention for the remaining triennium of his term under 
the laws of the Church. 
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South Dakota Schools 


At its convention in 1925 the Church took the action recorded in the 
following resolution: ; 
“J, Resolved, that Augustana College and Normal School and the 
Canton Normal School. be transferred to such corporation as the 
South Dakota District may be willing to organize; that the South 
Dakota District decide whether it will have one school or two schools. 
In case the district decides to have only one school, then the church 
shall dispose of the property of the vacant school in such way as in 
ae dee eames best serves the interest of the constituency of that 
school. 

“That the Church agrees to grant each year an appropriation of 

$15,000.00, that the sum be the same whether there is one school or 

it be divided between two schools; that the South Dakota District 

and the border counties of Iowa and Rock and Pipestone counties 

in Minnesota be assigned to the South Dakota corporation as its terri-, 

tory in which no other schools of our Church shall conduct active cam- 

paigns for money and for students. 
“And that, in addition to this, the South Dakota corporation receive 

50 per cent of the money gathered for education within the South 

Dakota District. 

‘ / “9 That the Church shall deed all the school property in South 

/ Dakota to a corporation that may be organized by the South Dakota 

y / District.” 

v When in December, 1925, at a joint session of the Board of Education, 
the Board of Trustees and a delegation from the Board of Directors of the 
newly organized Augustana College Association, effort was made to carry 
these provisions into effect, some difficulty arose in regard to the disposal of 
the indebtedness that had been incurred in connection with South Dakota 
school matters. This difficulty entailed delay in effecting the transfer of the 
properties and such other details of adjustment as were necessary. 

In the latter part of February a committee from our boards of education 
and trustees met with a committee and later with the board of directors itself 
of the Augustana College Association. The negotiations resulted in agreement 
as set forth in the following memorandum: 

“Ror the purpose of carrying out the resolution adopted by the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America in the General Convention held 

in June, 1925, in relation to the South Dakota school situation, the com- 

mittee from the Board of Trustees and the Board of Education of the 

said Church and the Board of Directors of Augustana College Associa- 
tion have determined upon the following plan. 
Hirst: That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America trans- 

fer as soon as the necessary legal formalities can be observed, to the 

Augustana College Association the property now occupied and used 

by the Canton Normal School of Canton, South Dakota, and the 

Augustana College and Normal School of Sioux Falls, South Dakota, 

by proper deeds of conveyance with proper reservations that said 

property or the proceeds thereof be used only for school purposes, 

onformable with the principles of the educational work of the Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Church of America. 
‘ “Second: That the indebtedness incurred in connection with the 
Augustana College and Normal School aggregated with interest there- 

% on substantially $90,000 to be disposed of as follows: 

I “A —That $45,000 thereof be assumed by the school district of the 
Augustana College Association, which amount is to be raised as fol- 
lows: $5,000 to be added to the budget apportionment of said Church 
to said district each year, and that such $5,000 found necessary to- 
gether with any surplus that may be raised by said district over the 
said budget apportionment, be paid to the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America until the said sum of $45,000 has been liquidated. 
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“B.—That the balance of said indebtedness of substantially $90,000 

be absorbed by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America.” 

The Board of Education placed on record its judgment to the effect that 
debts yet to be provided for by the Church in connection with both the 
res Dakota Schools be absorbed in the general deficit indebtedness of the 

hurch. 


Madison Normal School 


In the course of the steady and rapid development of the new demands and 
new situations in the educational world, it has become increasingly difficult 
to meet certain lines of requirements. This applies among other matters to 
the operation of normal training departments. Under pressure of this fact the 
Board of Education recommended to the convention of 1925 the elimination of 
the training department at the Madison Normal School (An. Rep. 1925, p. 246, 
(12). The Church, however, took no action. At its session: April 5-6, the 
Board repeated its vote provisionally but requested its chairman to visit Madi- 
son and confer on this and other matters with such representative friends 
of the school as could be assembled. Realizing the difficulties of maintaining 
this work under present state regulations and the expense involved, it was 
voted as the practically unanimous sentiment of those present that the training 
department be discontinued. The Board so recommends. 


Red Wing Seminary 


At its convention in 1925, the Church referred to the Board of Education ° 
and the Board of Trustees the following resolution: 

“Resolved, that we are of the opinion that Red Wing Seminary has 
the first claim in the matter of establishing junior colleges, and it 
therefore instructs the Board of Education to investigate the cost 
and advisability of introducing junior college work at Red Wing Semi- 
nary and to propose definite action to the convention in 1926.”—(An. 
Rep. 1925, p. 264-265). 

The Board would in this connection call attention to the following para- 
graph in the report of President Jorgensen who on its request has collected 
some information in regard to the matter. 

“The undersigned has made investigations at the University of 
Minnesota in the matter of introducing junior college work at Red 
Wing Seminary. It would mean the addition of two more teachers for 
the first year of college work, and of two more the second year unless 
some re-adjustments could be made in the academy faculty.” 

Considering all the elements that enter into the situation, the Board does 
not see its way clear at this time to recommend the opening of junior college 
work at Red Wing. 

Spokane College 

President H. P. Olson, of Spokane College, has submitted his resignation 
as president of this institution. Our Church will feel grateful to President 
Olson for the service he has rendered to the College, to the Church, and to the 
cause of Christian education during the terms of his office. The Board has 
asked him to continue as a professor in the institution, even tho he desires: 
to be relieved of administrative responsibilities. Since he has had other plans 
under consideration, he has not yet reported his decision to the Board. 


Jon Bjarnason Academy 
In conformity with a resolution by the Church, a teacher is provided for 
the Jon Bjarnason Academy, the school of the Lutheran Icelandic Synod. The 
school is located at Winnipeg, Canada. Prof. H. C. M. Eastvold is our teacher 
there at the present time. The following letter from the president of the 
school will be read with interest: 

“J wish to express my appreciation of the splendid service Mr. 
Eastvold has rendered to our school this year, as a teacher and a dis- 
ciplinarian. His service and the fraternal feeling that prompts your 
Synod to give our institution your friendly assistance is highly appre- 
ciated in our community. 
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“Kindly convey to your next Church Convention our cordial thanks 
for your generous assistance. Is it only a dream, or may it become 
a reality, that we shall see, sooner or later, a Lutheran College, in 
affiliation with the University of Manitoba, or having its own degree 
conferring power, built and operated in Manitoba? ; 

Very sincerely yours, 
Hi.

Principal Jon Bjarnason Academy.” 


Secondary Subsidized Schools 

To the convention of 1925 the Board submitted the following recommenda- 
tion: 

That the Church grant to the following schools annually an appropriation, 
the amount of which shall be determined on the following basis: 

(a) $30.00 for each student. ; 

(b) ‘The number of students to be determined by dividing.the total tuition 
income by sixty in the case of academy students and one hundred in the case 
of junior college students. 

(c). The minimum amount of tuition income that any school must have 
shall be $4,500. 

(d) The maximum appropriation shall in all cases be $4,000. 

(e) It is stipulated as a condition for receiving this appropriation, that 
there shall be incurred no deficit in current operating and maintenance ex- 
penses, beginning with the school year 1925-1926. (An. Rep. 1925, p. 245.) 

No action was taken by the Church on this proposition. The Board finds 
it advisable to present it to the convention again as affecting the following 
schools:

Gale College 

Luther Academy 

Park Region Luther College 
Pleasant View Luther College 
Waldorf College

A Word in Closing 


The Board has been deeply impressed with the willingness and enthusiasm 
with which our people have met the emergency calls from our colleges for 
endowment funds. At the time of this writing the campaigns have not been 
completed, But all signs seem to show that a splendid victory is ahead of us. 

May the Lord stir us all to faithful and energetic action for the promotion 
of His Kingdom also in the sphere of higher Christian education.

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LUTHER COLLEGE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


Commencement exercises at the close of last school year were held June 
2, 1925. The Baccalaureate service was held the previous Sunday, the sermon 
being delivered by Rev. Christian B. Bestul, of Ettrick, Wisconsin. Congress- 
man O. J. Kvale delivered the Commencement address. The degree of Bache- 
lor of Arts was conferred upon 41 graduates. Fifteen were graduated from 
the Preparatory Department. Seven were given certificates of having com- 
pleted the course prescribed for the Junior High School. 


The total attendance this year has been 345, distributed as follows: Bealere 
57; Juniors, 69; Sophomores, 83; Freshmen, 96: special students, 2; and, in 
the Preparatory Department, 38. 

I wish again to call attention to the excellent spirit that permeates the 
members of our faculty, and the desire they manifest to use every opportunity 
to advance in their chosen fields of scholarship. Five of them are at present 
studying at leading universities for advanced degrees. They are conscious 
of the responsibility to which the Church has called them as teachers of 
young men who are later to become ministers of the Gospel or otherwise as- 
sume positions of leadership among our people, and they are eager to meet 
this responsibility in the most satisfactory manner possible. While they accept 
without complaint such remuneration as the Church accords them, it has 
been my hope that the present Luther-St. Olaf endowment appeal would be 
sufficiently successful to permit some increase in salaries. 

Last June, Prof. J. Magnus Rohne received the degree of Doctor of The- 
ology (Th. D.) in Church History and the History of Dogma, from Harvard 
University; and last August, Prof. O. A. Tingelstad received the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy (Ph. D.) in Education and Psychology from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. The subject of Dr. Rohne’s thesis is ‘‘Norwegian-American 
Lutheranism up to 1872”; and of Dr. Tingelstad’s, ‘‘The Religious Hlement in 
American. School Readers up to 1830.” Both of these theses will be pub- 
lished. They. are valuable contributions to knowledge. 


At the Semi-Centennia] exercises of St. Olaf College last June, Dr. Knut 
Gjerset was given the honorary degree of Doctor of Letters (Litt. D.). It was 
a fitting recognition of Dr. Gjerset’s distinguished services as a historian. At 
the annual meeting of the Lutheran Statistical Association of America, held 
last January, Dr. O. M. Norlie for the tenth time was elected president. Dr. 
Norlie ranks as one of the leading statisticians of our day. Dr. A. M. Rovel- 
stad has for several years been chairman of the Classical Reading Circle of the 
Classical Association of the Middle West and South, an organization that com- 
prises Latin teachers at universities, colleges and high schools in thirty states. 
This is a signal recognition of his scholarly attainments, for, as chairman of 
this committee, he directs the preparation of a list of works that the com- 
mittee recommends for study by teachers in the classics in high schools who 
would increase their knowledge in this field. 

Additions to the faculty this year, aside from those mentioned in another 
connection, are Prof. Orlando W. Qualley, who has returned after studying a 
year and a half at the University of Michigan, and Profs. Harold Amland and 
Erik Ravndal. 

The present school year is noteworthy in various respects. The student 
body has displayed a very commendable attitude toward their school work 
and other college duties, and’ have cooperated with the faculty to. further the 
best interests of the College. As an example of their interest in the welfare 
of their Alma Mater, I might state that in the early part of February they 
added $15,118.50 to their subscription to the new gymnasium, and that later in 
the same month they pledged $10,000.00 to the Luther-St. Olaf endowment. 
Animated by the same spirit, a voluntary mission class has undertaken, by 
giving public programs here and there in our Church, to raise funds for an 
automobile for Missionary H. Otte in South Africa. Aside from its financial 
value to the causes espoused, the interest thus displayed and engendered for 
Christian education and missionary activity augurs well for the future of our 
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Church and should increase the zeal of our people to maintain our Christian 
colleges on a level with the best colleges in the jand. 

In this connection, I might call attention to the fact that, in November, 
Rev. A. B. Anderson, of the St. Paul Bible Institute, delivered a series of 
addresses on the Gospel according to Matthew; in December, Dr. Carl M. 
Weswig, of Luther Theological Seminary, delivered an address on the ritual of 
our Church; and in February, Rev. C. S. Thorpe, of Minneapolis, and Rev. 
T. F. Gullixson, of Minot, in a joint series of addresses, dwelt on the work and 
experiences of a pastor. Other addresses and lectures, that have brought the 
students into intellectual contact with the outside world, have also been deliv- 
ered. In October, the ladies of the faculty presented a very pleasing Norse- 
American Centennial program appropriate for the occasion. 

Last October 14th, in commemoration of the hundredth anniversary of 
Rey. H. A. Preus’ birth, a check for $1,000 was received from his former congre- 
gations in Wisconsin and other friends for a bronze bust of Pastor Preus to be 
placed in Koren Library. The presentation address was made by Dr. O. E. 
Brandt, of Luther Theological Seminary. A clay model of the bust, which 
earlier in the day had been given its final touches by the sculptor, Mr. Gilbert 
Riswold, in the presence of members of the Preus family, was on display at the 
time. The bronze bust arrived at the College later in the year. It is a worthy 
memorial of one of the founders of,the College and a valuable specimen of the 
artistic ability of one of our people who has attained to national eminence as 
a sculptor. The following day Mr. Riswold showed the students and faculty 
how the sculptor models his clay. 

The contract for the new C. K. Preus Gymnasium was let in April. The 
building committee consists of Prof. S. S. Reque, Dr. A. M. Rovelstad, Dr. T. 
Stabo, and the undersigned. The architects are Hanson and Altfillisch, of 
Decorah. The plans for the building were prepared after much thought and 
investigation. The building will meet the requirements for a modern gym- 
nasium; it will be adapted for use as an auditorium with a modern stage and 
a pipe-organ loft; it will be equipped with a kitchen, so that it may be used 
for large social gatherings; it will provide space for chapel exercises until a 
chapel is built on the campus; and, in case of necessity, it will provide five or 
more good classrooms. It will, therefore, be a very useful building. A com- 
mittee elected by the Musical Union is planning to install a pipe organ, and the 
ladies of the faculty have undertaken to raise funds with which to equip the 
kitchen. The old gymnasium, immediately behind which the new gymnasium is 
being built, is being removed. It served a useful purpose in its day, but it was 
too dilapidated to warrant any expense for repairs. 

From year to year, Koren Library assumes a more definite place in the 
scholastic Hfe of the College. It affords ideal accommodations for undisturbed 
study and is a favorite resort of the students for the preparation of their 
lessons. The library now contains 36,220 bound volumes and 10,000 pamphlets 
and unbound volumes. 1,510 volumes and 674 pamphlets have been added dur- 
ing the year, and 110 volumes have been withdrawn as duplicates or worn out 
books. The re-classification of the library, according to the system in use in 
the Library of Congress, proceeds as rapidly as circumstances permit. 

The museum continues to grow under the efficient direction of Dr. Gjerset. 
Many valuable articles have been received in the last year, among them thirty- 
seven paintings by Mr. H. Gausta, which have been appropriately framed 
and hung in Koren Library, and the regimental flag of the famous Fifteenth 
Wisconsin Regiment, commanded by Colonel Hans Christian Heg. The 
museum has been made the official museum of the Norwegian-American His- 
torical Association and is now known as the Norwegian-American Historical 
Museum. The day is not far distant, in fact it is already at hand, when the 
many invaluable and irreplaceable articles in our museum should be housed 
in a modern fireproof building. In order to help provide necessary space for 
the museum until such a building shall grace our campus, Sunnyside, the stone 
residence on the campus formerly owned and occupied by President Preus, is 
being repaired and remodeled. Hereafter, Dr. Gjerset will also have charge 
of the collection of material for the archives of the College. 

As this report is being written, the Luther-St. Olaf endowment appeal is 
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approaching its consummation. The appeal has been conducted according to 
the resolution passed at the annual meeting of our Church in 1925 and in the 
territory then assigned the two colleges for this purpose. It has been directed 
by Dr. O. H. Pannkoke, who has been very successful in similar work for a 
number of other Lutheran Colleges. The appeal has involved a widespread 
organization; many meetings in Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin, and Illinois; a 
multitude of addresses in which the cause has been presented to our people 
by word of mouth; and the presentation of the cause in our church papers, in 
the secular press, in special bulletins, and various other printed ways. It has 
been a campaign of education for Christian education in general, and for 
Luther and St. Olaf in particular. It has been a movement of great signifi- 
cance for our Church. While the immediate objective sought has been the 
additional endowment needed to meet the requirements of the North Central 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the educational and other re- 
sults that will follow this joint appeal will probably equal, if not exceed, the 
financial returns. 

During the second semester, Drs. Tingelstad, Norlie, and the undersigned 
have been relieved of regular class work, and other duties at the College; and 
Profs. O. Tonning, Olaf Malmin, and Henry Peterson have served as instructors 
in their places. Some re-arrangement of classes and shifting of duties have 
of course been necessary. A quartet, consisting of Torstein Kvamme, Simon 
Sanderson, Harold Ellickson, and Osmund Salveson, has taken part in fourteen 
endowment meetings held in four states. Most of the members of the faculty 
have served as speakers in the endowment appeal and some of them in other 
capacities, notably Prof. S. S. Reque as chairman of the Decorah Circuit and 
Prof. L. A. Moe as chairman of the Decorah Alumni district. As a result of 
the temporary shifting of duties, additional tasks have fallen to Profs. Sihler 
and Hittreim. The students also have responded heartily to all requests for 
assistance. As a result, work at the College has suffered some disturbance 
this semester, altho this disturbance has not been without definite compen- 
sations to all concerned. 

Altho there have been two very serious cases, and various other cases, 
of illness among the students, there has been no death. For this we are duly 
thankful. Our very capable nurse, Miss Nora Walhus, who measures her 
day’s work only by her strength, is deserving of much commendation for the 
faithful manner in which she performs her duties. 

May God continue to hold His protecting hand over Luther College and 
use it as an efficient instrument to accomplish His purpose.

ST. OLAF COLLEGE : 
President’s Report 


To the Board of Education of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

In accordance with custom I am herewith submitting report covering the 
school year 1925-26. 

The work has been carried on with a staff of 65 teachers, 48 men and 17 
women. This number, however, includes one teacher emeritus, two who are 
absent on leave for study, three part time teachers, and seven whose time is 
partly or wholly taken up with administrative duties. Several additions have 
been temporarily made to the faculty during the present year, because of the 
increased attendance. Professors Holmquist and Thormodsgaard, who have been 
away for study the last year, will return at the opening of the new year. Pro- 
fessors .Hartwig, Menchhofer and Hamre have resigned after several years of 
faithfui work. Prof. Motland, Mrs. Mohn ann Mrs. Freche have filled vacancies 
on account of absences for study. Miss Malmin and Miss Post will be absent the 
coming year to continue their graduate work. Miss Karen Larsen will be absent, 
engaged in writing a biography of her father, Dr. Laur. Larsen, the first presi- 
dent of Luther College. In justice to the many, who these last years have been 
absent for study, it should be said that it has been done on their own expense, 
with very few exceptions. 
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In place of those who have resigned or will be absent, the following are rec- 
ommended for election or appointment: permanent, Rev. Theo. Huggenvik, Re- 
ligion; temporary, Richard Beck, English; E. G. Sweibert, History ; Agnes Lar- 
son, History; Nels Minne, Chemistry and Mathematics; Robert Mortvedt, HEng- 
lish, and Arthur Paulson, English. No teacher has been found as yet to take 
place of Miss Post in the Department of Physical Education for Women. It 
may become necessary to appoint an additional instructor in Norwegian. 

The work at the college has been done faithfully and well. Sickness has, 
however, interfered unusually this year. One student died in January after a 
lingering illness. Everything was done to give him proper care. But his time 
had come. In February Prof. Carl Nordberg died, after having been sick several 
months. He was a faithful teacher and a fine Christian personality. His highest 
aim was to buld up the Christian life of the students. He leaves his wife and 
several young children to mourn his passing. Dr. Glasoe, Rey. Kleven, the under- 
signed and, part of the time, Miss Hilleboe and Prof. P. G. Schmidt, have been 
absent from the school the second semester, engaged in the Luther-St. Olaf En- 
dowment Campaign. This, together with the death of Prof. Nordberg, threw an 
extra burden on the remaining members of the faculty. The work and responsi- 
bilities: of the President’s office have been carried by Dean Thompson in addition 
to his regular work. They have carried the work on with faithfulness and fidel- 
ity. In addition both faculty and students have assisted in the campaign, both 
by deed and word. Nearly $30,000.00 was pledged and this after giving $25,000.00 
two years ago for the new building. 

The question of salaries is one that must soon come up, as the schedule now 
in force is not adequate, especially as there is no retiring allowance nor funds 
available to pay for further study.

On the assumption that they will satisfactorily complete the spring semester’s 
work, 183 seniors will be recommended for graduation, for the degree B. A., 
91 men and 88 women, B. Mus., 3 women, and for Diploma in Voice, one woman, 
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The new building completed and dedicated last year has been taken into 
use. Its value to the college cannot be estimated. The cost of building equip- 
ment came to about $310,000, $80,000 of which was given by the General Edu- 
cation Board in New York. They and all, who so willingly contributed, de- 
serve our thanks and appreciation, The alumni, tho young and certainly not 
rich, gave over $70,000 in cash. The building is an expression of the good will 
of our people for St. Olaf. 

_Last fall the erection of the first unit of the Music Hall was started. It 
will be finished in time for the opening of the next school year. The funds for 
the building have been provided mostly thru the tours of the St. Olaf Choir, under 
the direction of Dr. Christiansen and the management of Prof. P. G. Schmidt. 
Not enough funds are on hand to pay the total cost, but it is hoped that the 
balance can be provided thru the further activities of the musical forces of the 
College. It would have been fine if the whole of the building could have been 
completed at this time as an expression of appreciation ofthe contribution of 
Dr. Christiansen to our Lutheran Church and people. We have, however, left it 
to him to build his own monument. 

The Harald Thorson Estate hag been transferred to the College and is now 
under the management of Prof. P. O. Holland, who resigned the position of 
Business Manager, retaining his position as treasurer of the College. Prof. A. O. 
ee has taken his place as Business Manager and Edw. C. Jacobson acts as 
Assistant Treasurer. The estate is in good shape. No losses have so far been 
sustained, but it will still take some time before the economic conditions will 
permit its liquidation. When this happens the money wll be used to build very 
much needed dormitories. 

The Radio Station, W.C.A.L., has according to the request: of the idee Annual 
Meeting continued to broadcast. It should be continued, altho not enough money 
has come in to run it on an efficient basis. They who “listen in” should be en- 
couraged to contribute and the Publicity Committee of the Church should be 
authorized to pay the difference between income and disbursement. It is a 
splendid way of preaching the Gospel to many who either will not or can not 
hear it otherwise. 

During the past two years two of our professors, Rolvaag and Boraas, have 
published books, which have reached a large public. Prof. Rolvaag’s books have 
been published in Norway and will soon come out in Dnglish translation. The 
books of both men have attracted wide and favorable attention. 

There is a rich religious life pulsating at St. Olaf. In so many ways this 
finds expression. This year we have had the help of Revs. Ronning and Gor- 
nitzka. Hach in his own way has made a contribution to the Christian life at 

_ the College. 

The problems in connection with a student body of over 1000 are many 
and often complicated. In the main discipline is good, tho at times things hap- 
pen that. grieve the heart. But taken as a whole the extreme cases are few. 
This can be ascribed to the fine spirit of cooperation existing between ' faculty 
and students in the solution of the many problems arising. The students are 
our Own sons and daughters and the Christian training at home and in the 
Church tells, when they come to college. Of the 1,005 students this year, only 
29 are not Lutherans. These are mostly local students. 

A special report will be printed covering the endowment campaign, so nothing 
more will be said here, except that we are put to shame when we see the faith 
and good will of our people. 

May God give us at St. Olaf grace to live up to the large expectations of 
our people and our Church.

Boe, J. Myron Engen, Leif I. Fjellestad, Gladys T. B. Gilbertson, 
Bernice Lucile Halverson, Clarence M. Hanson, Alvin J. Jerde, Elmer G. Lar- 
son, Marguerite Constance Larson, Ruth Magdalene Leverson, Julius Lillehaug, 
Clarence O. Mengshol, Clifford J. Olson, Luella B. Querness, Alma T. Thomp- 
son, and Mildred Travaillie. Those receiving the B. Mus. degree are Agnes 
Eveline Snoen and Joseph C. Thompson. 

The school year has been a profitable one. The enrollment has reached 

a total of 420 in all departments. The a Capella College Choir took a suc- 
cessful tour to the West Coast. The Forensic Department completed a two- 
year record of 34 victories in debate out of 38 debates entered. In Oratory, 
the school reached fourth place from the top in the National Contest at Estes 
Park, Colorado, and won second place in the National Contest at Norman, Okla- 
homa, Mr. Marcus Houge being the representative in either case. 

The year was fortunate also in a series of services by Rev. A. B. Anderson 
of St. Paul Lutheran Bible School. Religious activities otherwise in the school 
have assumed marked strength. 

The weeks prior to the holidays were darkened by the most unexpected 
illness and death of Prof. Kalmar J. Jacobson. He had been in the service of 
the school vacations as well as school time from his coming, three years ago 
in September. As incumbent of the chair of History and Sociology he had 
won the respect of many. Religiously and socially he had proven himself a 
friend to the average student, and his loss was deeply felt by the institution 
as a whole and the Church at large. May the Lord give many among us the 
devotion to the cause of Christian education which marked his short but 
precious career at Augustana College.

CONCORDIA COLLEGE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

Concordia College opened its school year on September 8th, 1925, and 
closed on June 1st, 1926. The total enrollment for the year was 404. Of this 
number 367 were enrolled in the college department and 37 in the music and 
preparatory departments. The degree of Bachelor of Arts was conferred upon 
63 graduates, this being the largest class in the history of the institution. 
During the past eight years the college department has increased 347 per cent. 
The freshman class last fall numbered 157, an increase of almost 100 per cent 
over the previous year. We have been compelled to limit the enrollment of 
the freshman class next fall to 200. 

Two epoch-making decisions of the Church at its last convention in June, 
1925, have meant much to the future of Concordia College. Our institution 
was assigned a definite territory and authorized to raise an endowment fund. 
These decisions have placed the responsibility, management, and control of 
Concordia College into the hands of a definite constituency and provided the 
necessary funds to care for the increasing financial needs. 

The outstanding feature of the present school year has been the ingather- 
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ing of the Endowment Fund. This work has been carried on in the “Con- 
cordia Territory,” consisting of twenty-four circuits in North Dakota and 
Northern Minnesota. Thru the written and spoken word, our church people 
have become thoroly acquainted with the needs and possibilities of their col- 
lege. The 270 pastors have given unsparingly of their time and service to the 
success of the campaign. Many pastors and lay men have devoted weeks to 
the pre-canvass. An army of twenty-five hundred pastors and lay men par- 
ticipated in the final week of soliciting, May 16-22. It is not an exaggeration to 
say that our people have never before manifested such interest and devotion 
to any cause for the advancement of the Kingdom. On behalf of Concordia 
College I wish to express my sincere appreciation to our circuit chairmen, 
pastors, solicitors, and our church people as a whole for their loyal co-operation 
and generous gifts which have made this great undertaking a signal success. 
I cannot refrain from making special mention of the unqualified support given 
this cause by President I. T. Aastad of the Northern Minnesota District and 
by the late President I. D. Ylvisaker of the North Dakota district, both of 
whom served on our campaign committee. President Ylvisaker literally laid 
down his life for the cause. .A portion of the fund subscribed by his friends in 
North Dakota will be set aside as “The I. D. Ylvisaker Memorial Fund for 
Concordia College.” Blessed be his memory among us. 

On the whole, Concordia College has enjoyed a successful school year. The _ 
best harmony has prevailed among the teachers and the students, and the 
daily tasks have been faithfully and conscientiously performed. During the 
second semester, the faculty assumed additional duties in order to permit four 
teachers to devote their time largely to the endowment campaign. 

The college nurse and deans have conscientiously guarded the health of 
the students and have dealt efficiently with an epidemic of scarlet fever and 
other illness among the students. 

The conduct of the students has been commendable. Wherever cases of 
discipline have arisen, the administration has been given the full co-operation 
and support of the student body. The interest of the students in spiritual 
activities of the College has been especially gratifying. In addition to the regu- 
lar religious activities, Dean Miller has conducted Tuesday evening Bible 
studies, and Prof. A. B. Anderson a week of devotional meetings. These men 
from our Lutheran Bible Institute have been given a blessed gift of presenting 
spiritual truths to young people, and they have left a deep impression upon 
our students. We trust that they will be willing to continue this service 
to the College during the next school year. 

Since January 1st the College has broadcasted its chapel exercises and 
Dean Miller’s Tuesday evening Bible hours by long distance control] from sta- 
tion W-D-A-Y, Fargo, N. Dak. This service is greatly appreciated by our 
church people and will be continued during the next school year. 

The Concordia a Capella Choir and Concert Band, under the direction 
of Prof. Herman Monson, have completed extended tours and appeared in 
several week-end concerts in neighboring cities. The College has maintained 
two choirs and two bands thruout the year. 

The Board of Directors and the Board of Trustees of the College have 
authorized the establishment of three new departments of instruction for next 
year, the department of Philosophy, Physics, and Public Speaking. Owing to 
the increased attendance, several additional assistant instructors will be 
added to the faculty next fall. The following new teachers have been engaged 
for next year: Konrad Lee, Ph. D., Department of Physics; Thos. O. Burgess, 
Ph. D., Department of Education; Matilda Nelson, M. S., Home Economics 
Ruth Lima, A. B., English; Frank Cleve, A. B., Department of Physical Educa- 
tion and Coach of Athletics; Paul A. Rasmussen, A. B., Department of Public 
Speaking and Dean of Men; Carl B. Ylvisaker, A. B., Department of Religion; 
Martha T. Juve, College Nurse. Practically the entire present faculty have 
accepted their re-elections. 

After 15 years of consecrated, constructive and self sacrificing service, Dr. 
J. A. Aasgaard, the beloved president of Concordia College, was called to the 
presidency of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. During his regime the Col- 
lege enjoyed unprecedented growth and development. From a small, strug- 
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gling academy, it has become the second largest College of the Church. The 
remarkable development of the College, in enrollment, prestige, and scholastic 
standing, was due in no small measure to Dr. Aasgaard’s able administration. 
While Concordia could ill afford to lose his services at this time, we extend 
to him our sincere appreciation for what he has accomplished for Concordia 
College and the Church in the Northwest, and pray that God may grant him 
many years of service in the responsible position to which he has been called. 

With grateful hearts we return thanks unto our Heavenly Father for the 
temporal and spiritual blessings so abundantly bestowed upon us individually 
and as an institution during the past year. May these undeserved blessings 
spur us on to greater consecration and more unselfish service in His Kingdom.

RED WING SEMINARY 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT 

Red Wing Seminary completes this year its forty-seventh school year. It 
has in some respects been one of the most noteworthy years in the school’s 
history. Perhaps at no other time has there been in evidence at school such 
general religious interest as at the time of our mid-winter evangelistic meet- 
ings this year. These were in charge of Evangelist E. L. Scotvold. God blessed 
the message he delivered in such a way that a general awakening resulted. It 
is not possible for men to speak definitely about the permanent results in every 
case in matters of the spirit; but it may truthfully be said that the evidences of 
more consistent Christian living indicate that for many the awakening has 
resulted in “newness of life” and re-dedication to the Master. We pray that in 
future years the presence of the Spirit may be even more markedly felt. 

The attendance this year has totalled 126,—sixty-four boys and sixty-two 
girls. The number of boys is the same as that of last year; but the number of 
girls equals only three-fourths of last year’s. Here is another evidence of the 
serious handicap that the school labors under as long as its dormitory facili- 
ties for girls are inadequate. 

The undersigned has made investigations at the University of Minnesota 
in the matter of introducing junior college work at Red Wing Seminary. It 
would mean the addition of two more teachers for the first year of college 
work, and of two more the second year unless some re-adjustments could be 
made in the academy faculty. 

Of our thirty graduates this year from the Academy and Pro-seminary de- 
partments, sixteen are boys, and of these at least ten have definitely decided 
to prepare themselves for the ministry; the probability is that even more will 
eventually find their way to our theological seminary. More than fifty per 
cent of our boys who graduated in 1925 left with the same determination. 

At the graduation exercises this year Rev. N. J. Njus will preach the class 
sermon and President J. A. Aasgaard will give the commencement address. 
May 5, 1926. Herman E. Jorgensen. 


MADISON NORMAL SCHOOL 
PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
To the Board of Education: 
The Lutheran Normal School has enjoyed a good year. 
The teachers in the year 1925-1926 have been as follows:

The attendance has been the best for many years, 109 students having 
been enrolled, aside from the Model School. This is the more gratifying since 
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it more than makes up in attendance for the loss incurred by discontinuing the 
Normal Department. 

The School will do well in further strengthening the academic work. 

The qualifying of young men and women to serve as parochial and Sunday 
School teachers should not be adversely affected by the change that the 
School is undergoing in discontinuing the Teacher Training Department. 

Much interest has been manifested in the future welfare of the School by 
the Lac Qui Parle and Montevideo Circuits. Both circuits have pledged their 
active support of the School. 

The Lac Qui Parle Circuit Luther League has unanimously decided to 
assume one-half of the salary of a fieldman for the School and hopes for a 
possible similar action by the Montevideo Circuit League. 

On April 15th President J. A. Aasgaard visited the School and had a con- 
ference with a number of representative men in this territory in regard to the 
various problems of the School. The discussion and spirit of the meeting 
were such as to give fine encouragement and to stimulate interest in the 
future well-being of the School.

CANTON LUTHERAN NORMAL 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
To the Board of Education: 

Canton Lutheran Normal opened its sixth year September 7, 1925, and will 
complete it May 31, 1926. 

The administrative officers have been: H. M. Dale, acting president; Paul 
Rasmussen, vice president; Maren Linstad, registrar; Constance Weswig, dean 
of women; Eugene Lee, dean of men; Esther Lium, librarian; Lena Tjentland, 
stenographer and bookkeeper. 

The instruction has been given by the following teachers: H. M. Dale, 
Education and Psychology; Paul Rasmussen, History and Economics; Eugene 
Lee, Religion and Science; Elizabeth Muus, Biology and Mathematics; Maren 
Linstad, Methods and Review; Constance Weswig, English; Esther Lium, 
English; Gladys Johnson, Home Economics; Muriel Stubkjaer, Drawing and 
Handwork; Bertha Rorstad, Latin and History; Alvin Albert, Bookkeeping and 
Commercial Branches; Mrs. Nell Albert, Shorthand and Typewriting; Mrs. 
Paul Rasmussen, Voice; Clara B. Duea, Piano, Theory and Chorus. 

We have had a good attendance during the year, averaging about 15 pupils 
more than last year in the regular student body, altho our total attendance 
fell below that of last year, owing to our Music Department. Miss Palma 
Anderson, who taught at our School for a number of years, severed her con- 
nection with the School last year. She has her own studio in town and 
has thus retained most of her old pupils. 

Sixty-eight graduates have completed courses as follows: thirteen the 
two-year advanced course, eighteen the one-year above high school course, 
thirty the four-year intermediate course, one the four-year high school com- 
mercial course, three the two-year commercial course, two the one-year steno- 
graphic, one the one-year home economics course; besides these six receive 
certificates for completing the winter short courses. 

In the month of March Reverend A. B. Anderson conducted a three-day 
Bible institute, and held private conferences with a great number of students. 
The students have taken a great deal of interest in religious work, especially 
was this evidenced during Pastor Anderson’s stay here, and also during Mr. 
Scotvold’s meeting in the local church. 

Last summer a Bible conference of one week was held at the Normal, as 
has been the custom the last few years, and a growing interest is evidenced in 
these conferences. A similar conference will be held this year, beginning 
July 4. 

"The South Dakota District has made arrangements to take over the 
schools, and a definite program for the two schools has been arranged. Thus 
everything seems to point to a bright and harmonious future.

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CLIFTON COLLEGE 


The Clifton College has enjoyed a blessed year in spite of the drought and 
crop failure last year. 

The attendance in the academy shows a marked decrease from that of 
last year, but the increase in the attendance in the Junior College more than 
offsets the loss of the academy. 

The Clifton College has now four of its graduates at the Seminary, two 
at St. Olaf College, and four at Luther College, a total of ten attending our 
colleges and seminary in the north. 

There has been no sickness either among the students or teachers. The 
college is recognized by the State Department of Education of Texas and has 
been admitted as member of the Association of Texas Colleges. The work 
done at Clifton College is thus recognized as being on par with the correspond- 
ing work of the state university and that of any standard college in the south. 


LUTHER ACADEMY 


Luther Academy opened the thirty-eighth school year September 8, 1925, 
and will close with the graduation of a class of 49 members, Friday, June 4. 
The enrollment reached 120 during the year, and the average attendance has 
been approximately the same as in former years. 

With the exception of a few cases of measles, the health conditions have 
been good. ; 

As we analyze the work of the year, we feel impelled to stress the fine 
attitude of the students and the feeling of responsibility manifested by the 
teachers. 

Our prayer is that God may continue to bless our efforts in disseminating 
useful knowledge and in establishing the students in a true and living faith.

OUTLOOK COLLEGE

Department have this year increased 100 per cent.

_ In editing this part of the Annual Report the secretary has, wherever possi- 
ble, incorporated into the printed resolutions the changes adopted by the meet- 
ing. The sub-joined copy from the convention journal shows what the changes 
are and where they have been made. : 

Committee No. 2 consisting of Rev. O. Glesne, Rev. A. M. Kraabel, Rev. EB. S. 
Belgum, Rey. Arnold Flaten, Rey. Olaf Holen, Rev. H. A. Okdale and delegates 
W. A. Suby aand E. Aas, organized by electing Rev. O. Glesne chairman, and H. 
A. Okdale secretary. 

The committee begs to submit the following report: 


Sec. 1 

a) Be it hereby resolved that the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
expresses its sincere thanks and gratitude to the Triune God for His manifest 
goodness and mercy thru which He has made it possible for more than 4,000 
of our young people to enjoy the choice blessing of being educated in our echureh 
schools. : 

b) Be it further resolved that the Norwegian Lutheran Chureh expresses 
its sincere thanks to God for the many faithful, efficient and self-sacrificing 
workers in our church schools who are serving so conscientiously and effectively 
our Chureh and country in diseminating Christian knowledge to the young people 
of our church seeking higher education. 

We pray God in mercy to continue to prosper our church schools by giving us 
teachers in all departments, whose lives and teachings ring true to the confes- 
sions of our faith in the Triune God. 

ec) The Church expresses its gratitude to God for the splendid success of 
the recent endowment drive for Christian Education, for by His unerring Spirit 
He caused our church people to believe that even a mustard seed af faith could 
remove mountains. He gave us the faith. The mountain has disappeared. His 
church is stronger in faith and richer in true happiness. To God be the glory. 

d) The Church expresses its sincere thanks and appreciation to all the 
pastors, congregations and special workers for their energetic, faithful and 
persistent work, making possible the epoch-making results of our endowment 
drive. 

Sec. 2. Madison Normal School 

Whereas the Madison Normal school has becpuse of lack of students for 
the Normal Department been compelled to discontinue said department during 
the school year 1925-1926, 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the following recommendation by the Board of 
Edueation be adopted: 

“In the course of the steady and rapid development of the new demands and 
new situations in the educational world, it has become increasingly difficult to 
meet certain lines of requirements. This applies among other matters to the 

- operation of normal training departments. Under pressure of this fact the 
Board of Education recommended to the convention of 1925 the elimination of 
the training department at the Madison Normal School (An. Report 1925, p. 
246,12). The chureh, however, took no action. At its session April 5-6, the 
board repeated its vote provisionally but requested its chairman to visit Madi- 
son and confer on this and other matters with such representative friends of the 
school as could be assembled. Realizing the difficulties of maintaining this work 
under present state regulations and the expenses involved, it was voted as the 
practically unanimous sentiment of those present that the training department 
he discontinued.’ The committee recommends that Pastor E. R. Rorem be 
elected president of Madison Normal. 


SEC. 3. LUTHER SEMINARY 
Be it resolved, that the following provision recommended by President Bgck- 
man in 1925 be adopted : 
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a) That the Church endorse the proposal to erect a separate building suit- 
able for administrative and library purposes as soon as the necessary funds are 
available. 

b) That the Board of Trustees and Theological Faculty be authorized and 
directed to engage an architect, prepare plans, and do such preparatory work 
as may be required, and that these plans be submitted for approval to the Church 
Council and Board of Education. 

ec) That the Theological Faculty and the Board of Education be authorized 
and asked to organize a campaign to raise the funds for this purpose, the time 
for which campaign to be determined by the next general convention. 

d) That the Board of Trustees be authorized to let the contracts for the 
erection of the building as soon as the funds are available. (An. Rep. 1925, 
p. 250). 

Under the heavy demands upon its financial resources at the time, the con- 
vention took no action in regard to this matter. The Board of Education hereby 
re-submits the recommendation with the further addition that the Church appro- 
priate one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars or as much thereof as may be required 
to cover the cost of the proposed preliminary plans. 


See. 4. EDUCATIONAL SURVEY COMMITTEE 


While the Church recognizes that the slecessful endowment appeal for its 
senior colleges has helped to shape more definitely than heretofore its educa- 
tional policy as far as such colleges are concerned, it is aware of the fact that 
its secondary school problems, complicated by the junior college movement. 
remains largely unsolved. 

Be it therefore resolved, that an Educational Survey Committee consisting of 
nine members, be appointed by the Board of Education, for the purpose of: (a) 
‘making a general survey of our educational institutions; (b) investigating care- 
fully our secondary school problem, especially as affected by the junior college 
movement; (c) formulating, jointly with the Board of Education, so far as 
possible a definite educational policy for our church, to be reported to the general 
convention of 1928. 


SEC. 5. SPOKANE COLLEGE 


Whereas, Prof. H. P. Olson, president of Spokane College, has found it neces- 
sary to resign as president of said institution and whereas he will not consider 
revoking his resignation, ; 

a) Therefore, Be It Resolved: That the church express its sincere thanks 
and appreciation for his efficient and faithful services during his term of office. 

b) Be it further resolved, that this resignation be accepted, and that we 
Board of Education be authorized to fill the vacancy. 


SEC. 6. JON BJARNASON ACADEMY 


Jon Bjarnason Academy, Winnipeg, Canada. 

Resolved that the Church acknowledge with pleasure, the appreciation on the 
part of the Icelandic Synod, of the work of our representative, Prof. H. C. M. 
Wastvold, on the faculty of said academy. May God prosper the good work 
of the academy. We rejoice to have a part in its work. 


SEC. 7. PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


Inasmuch as the Pacific Lutheran College holds a very important position as 
mission stronghold for our church on the west coast, and whereas great future 
possibilities for the school are in sight, be it further resolved, that the church 
give favorable action to the Pacific District’s petition which is hereby offered: 

“Your committee further finds that our school holds such an important place 
in our church as a home mission factor that we feel justified in asking the gen- 
eral convention to allow us $12,000.00 to carry on our work here. Provided that 
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if the proposed co-operation with other church bodies be effected the required 
amount be reduced according to the proportion carried by the respective bodies 
that co-operate with us. (Adopted as amended. See below.) 


SEC. 8. SECONDARY SUBSIDIZED SCHOOLS 


Whereas the secondary schools are of vital importance to our church, and 
whereas they all are in real need of funds for their maintenance and growth, 

Therefore, be it Resolved: hat the following secondary subsidized schools, 
Central Wisconsin College, Gale College, Waldorf College, Park Region Luther 
College, Pleasant View College, Clifton College, Camrose College, Outlook Col- 
lege and Luther Academy, be granted an additional appropriation so that each 
school receives $5,000.00 for the years 1927 and 1928. (Substitute motion given 
below, adopted.) 


SEC. 9. DR. BOCKMAN 


Whereas Dr. M. O. Bégckman has given the church an unusually long period 
of unique Christian service, as pastor, theological professor and president of 
Luther Seminary, 

Therefore, Be It Resolved: 

a) That the Church invites Dr. Bgckman to spend his vacation in Norway, - 
as a special yote of appreciation of his services to the church. 

b) That the church is glad to be permitted in this way to provide Dr. 
Béckman with a pleasant and restful summer vacation, and 

ec) That the Board of Trustees be authorized to provide suitable funds for 
Dr. Bégckman’s vacation trip. 


SEC. 10. DR. F. M. CHRISTIANSEN, ST. OLAF CHOIR AND ST. 
OLAF MUSIC HALL 


Whereas the present magnificent music hall that is now being erected on the 
_ St. Olaf campus stands there as a result of the faithful service of the St. Olaf 
Choir under the leadership of Dr. Christiansen, and whereas the funds have

REQUEST FROM THE SECONDARY SCHOOLS 
Submitted in Connection with Sec. 8 


We are all happy over the splendid success of the Endowment Campaign for 
our senior colleges. ; 

Our Academies, however, are in a different situation financially. It is there- 
fore necessary to give them some extra immediate help.

A) $45,000.00 thereof to be assumed by the school ‘district assigned to the 
Augustana College Association, which amount is to be raised as follows: 
$5,000.00 to be added to the budget apportionment of said church to said dis- 
trict each year and that such $5,000.00 so raised together with any surplus that 
may be raised by said district over the said budget apportionment of said 
_Church to said district each year be paid to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of

Trustees and the Board of Education, and the balance of said indebtedness of

3) Be it further resolved that the item of indebtedness for furniture and 
fixtures at Canton Lutheran Normal School in the amount of $19,359.14 be 
absorbed by the Norwegian Lutheran ‘Church of America. 

Adopted subject to the approval of South Dakota District and the Augustana 
College Association. 

Committee No. 6 reported the following section in two paragraphs: Both 
paragraphs were adopted. 

“Whereas it is necessary for the college to hold its own endowment fund, as 
required by the North Central Association of Colleges, for proper accreditation, 
the church authorizes, empowers and directs the Board of Trustees to transfer 
the endowment funds of Augustana College and Normal School and the Canton 
Normal School to the Augustana College Association . . . provided that the 
condition agreed upon in regard to the indebtedness . . . incurred in con:

thereon substantially $90,000.00 to be disposed as already voted yesterday, that 
$45,000.00 be assumed by the Augustana College Corporation and the remainder 
absorbed by the church subject to the same connections governing either prop- 
erties turned over to the Augustana College Association.

The Luther-St. Olaf Endowment has succeeded far beyond what we had in 
mind when we went before the annual meeting of our Church in 1923 and again 
in 1925 and requested permission. to raise additional endowment for these two 
colleges in order to preserve their accreditation in the North Central Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools. The endowment appeal has shown that our 
people recognize the importance of their colleges to the Church and that they are 
willing to do what is necessary to maintain these Colleges on a level with what 
is required of such institutions in our day. 

The fundamental principle of the appeal was to explain the situation to our 
people—to tell it to the Church—and then leave it to our Church people to 
respond as their hearts prompted them to meet. the need.

SEAMEN’S MISSION, GALVESTON, TEXAS 


Arrived in Galveston July Ist, 1925. Began by holding services in the hall on 
24th and Strand Streets. Up till September Ist only one service was held each 
Sunday at 3:00 P. M., and a mid-week service and social for sailors every Thurs- 
day evening. On September Ist I began to have both morning and evening ser- 
vices on Sunday. At the same time a congregation was organized with sixteen 
members. A ladies’ aid was also organized at this time with six members; which 
now has increased to fourteen. 

In the six months of 1925 I visited 86 ships, out of which twenty-four were 
Norwegian, nine Swedish, six Danish. The other ships were of the following na- 
tionalities: American, German, Hollander, Belgian, and three Nicaraguan motor- 
ships that ply in the banana trade between Galveston and Mexico. All the sailors 
on the three boats are Norwegians. 

The meetings on Sundays have been well attended, an average of thirty more or 
less—the most being sixty and the smallest number fourteen. On an average there 
are forty present at the Thursday meetings. This. varies, of course, between 
twenty and eighty, and a few times over one hundred have attended. A young

people’s society counting twenty-two was organized in September. These people 
are working wonderfully. 

I make regular visits to the hospitals three times a week, and oftener when 
necessary. Also make regular visits to the jail. Many Scandinavian and German 
sailors are in prison ready to be deported, because they have no papers that entitle 
them to be in the States. They are sent to Galveston from all the western states. 
To those I have to minister and get ship accomodation for, so they can get to their 
respective countries. Twenty-four men have been helped in this way—seven Nor- 
wegians, thirteen Swedes, one Dane, one Slovakian, three Germans. 

Three sailors, concerning whom inquiry had been received from their parents, 
have been found. An old Norwegian man, of whom his relatives in Norway had 
not heard for twenty years, was located; also a Norwegian woman who had 
married here, and had not written home for several years. 

The Norwegians in Galveston have given liberally to the building fund, so we 
now have subscribed $1,600.00. 

The average expense of the mission has been about $60.00 a month. 

Over $2,000.00 has thru the mission been sent to Scandinavian countries by 
sailors. 3 

Some money is deposited in the banks for safe keeping for the sailors. 

Many sailors, and even people in town, have received financial aid from the 
mission. Our prayer and aim is to get our own church home and reading-room 
as soon as possible. 

In January, 1926, we started a Sunday School. Since that time the Sunday 
morning services have been in English, and the evening services in Norwegian. A 
Norwegian Seamen’s Mission in Galveston is essential.

BETHANY INDIAN MISSION, WITTENBERG, WIS. 


The year 1925 was, in some respects, a very trying one at our mission. When 
we entered upon it, prospects were indeed good. We had a pleasant holiday season. 
Our people far and near had seen to it that all our 134 children each received a 
Christmas gift, and old and young who gather at our church in the rural district 
were remembered in a similar way. There was general good feeling, as is befitting 
such a season. Extremely cold weather set in and froze up our water works and 
damaged the three main buildings to such an extent that they could not be used. 
We discontinued school and sent the children back to their homes. A number 
were kept in a building at our mission, which it was possible to heat. 

The executive board decided that it would not be good policy to try to repair 
the water works. which had been in almost constant use during twenty-five years, 
but that we ought to connect with the city water works. The city council was 
willing to assume one-third of the expense, and we at once went to work, laying 
“water pipes to the city mains. Indians did the work, at $2.50 per day. It was 
stipulated that we pay the city of Wittenberg $200.00 annually for all the water we 
need for all purposes. It will be a saving for the mission not to have to operate 
machinery in connection with water works. All the expenses incurred by in- 
stalling the city water have now been paid, a sum of $1,868.99. 

Thus we were in good shape to receive the children on their return October 
Ist. They were very pleased to re-enter after a period of more or less misery 
at home. It can safely be said that the trials we underwent were blessings in 
disguise. : 

The appropriations this year being smaller than for the year 1925, we have been 
obliged to reduce the attendance to 105, some 30 less than in 1925. We succeeded 
in getting quite a few of our older children into government schools in other states, 
and thus is was possible to receive into our mission practically all the smaller 
and most needy of the children. 

While we do not get aid from the government, it gives us pleasure to state that 
the government sent us an eye and throat specialist, as well as a dentist, who spent 
some time examining the children. 10 needed an operation for serious eye trouble, 
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8 or 10 for some throat disease. 2 were in the beginning stages of tuberculosis and 
are now being cared for at one of the government sanatoria. 

Services are being held regularly every Sunday also at our mission church in 
the rural district. An Indian interpreter is employed. -He meets with Pastor 
Rykken once a week to go thru the sermon for the coming Sunday. On the basis 
of the knowledge thus gained he makes further preparations. Thus his talk on 
Sunday is in the main. a re-statement of Pastor Rykken’s sermon. The old 
Indians especially, follow his utterances with close attention. He received his 
elementary education at our mission, was baptized and confirmed, and later atten- 
ded one of the Indian government schools. He has good command of English and 
knows his mother tongue almost to perfection. Let it be added that the Indians, 
when they orate in their native language, are very eloquent and impressive. 

Six infants have been baptized during the year. The greater number now 
bring their infants to have them baptized. 

Pastor Ryggen reports 58 communicant members at the station, 23 at our 
mission church in the country, 23 catechumens. 

Some still adhere to the traditions of their fathers. These look askance at the 
life and teachings of the Christians. We tell such that there are of course 
two kinds of whites as well. 

Four adults have been buried in the cemetery of our mission church in the rural 
district this last year, three of whom were confessing Christians. It is indeed 
blessed to think of these as fallen asleep in Jesus. 

We try to assist our Indians in doing better at farming. As a rule they have 
40 acres and enough cleared for vegetables, potatoes etc., and hay for two cows. 
Our mission friend, Miss Fosmark, recently sent $40.00 with which to purchase a 
cow for a family with seven children. This was a timely and fitting help. There 
are several families that could be helped in a similar way. Who will be first to 
make use of this fine opportunity to contribute to a good cause?—The Indians, by 
the way, did not like milk; they do so now, and the children scramble for it. 

A ladies’ aid consisting of Winnebago women has been organized thru the 
efforts of Pastor Rykken. They bring sandwiches and cake, and as their contribu- 
tion they bring 15 cents and a basket. Coffee is being served at the meetings, 
but Pastor Rykken has to prepare it. 

Finally, dear reader, we live in a time when disbelief and indifference are 
threatening also this work among the Indians. They, too, are being influenced by 
the anti-Christian tendency of the times. We can only, as heretofore, keep close to 
the written and verbally inspired Scriptures. We know no other remedy or anti- 
dote. And we do indeed see proofs that His Word does not return to Him void 
but accomplishes that for which He sent it. 

Our hearty thanks to all who have sent clothes and shoes to our mission, as 
well as clothes for older Indians. A suit of clothes to an old Indian who is 
freezing is apt to make him friendly disposed toward our work. It is a good 
point of contact and may bring him within hearing distance of the Gospel. There- 
fere, dear friends, lend us a helping hand whenever and in whatever manner con- 
venient for you. You may thus help us in throwing out the lifeline to some Indian 
or Indians who are well-nigh struggling in the waters of despair.

FISHERMEN’S HOME, KETCHIKAN, ALASKA 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 
Grace and Peace: 

With the closing month of 1925, the Home Mission work of our Church in 
Ketchikan, Alaska, enters upon its third year. It was, as will be remembered, in 
1923, the 15th of November to be exact, that our Mission Board thru Rev. C. S. B. 
Hoel purchased the property destined to become the Seamen’s Home of Ketchikan. 

The first year proved that the expectations of success were well founded, and 
this in regard to both the financial as well as the more important moral and spi- 
ritual side of it. And now, at the close of the second year, the financial reports 
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show that the debt of $22,000.00 incurred at the time of purchase when $8,000.00 
was applied to the purchase price, has been reduced to less than $12,000.00. And 
all thru the ability of the Home to carry itself financially. 

Tho we feel that as a church venture the financial side of it should not be of 
too great importance, we realize, nevertheless, that it is of considerable importance, 
as we have felt that during the last few years with the financially critical times, it 
would be almost too much to ask our Church for support. And now when the place 
pays for itself, it is reasonable that we should rejoice and thank God that He 
has prospered and blessed the institution also in such a matter. 

The sum of $1,000.00 was appropriated at the meeting in St. Paul last summer, 
and on account of the urgency of having considerable repairs made on the build- 
ing, this money was advanced this year, (1925). The repair most needed was 
that of the roof, the condition of which was such that had it not been fixed at 
that time, a much heavier expenditure would have been necessary. Right here it 
might be proper to state that the Home has been selfsupporting due to rigid 
economy, and as for major repairs, it has been entirely out of the question to take 
care of them from the income of the Home. 

The Seamen’s Home is in a fair state of repair at the present time, tho it would 
be well to do something to the piling (jacking up the building and capping the old 
piles), and to paper some of the rooms and halls of the hotel part. This ought 
to be done this coming fall, and money ought to be appropriated for it at our 
meeting in June. 

More and more the Seamen’s Home has become a home to the sailors and 
fishermen in Alaska, and the influence of such a place cannot be overestimated. 
It enjoys the goodwill of the townspeople as well, and the influence of and ac- 
quaintance with it stretches also to foreign countries. Many letters have been 
received, especially from Norway, thanking us for the work that is being done. 


The work itself, from the standpoint of missionary work, is practically iden- 
tical with that of any Seamen’s home anywhere else. The spirit of service is 
stressed and the nature of the work often, and most often, is that of service ren- 
dered in various ways, such as taking care of their mail, the Home really becomes 
a private sub-postoffice,—taking care of or sending money,;—training for citizenship 
and teaching of English,—acting as interpreter at various occasions,—stepping in 
when the law has been broken, innocently or otherwise,—and of being sort of a big 
brother by doing big-brother acts. 

The spiritual work is first of all in the Home. The chapel in connection with 
the reading room is used for services and devotional meetings as well as for Sun- 
day School and ladies’ aid meetings. Meetings have been conducted regularly with 
the language question divided on a fifty-fifty basis. It is very encouraging to see 
the fishermen and sailors come to worship in increasing numbers. The young 
people’s programs Sunday nights are so attractive, and the attendance increases 
so rapidly that it is only a question of time when the place must be enlarged. 


Aside from the regular Seamen’s Home work we have had that of the congrega- 
tion in the city. This work, being entirely new when we started, necessarily had 
a small beginning. Few pupils for Sunday School, few members for the ladies’ 
aid, and few people attending services. The few, however, who took part were 
tremendously interested, and with the help of these the work soon took on a regular 
character, and as the weeks went by, more and more came and took part, and 
now there is a small but determined congregation, intending to build a church, and 
very anxious to get a pastor who will devote his entire time to the wok. This 
is a matter I cannot too strongly recommend, for so far the establishing of a con- 
gregation has been of secondary importance to the pastor, for he has had his 
hands full at the Home. With a pastor for the congregation, there is little doubt 
that the Lutheran congregation soon would be the strongest religious organization 
in Ketchikan. 

It was of great value and help to get an assistant for the Home, and I want 
to express my gratitude to the Home Mission Board for sending him. With my 
leaving Ketchikan there will again be a vacancy for an assistant, and I would like 
to suggest that as the assistant, with my departure, stepped in as manager, it does 
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hardly seem necessary to have another ordained man for the Home. But an as- 
sistant there must be. The work is too much and too varied for one man. 

The work of the Norwegian Young People’s Federation, now a part of our 
Church, should be encouraged and helped in every way possible. That society 
furnished the assistant for a whole year, has furnished the reading room with a 
fine writing desk and with stationery, and has furnished the mission boat, which 
is to be at our disposal as much as possible. Besides this the society intends to 
build a community house, or chapel, as a sort of extension work of the Home in 
Ketchikan, at Port Alexander. Such a project is heartily endorsed by us, and we 
sincerely hope that it may materialize.

DEAF AND BLIND MISSION, FARIBAULT, MINN., 
AND COUNCIL BLUFFS, IOWA 


“Then shall the eyes of the blind be opened, and the ears of the deaf shall be 
unstopped. Then shall the lame man leap as a hart, and the tongue of the dumb 
shall sing; for in the wilderness shall waters break out, and streams in the desert” 
(Is. 35:5-6). , 

These signs of the Redeemer’s glorious work are spiritually fulfilled also among 
those who are literally deaf or blind or epiteptic (lame) even today. The work has 
been pushed as far as convenient in these state institutions, and as hard as resources 
would allow also this past year. In accordance with request fromthe deaf, services 
have been held for deaf only, at 10:00 A. M., and for the blind at 11:15 A. M. 
every Sunday. For the epilejtic and feeble-minded as often as convenient. 

Services at the Iowa School for Deaf at Council Bluffs, have been conducted as 
usual, and a class of 6 deaf was confirmed May 31st, 1925. Some of these were 
first baptized. 

A class of 18 deaf and 6 blind was confirmed at Effata Church, Faribault, 
Minn., on May 24, 1925. Some of these were also baptized. Therefore a total of 
30 have been prepared for communicant membership, and some were prepared 
in our church and confirmed in their own church at home during the summer vaca- 
tion, and were received into communicant membership in Effata church upon their 
return to school last fall. There were 75 communicants at the Lord’s Table May 
24, and 146 on Dec. 13, 1925. A total of 221 for last year. And at Council Bluffs, 
May 21, 25 communicants, making a total of 246 communicants among deaf and 
blind, and about 25 among epileptic and feeble-minded. 

A deaf girl was confirmed in Rev. C. P. Heltne’s church at Locust, Iowa, Nov. 1, 
and several deaf were gathered for services. This class will be continued as op- 
portunity permits. 

One of our members of Effata Church, Mr. David Skinaway, of Indian an- 
cestry, died at the University Hospital this winter. The pastor visited him and 
administered communion. 

Two of the deaf teachers of the Minnesota School and teachers at Effata 
Church were married by the pastor at the school auditorium June 11, in the presence 
of all the faculty and deaf pupils and friends. 
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Mr. and Mrs. W. Lauritsen and Mr, L. M. Larson are given honorary mention 
as assistants in the work. 

The Saturday school and Bible classes have been well attended, about 135 being 
the average attendance among the deaf, and about 35 among the blind. A smaller 
class will be confirmed in Effata Church this year. Because of the low age of 
those in line for confirmation, the main class will be held over till next year. Bul 
there will be smaller classes after this time. We have caught up with the normal 
influx of new pupils and classes, and the work is becoming easier as it is progressing. 

Running expenses are taken care of by private gifts, since the Synod discontinued 
this support three years ago. No outside support in the work of preaching was 
received last year. May God continue to let His healing waters break out in the 
wilderness and streams in the desert of these unfortunate members of society.

DEAF-MUTE MISSION, SIOUX FALLS, S. D. 


During 1925 my work in Sioux Falls was continued in the same manner as 
before, going from Dell Rapids every Monday of the school year to give instruction 
at the state school from 4 to 6 P. M. There was last fall a change in the super- 
intendency of the school, but the new head is also in favor of the work that we do. 

The number of pupils at the institution has had a falling off, so I have only 17 
pupils this year. Of these, 5 are in the class for beginners, 4 are preparing for 
confirmation, and 8 are in the Bible class. 

I have met with them 34 times for instruction, held one confirmation service 
and a communion service. 

May the Lord bless the work done to the honor of His name.

RELIGIOUS WORK AT STATE SCHOOLS 


A growing department of the Home Mission has been the work among students 
at state universities and other schools. We have not been as quick to sense the 
importance of this work as most of the other church bodies. Even other Lutheran 
church bodies have taken steps far in adyance of us in regard to this field. But 
the indications are that we too are finally beginning to realize that work among 
students at our state schools is not only necessary but full of promise as well. 
During the past year about twenty of our pastors doing work among students at 
such places, have met together and organized The Lutheran Student Pastors’ As- 
sociation of the N. L. C. A. Mutual problems were discussed and plans laid for 
presenting this work to our people in such a way that it may be better understood. 

As a further indication of aroused interest might be mentioned the fact that at 
one of its recent meetings the executive board of the Young People’s League decided 
to appropriate a considerable sum of money to help further this work. Some way 
of handling this appropriation should, if possible, be arranged for at this meeting. 

In regard to the work in all the local fields we find that considerable good work 
is being done in many of them. At several of the normal schools pastors report a 
large interest in church work on the part of students. And too much can not be 
said about the importance of these particular schools from which so many of the 
teachers of our children come. At the larger state universities and its branch 
schools, work of an encouraging nature has been carried on. At Morris, Minn., 
a new church has recently been completed. At Ames, Iowa, a church is being 
built, but is not yet completed for lack of funds. At the University of Minnesota, 
The University Lutheran Church of Hope has started the building of a great addi- 
tion to the old church, which has long since been outgrown. Some support for

7 EVANGELISTIC WORK 


The three evangelists, Pastor Ronning, Pastor Tjornhom, and Mr. Scotvold, have 
in the past year conducted a total of 953 meetings. Of these, 525 meetings were 
conducted in the Norwegian language, while at 428 the English language was used. 

One hundred and seventy-eight different congregations have been visited by the 
three evangelists. As a rule the meetings have been well attended, and the evan- 
gelists report that in many places they have been given the privilege of wit- 
nessing that sinners have been converted, and that those who had previously accepted 
Christ have been strengthened in thir faith. 

Several of our schools have been visited by the evangelists, such as St. Olaf 
College, Red Wing Seminary, Canton Normal, and the meetings there conducted 
especially for the young, have not been in vain, but have been abundantly blessed. 

The evangelists have received so many invitations that it is absolutely impos- 
sible for these three men to meet the demand and take care of them all. This, 
of course, proves that the evangelistic work is more and more recognized and saught 
by our pastors and congregations. 

The evangelists greatly appreciate the consideration and kindness with which 
they have been met at the different places. - 

God has surely added His blessing to this work and recognized it as His own. 
To Him belongs the honor and glory for is all. May His blessing continue to 
rest upon this important avtivity of our Church.

In editing this part of the Annual Report the secretary has, wherever possi- 
ble, incorporated into the printed resolutions the changes adopted by the meet- 
ing. The sub-joined copy from the convention journal shows. what the changes 
are and where they have been made. 


COMMITTEE REPORT 


Committee No. 3 organized itself by electing Rev. Omar Brenne chairman 
and Rey. C. B. Ingebrigtson secretary. 

The committee respectfully submits the following report: 

The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America returns thanks unto God, who 
by His Grace has prospered its efforts in the Home Mission field. 

The Church also thanks the Home Mission Board, the workers in the vari- 
ous fields, for their faithful and untiring services, and all who in prayer and 
with gifts have remembered and supported the Home Mission in the past year. 


SEC. 1. IMPORTANCE OF HOME MISSIONS 


When Jesus founded the Christian Church he said, “Go ye and make disciples 
of all nations.’ His fiirst disciples heeded this command. This command still 
applies to the Church; to our Church. We have unlimited opportunity of extend- 
ing God’s Kingdom. Let us reach as many as possible of the 60,000,000 of 
unchurched in our own beloved nation, regardless of nationality. The Church 
is mindful of the truth expressed by its president in his message to the Third 
General Triennial Convention: 

“There is probably no department in our Church work that needs more 
attention at present than the work of Home Missions. If our Church is to 
grow and increase, we must be kindled with zeal to bring Christ to the people 
in our homeland. Startling figures make us realize that the Church is not 
holding its own with the increase in population. Unless the Church reaches 
them, numbers of nominal Lutherans will soon become non-Lutherans. Children 
that should be instructed in the Catechism will soon reach the age that they 
are beyond contact. The present status of our budget has made it practically 
impossible to extend the work to any great degree. We have marked time 
on the Home Mission field and our opportunity will soon be lost. If our sup- 
port of Home Missions decreases it will eventually break down the other activi- 
ties of our Church. The work of planting the Church in the homeland is funda- 
mental. There can be no holding our own except in a constant widening of our 
porders. Standing still in mission work means loss because the country is 
growing. We have a message to bring to our people. We know ourselves it 
is the best that we can give. Shall we not bring to town and country the means 
of grace thru the work df church and pastor? Careful attention and care must 
be given to the promoting of Home Mission work in our cities and larger vil- 
lages. From the cities and villages the influences go out into the country that 
will make for better or worse. We need funds to bring this work up to where 
it ought to be. More effort must be made to awaken our people to this crying 
need so that the amount of money available for the actual support of Home 
Mission stations is increased.” 

The Church rejoices in the fact that the work of the Home Mission depart- 
ment of our Church has been recognized with a substantial increase in the bud- 
get adopted for 1927-1928. ° 


Other members of the committee are: Pastors O. M. Odland, T. J. Langley, 
H. B. Okland, J. B. Rockne and Delegates H. P. Sponheim, Thos. Jorstad and 


Peter Johnson. 
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SEC. 2. CHURCH EXTENSION 


It is conceded by all interested in the Home Mission of our Church that 
Church Extension is necessary for its success. Home Mission work is more 
often than not well nigh impossible unless a church or chapel can be provided 
for the newly organized work. Without the aid of Church Extension such a 
church cannot in most cases be secured and the work already under way ‘is 
wasted. It is, therefore, deplorable that the receipts of Church Extension were 
‘SO meager, only $2,427.99. It is equally deplorable that so many churches 
indebted to Church Extension, some for a long term of years, are making little 
or no effort to take up their notes, thus enabling the Home Mission Board to 
give aid to at least a few of the 44 churches that have applied for loans and 
are standing in the waiting line. Church Extension has altogether too few funds. 

Be it therefore resolved, that Church Extension be placed on the budget in 
the sum of $25,000.00 for 1927 and 1928; and it is recommended that these funds 
be raised by observing Sexagesima and Septuagessima as Church Extension 
Sundays. 

Be it further resolved, that whenever a church indebted to Church Extension 
applies for a renewal of its notes and mortgage, such renewal shall be made 
on an amortization plan. 


SEC. 3. EVANGELISTIC WORK 


Whereas, the Evangelistic work of the three evangelists now employed by 
the Central Mission Committee has been well received, and the expenses met 
by congregations, visited, and whereas these laborers cannot supply the demand. 
Last section deleted. 


SEC. 4.—BOOK MISSION 


Whereas, the Book Mission is doing a very blessed work in spreading the 
gospel thru the printed word and many concrete cases can be referred to where 
souls have been led to their Savior thru its use, 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the Church urge all its pastors to employ this 
method of reaching souls and to take up annual collections in order that this 
mission may be extended. 


SEC. 5. FOLLOW-UP WORK 


Whereas, more and more of our people are moving into our cities and often 
are lost to our Church. 

Be it therefore resolved, that the Church call the attention of the various 
Home Mission Boards to the splendid resolution adopted by the Chicago Home 
Mission Conference, Jan. 27-31, 1926, (See page 30), ‘as soon as possible a 
field missionary shall be appointed who shall devote all his time and ability 
to further direct the Home Mission activity in the district,” 

Bt it further resolved, that all pastors be urged to notify one another of 
people moving from one field to another. (See the amendment given below). 


SEC. 6. VARIOUS ACTIVITIES 


Whereas, our Home Mission activities, such as Seamen’s Missions, Indian 
Missions, Eskimo Mission, Immigrant Mission, Deaf and Blind Missions by the 
grace of God are flourishing and doing a blessed work, 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the Church urge its congregations to remem- 
ber these activities in prayer and with gifts. -

og folferite dijtrifter. Ti hvad fan en eller endog fun to misjionerer utrette iblandt 
et fjeleantal paa fire a jyv Hundrede tujen? Det er ensbetydende med at vort 
jamfund ffulde ba fun en a to prefter blandt et Yignende jjeleantal. Baa Madagas- 
far bar Der bed fidfte fonferan3 fjorten lebdige ftillinger at befette efter fyte og 
ferierendDe mi8fionerer, men fun jyv misjionerer at anjette. Og hvad ftillingen 
ellers angaar, er MadagaSfar iffe Heldigere ftillet end Rina Hvad antal av mis- 
fionerer angaar. 

Gidfte aar maatte en misfioner ta bare paa arbeidet i tre vidtjtrafte misfions- 
diftrifter, en anden i to, flere Ddijtrifter hadbe ingen fvindelig arbeider, og ftillingen 
er i ethvert tilfelbe uforanbdret ogfaa for indeverende aar.

Maar jaa intet ,,emergency fund“ 
haves for jaadanne tilfelbder, av hvilte flere eller ferre indtreffer hvert aar — for 
dette aars vedfommende et ufedvanlig ftort antal — da blir man ngbdt til at betale 
hojpitalregninger eller Hjemreifeutgifter fra andre dele av bubdgettet, og arbeidet lider 
jaa meget mere.

Ymid- 
lertid anfom ifjor jommer paft. §. &. Ylvisafer itl Zulu og Har fiden beret de to 
nebnte migfionerer til jtor hjelp. Og ut paa Hpften vendte gamle paft. . B. S. 
wftcup tilbafe og optof arbeibde igjen. Dette bar naturligvis til jtor opmuntring og 
glede, iffe mind{t for hans fjere menighet i Cntument. Cndbidere er frf. Caroline 
Witrup vendt tilbafe for at fortjette fit arbeide ved pifehjemmet og ffolen paa 
Eniument.

Naar dette belsp mu imidfertid er blil 
reducert tif $12,441.60, jfyldes det de ftadia ftigende ,pro rated” utgifter. Yor hed- 
ningemi8jionen3 vedfommende belpp didfe fig til $36,804.64. 

Befthrelfen indftiller et arbeidshudget for 1927 paa $349,288.40. Sertil foieds 
»pro rated amounts” $37,936.42, t alt $387,224.82. for 1928, $331,473.06, 
og ,pro rated amount3” $37,936.42. Tiljammen $369,409.48. Gamfundet3 bud- 
getfomite (Board of Trujtees) indjtiller imidlertid at bubdgettet for 1927 blir det 
jamme fom den jum der indjamledeS i 1925, altjaa for hebdningemi3fionens bved- 
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fommende $366,675.87 (ca. $25,000 mindre end det indjtillede budget) og for aaret 
1928 den fum fom indfommer i 1927.

Schreuder-misfionen. — WarSmgtet 1 1925 befluttet at abgisrelfen angaaende 
fremtidig orbdning av denne misjton utfeettes til foellesmptet i 1926.

In editing this part of the Annual Report the secretary, has, wherever possi- 
ble, incorporated into the printed resolutions the changes adopted by the meet- 
ing. The sub-joined copy from the convention shows what the changes are and 
where they have been made. 


Foreign Missions 


Committee No. 4, composed of the following members: Rev. J. J. Hkse, 
Rev. K. A. Bodin, Rev. C. J. Naglestad, Rev. O. F. Braaten, Rev. M. A. Christ- 
ensen, Rev. Chr. Hoversten, Del. Hans Hextell, Del. Anton Dahle, and Rev. 
J. C. K. Preus, met Thursday noon and organized by electing Rev. Preus sec- 
retary and Rev. Christensen chairman. 

The committee begs to submit the following report: 


SECTION 1. 
a. “Give thanks unto the Lord for He is good and His mercy endureth 
forever.’ In spite of our many shortcomings and half-hearted efforts the 


Lord has thruout the past year again abundantly blessed the labors of our 
Church in the foreign mission field. For this we lift up our hearts and voices 
in praise and thanksgiving to the Lord of the Harvest. 

b. We humbly and gratefully acknowledge that but for His fatherly pro- 
tection our missionaries and native congregations in the war-stricken territory 
of China could not have survived. 

e. The Church body also expresses its appreciation of the generous sup- 
port accorded this branch of our work by congregations and individuals. May 
the Lord richly bless every cheerful giver. 

d. The attention of the convention is called to the passing away of Miss 
Agnes Kittelsby and the violent death of our pioneer missionary, Daniel Nel- 
son. May God be the stay and comfort of the bereaved families. 

It is suggested that the president of the church body arrange for a brief 
memorial service in honor of these, at some time during this convention. 

e. The convention expresses its deep sympathy with congregations and 
missionaries where the latter have been driven from their field of labor. Like- 
wise for those who because of broken down health have been compelled to lay 
down their work. It is our hope and prayer that they may be able at an early 
date to resume their labors in their respective fields under more favorable 
conditions. 

f. The convention exhorts the congregations and individuals of our Church 
to more earnest and constant prayer both for the physical safety of our mis- 
sionaries and the spiritual growth and development in all our foreign fields. 


SECTION 2 


a. The Church notes with concern the ever pressing need of more laborers 
in the foreign field and the consequent lost opportunities for a widening of 
our frontier. 

While the Board of Foreign Missions continues to grapple with this per- 
plexing problem we can only urge our people to pray that the Lord, who has 
put it into the hearts of many of our young people to offer themselves for 
foreign service, may also conquer the hearts of many others so that they may 
be willing to render unto the Lord a fuller share of that which is His and 
which is needed to extend His Kingdom. 


SEC. 3. THE SCHREUDER MISSION 


The problem of the Schreuder Mission in South Africa has long been press- 
ing for a final solution. Now, as if in direct answer to the prayers of the mis- 
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sionaries and native Christians, as well as many mission friends at home, the 
society in Norway offers our church full possession and control of this mission. 

a. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America expresses its sincere 
appreciation of this generous offer and accepts it in the same spirit in which it 
is tendered. 

b. The convention approves the recommendation of the Board of Foreign 
Missions, as proposed in the printed report, page 113-114: 

1. At samfundet overtar styret for Schreuder-missionen og ansvaret for 
dens drift.

Annual Report of the Department of Charities for the 
Year 1925 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 
Grace and Peace. 

“Be ye merciful as your Father also is merciful.” 

Our Heavenly Father certainly pays us a wonderfuJ and comforting compli- 
ment in these words. In other words, He says, “Be like God,’ and that in 
such an unnatural matter as that of being merciful. It is not natural for us 
to be merciful. It is something acquired by those in whom the Christ-life dwells. 
It is the Christ-life in action, and the Christ-life is always the same. There is 
no variableness nor shadow of turning in that. Whether it is found in the 
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physical Christ or in our hearts, it is the same life. It wishes the same works 
tor the same and accomplishes the same wherever it is. 

His delight was and is to glorify the name of God on this earth and to 
finish the work He had ordered done. 

it is with regret we must report that 1925 was a year of trials and searchings 
of hearts, but these conditions have been fruitful of much prayers, reliance on 
God, and consecration to God and His work. 

We asked the Church for a budget of $26,507.00 more than the Church 
granted us. This made it very difficult. The ditterent institutions and activities 
had not asked for any more than they needed, and when the budget was sv 
greatly reduced it wrought hardships to all concerned. 

Under these conditions we feel so much the more grateful to God and His 
people that it has been possible to bring the year to a close without any great 
retrenchment of the work. But when we say this we want to emphasize the fact 
that our institutions are not being kept in repairs as they should be, and that 
is very poor economy. 

We also wish to call the attention of the Church to the vast fields that are 
open to us and urge us on to greater activity and usefulness in the vineyard 
of our Lord. Truly the fields are white and the laborers can not be hired 
because of lack of funds. May we ask all members of our beloved Church to be 
- instant in prayer to God that the Church may have what it needs in order 
to do His and our business. ‘‘Be ye merciful as your Father also is merciful.” 


HOMES FOR THE AGED 


During the year the 9 homes have cared for 399 inmates, which is 9 more 
than in 1924, Of these 399, 176 have been sick from time to time, and 22 died. 
On January 1st, there were 339 inmates at the homes, and on December 31st 
there were 336 inmates at the homes, or 8 less than at the beginning of the year. 

Skaalen Home for the Aged 

Mrs. B. J. Larson has resigned as matron, and Mrs. Ida Sather has been 

called to this position. 


Glenwood Home for the Aged 


The superintendent, Rev. H. J. Stormoe, has been sick for some time, but 
has been able, by the assistance of Mrs. Stormoe, to take care of the home 
and the inmates.

Homme Home for the Aged, Wittenberg, Wisconsin 


At present we have 82 old people in the two buildings, the new Home for 
the Aged and the original Old Home. 

It has been the intention of the Church to build an addition to the New 
Home and vacate the old building, but there was no money to build with. 

Last summer the State Board of Control demanded rather extensive improve- 
ments in he old Home. The Board of Directors of the Homme Home for the 
Aged decided to make the improvements satisfactory to the Board of Control. 

Accordingly, the work was done. The building has been, so to speak, rebuilt 
from attic to basement. A new roof, new porches, almost every room replastered, 
and the electric wires laid in conduits. The whole building has been decorated 
and painted inside, and as soon as weather permits the outside will be painted. 
The plumbing system has been rearranged and very much improved. 

As a whole, we can safely say that the old landmark is now in very good 
shape, and just as sanitary and cozy as the New Home. 

It has of course been a hardship for the old folks during this period, as we 
had to move them from one room to another, but they have taken the trouble in 
good grace, and when they now are settled in their renewed rooms, they rejoice 
like children and are thankful to God and men. 

How could we spend six or seven thousand dollars and not run into debt 
for it? God has wonderfully blessed the Homme Old Home and opened hearts 
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of its friends so that we received small and large sums from near and far with- 

out any soliciting. Hspecially did the old people themselves help considerably 
by their liberal donations, Thank you, and may God bless all of them,

Bethany Home for the Aged, Bawlf, Alta., Can. 


Bawlf is three times as far northwest of Minneapolis as Chicago is southeast 
of Minneapolis, but what Chicago lacks in distance, it makes up in size. 

Bethany has not increased its capacity for inmates, but it has increased its 
capacity for raising vegetables and stock. Bethany began with the four lots 
on which it is located. Two lots more were purchased for $125.00. Bawlf donated 
an adjoining tract of 4% acres at the time the home was located there. Later 
another adjoining tract of 11 acres was purchased from the railroad company 
for $300.00, so that our farm now consists of about 18 acres of very good land, 
on which we raise great quantities of very good vegetables and pasture our 
cows. When we get our contemplated root cellar, we shall be in position to take 
better care of our vegetables. 

One of our greatest problems is the matter of heat. We have two furnaces, 
and yet some of the side rooms must be heated with stoves. This is not only 
expensive, but also unsatisfactory and dangerous, being that Bethany is a frame 
building. 

During 1925 this Home cared for 14 inmates; 2 were admitted during the 
year, and 1 died. Three inmates were sick during the year. 

I want to express our gratitude to all those who have remembered us with 
donations of any kind and made it possible for the home to shelter so many 
old people.

The Bethesda Homes, Beresford, South Dakota 


We are delighted with the motor bus which was purchased last year from 
the purpose of conveying the children to and from church and Sunday School 
and giving the children rides on Sunday afternoons. Its capacity is 30 children 
and 18 adults. It was paid for by the Ole Kloth bequest and other small 
donations. 

The superintendent’s residence is a great improvement. It is a bungalow 
and a full basement, six rooms on the first floor and two on the second. It is 
roofed with asbestos shingles, and finished in stucco. It is heated with hot 
water. There are two cisterns with automatic waterlift. It costs $7,500.00. It 
is paid for by various donations. 

We are looking forward to the time when the capacity of the Bethesda 
Home for the Aged may be enlarged. We have real estate to the amount of 
$20,000.06 for the building fund. This is a good start, and we are looking 
eagerly for $20,000.00 more. Our home is filled to capacity all the time, and 
a long list of applicants aré on the waiting list. 

The Annual Fall Festival September 13th was a great encouragement. The 
attendance and collection were the largest in our history, for which we are 
thankful. 

Last year, the Bethesda Children’s Home cared for 65 children, and the 
Bethesda Home for the Aged cared for 40 old people. 

We wish to thank all those who have so kindly remembered us with dona- 
tions, prayers, and kind words.

Josephine Home for the Aged, Stanwood, Washington 
On October 6th, 1924, Mrs. Johnson and I took charge of Josephine in the 
capacity of superintendent and matron. There were 12 men and 10 women at 
the home, total 22. The health condition has been very good. Rev. George O. 
Lane, our pastor, conducted services at Josephine every Friday evening, and 
he is very diligent in the private pastoral work at the Home. May God bless 
him and his work. Besides the regular morning and evening devotion, we also 
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have prayer meetings every Wednesday evening. Besides Mrs. Johnson and me, 
we have a cook and a woman Mondays and Fridays to do the laundry work and 
clean the rooms and corridors. We also call in extra help when there is serious 
sickness in the Home. 

Josephine has 11 acres of very good land, which gives us pasture and hay 
for our 4 cows and provides vegetables, fruit and berries for the house in great 
abundance. We also raise some pigs, which we butcher for the home. Our 
chickens and bees supply us with eggs and honey. 

During 1925 Josephine took care of 27 old people. 

Six inmates were sick more or less. Of these one died. 

It is indeed a blessing to have such homes where old people may spend a 
quiet and carefree evening of their lives. It is therefore a pity that Josephine 
is so small. So many are anxious to come in. Something should be done soon 
to make the proposed addition a reality. It is proposed to increase the capacity 
of Josephine with 24 more rooms, a chapel, and an apartment for the super- 
intendent and his family. 

May our church people realize their positions of stewards. God has intrusted 
them with great means. May they be persuaded to use some of these means 
for a larger Josephine.

Skaalen Home for the Aged, Stoughton, Wis. 


The Skaalen Home for the Aged has entered upon its second quarter of a 
century of service, as it opened its doors for inmates January 25, 1900. 

In these 25 years 250 old people have here found a home where they can 
spend their last years. 

Seven members of our family died last year, and eight new ones have been 
received. 

Seventeen have been sick for longer or shorter periods during the year, but 
such are the days in an institution of this kind. 

One thing I wish to mention that so often makes our hearts sore, and that 
is to see how many children have forgotten their old and feeble parents, yea, 
worse than that, try to get the best of them. 

A man from one of our large cities asked us to care for an old and home- 
less and to some extent helpless man. After some investigation the writer made 
a trip to see what could be done for him. The writer had informed the man 
of his coming. It was a cold and raw October day. The man was sitting outside 
with overcoat and mittens on. When I came up to him. and even before IT had 
spoken to him, he lifted up his hands and exclaimed: “Oh, my Savior is coming, 
because I know you are the man that He has sent to give me a home.” He 
had had a nice home in this city, and he had one son now married and living 
in another city. 

The old man, 82 years old, suffered a stroke of paralysis. He sent for his 
son, who offered to take care of his father providing the father made his will 
in favor of his son. A paper was presented to the old man for his signature. 
This paper turned out to be a deed by which the man deeded his property to 
his son. After about three months’ time in his son’s home, the old man was 
returned to his home city without a home and without any means for support. 

The old man is now a happy member of our family, and he praises the good 
Lord for all His goodness, and not least that He has given him a good home. 

O, if we only had more means to work: with, so that we could help the many 
old of our people who are knocking at our doors. 

Our Church has decided that this Home also should be enlarged so as to 
enable us to take care of many more, and we are looking for good friends with 
a big heart and’ means to enable us to carry out this much needed improvement.

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The Home for the Aged at Coeur d’Alene, Idaho 


You who are reading this need not spend much time in trying to spell or 
pronounce the name of our town. Just give it a French twist and let it go at 
that. But don’t forget the place, for two reasons, mainly: It is a splendid little 
city of about ten thousand people, and—what is more to you—here is one of 
your Church’s institutions. 


What are you interested in, at the Coeur d’Alene Homes? As a Christian, 
you are most concerned about the spiritual life among the aged. You will readily 
see that among forty or fifty old persons, some are God-fearing, and some are 
indifferent. No one moves away from the “old Adam” by moving into an Old 
People’s Home. Yet, it is encouraging to know that God’s Word has saving 
power even among aged wanderers. We have had a number of instances where 
bodily help has prepared the way for spiritual help, when, actually men “who 
came to scoff remained to pray.” 


The old folks at the Home also minister to one another by devotional read- 
ing and by reading for pastime. Several publishers, both of the religious and 
the secular press, send their papers to the institution, and thereby do our aged 
a kind service. 


If you had been here in 1925, you would have noticed a growing interest 
in this place among the people of the nearby circuits. This may be due to 
easier “times” in general, or to more publicity, or to actual service rendered 
by the Home. Whatever is the cause, we rejoice in it. The “reduced budget” 
is a constant worry, of course, because it means that some aged and lonely one 
must go to the county farm, but thanks to a number of legacies, and many 
gifts from far and near, we have been able to care for many who have no means. 
There are always some repairs and improvements needed every year at a place 
like this. Last year we got connected up with an excellent water system; this 
year the laundry equipment is on our program. And if you will visit us we 
will show you the beginnings of a real park for the old folks. It is on a little 
slope south of the main buildings, where some of the native pines have been 
thinned out, and about thirty “leaf trees,’’ some shrubbery and flower-beds have 
been planted. Most of this work has been done by the old men of the Home. 
In a year or two, we will invite you to a picnic lunch with us in the “park” 
when we have our annual summer festival.

Martin Luther Home 
Stoughton, Wis. 


The superintendent, Rev. N. A. Stubkjer, has been busy soliciting the build- 
ing fund and superintending the erection of the new Home, the main building 
of which is about completed and paid for, but the central heating plant with 
laundry on the second floor is not begun vet owing to lack of funds. It will 
cost about $40,000.00 to build this and equip it and furnish the home with every- 
thing that is needed before the children can be returned. 

We are thankful to all those who have contributed to the building fund 
and hope that the balance still needed may be speedily obtained so that the 
home may he in condition to take care of the children before winter comes. 
The building fund collection was interfered with by the College Endowment 
Fund collection. Now that that is out of the way. we hope that the work for 
the Martin Luther building fund may go on until completed. In the meantime, 
most of the children are taken care of at the Beloit and Homme Homes. 
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Homme Children’s Home 


The superintendent and matron, Rey. and Mrs, A. J. Wang, were granted a 
six months’ vacation, which they have spent mostly at Madison, Wis. While 
they have been away on their vacation, Mr. and Mrs. O. B. Hagen have served 
very efficiently as superintendent and matron. 


Beloit Children’s Home 

Mr. and Mrs. T. T. Thompson have resigned as superintendent and matron 
of the Home. Rev. T. Thompson, Fairview, S. Dak., has accepted the call to 
the position of superintendent. The change will take place about May 1st. Mr. 
and Mrs. Thompson have served as superintendent and matron for 11 years. 
We wish to express our gratitude to them for hard and faithful work in their 
respective positions. ; 

Wild Rice Children’s Home 

A number of the cows at Wild Rice were found to be afflicted with tuber- 
culosis. They were immediately disposed of and replaced by healthy cows, which 
are temporarily stabled in the garage. It appears that the barn is unsafe and 
should be replaced with a new barn.

The Lutheran Receiving Home 


4832-40 West Byron Street, Chicago, Ill. 

It is the first time that this Home appears in our Annual Report. It be- 
longs to the Evangelical Lutheran Home Finding Society of Illinois. Before 
the merger in 1917, this Home was working in affiliation with the former Nor- 
wegian Synod. 

Arrangements were recently made with the Home to affiliate with our Church 
and to list it with the rest of our institutions. Mr. Peter Johnson is the presi- 
dent of the society. Mrs. Ida Bremner is superintendent of the Home, and 
Deaconess Caroline Williams is the juvenile court attendant and superintendent 
of the Home Finding Department. 

During 1925, the Home cared for 89 children, of which 2 were placed out 
for adoption, 3 were placed out permanently but not for adoption, 14 were placed 
out for boarding, 19 returned to parents or guardians, 7 were turned over to 
other agencies, and 44 remained at the Home, 29 of which were placed in farm 
homes for the summer, 

Four children were full orphans, 33 half orphans, 18 with both parents living, 
20 with separated parents, 12 with divorced parents, and 2 illegitimate. 


Homme Children’s Home 


It has been a very good year at the Homme Children’s Home. We have had 
very little sickness, and only one small accident, which resulted in a bone frac- 
ture. which, however, was properly set and healed. 

There are 16 persons engaged at the Home in the office, the household, the 
farm, the school, and the printing office. 

Most of the time, we have had about 90 children whom we have housed, fed, 
clothed, and schocled in the common school branches and religion, domestic 
economy, and fancy .work for the girls and farming and printing for the boys. 

Besides this large household, we have a 366 acre farm of which 200 acres 
are under cultivation. We have a herd of 70 cattle, 10 horses and up to half 
a hundred pigs. The farm must be improved and the crop attended to. The 
wood must be cut, the ice harvested, the coal and paper must be hauled. ‘For 
Gammel og Ung” has 10,000 subscribers. The older boys work with these things 
while the older girls and the women attend to the housework. We have 9 months’ 
common school for the younger children, high school for the more intelligent 
of the older children, and 6 months’ catechetical instruction during 2 years for 
the confirmation class. 

Under the editorship of Dr. Duefjeld “For Gammel og Ung” has increased 
its subscription list to 10,000. New maple floors have been laid in five rooms. 
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A cement court has been erected between the boys’ play room, the kitchen, and 
the school rooms, an improvement that we have wanted for 14 years. Six new 
toilets have been installed, 3 new bathtubs in the girls’ bath rooms, and 2 in 
the boys’ bath rooms. Our laundry has been equipped with a new wash machine 
and a dry tumbler. All these improvements have been made possible during 
the year and, due to the kindness of our friends, the funds have been provided 
so that they are all practically paid for.

The Parkland Children’s Home 
Hverett, Washington 


It has been a busy year at Parkland. A number of much needed repairs 
and improvements have been made, which facilitate the work and make it more 
convenient for the workers. id 

~ The roof on the main building has caused us a great deal of trouble and 
vexation. Therefore, this roof has been improved with a very good coat of 
roof dressing, so we hope to keep dry at least for some time. 

The wood shed has also been supplied with a new shingle roof. A telephone 
extension has been installed in the dining room. This saves a great many steps. 

We are going into poultry more extensively. A new modern poultry house 
has been erected to accommodate 500 chickens. We purchased 250 hens which 
furnish the home with eggs and some to spare. A septic tank has been installed. 

The sleeping quarters for the boys have been changed so as to save the ward 
matron time and work. 

The nursery has also been changed so as to add to the convenience of the 
little ones and the nurse girls who have charge of them. 

The new bread mixer is a great improvement. It also serves as a cake mixer, 
churn, and potato masher. 

Parkland cared for 124 children last year, of which 12 were full orphans, 
72 half orphans, 11 had both parents living together, 14 had separated parents, 
14 divorced parents, and 1 was illegitimate. 

We had a wonderful record of no sick child and no deaths. 

We also wish to express our gratitude to our friends who made it possible 
for us to make the above improvements and to take care of so many children, 
and we hope by the grace of God to merit their sympathy and support in the 
future. —T. T. ENGEHR, superintendent. 


Martin Luther Children’s Home 
Stoughton, Wisconsin 


The Martin Luther Children’s Home was destroyed by fire April 5. 1925. 
Appealed to/ the general meeting of our Church for a decision to determine the 
future of the Home. It was decided that the Home is to he rebuilt, and thus 
continue the work started in 1889 by the Norwegian Synod, and taken over 
by the Norwegian Lutheran Chureh of America in 1917. According to the above 
resolution, a gathering of funds was begun in and about Stoughton. and appeals 
were sent to our pastors in Illinois. Wisconsin. southeastern Minnesota, and 
eastern Towa, the territory assigned to the Home for solicitation. 

Some pastors and congregations responded very readily. some had financial 
matters to take care of, but promised to come in later. At the present writing. we 
have funds enough to finish the main building, but need about $40.000.00 more 
to build the central meeting plant and laundry and to supply both with fur- 
nace and laundry equipment, and also to buy furniture for the new administra- 
tion and dormitory building. For these reasons we must continue our canvass 
for funds, and appeal to friends of destitute and homeless children to come to 
our assistance. 

Having so many children’s homes within the Church, we suggest that one 
home. and preferably this one, be dedicated wholly to charity work. That is to 
receive destitute, homeless. and friendless children. only, and if applications 
come from people who wish to have one or more admitted, but also wish to 
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pay for the maintenance, in part or fully, that such children be referred to some 
other institution affiliated with our Church. 

It has been found in time past that children’s homes as well as old people’s 
homes, doing exclusive charity work. have: been blessed and become a blessing 
in taking care of and making provisions for the spiritual, mental, and physical 
welfare of homeless, defenseless, and helpless members of the human family, 
without reference to nationality or creed.

THE RESCUE HOMES 


Our Rescue Homes for girls are located in Minneapolis, Sioux Falls, and 
Fargo. : 

During the year the Lutheran Girls’ Home in Minneapolis has cared for 179 
adults, 168 children, and 18 convalescents. Total, 367. 

The Lutheran House of Mercy, Sioux Falls, S. D., has cared for 54 adults 
and 41 children. Total, 95. 

The Lutheran Rescue Home, Fargo, N. D., has cared for 29 adults and 43 
children. Total, 72. 

Together the three homes have cared for 262 adults, 252 children and 18 
convalescents. Grand total, 532. 

For detailed information about the work of the Rescue Homes we refer to 
‘the tabulation on another page. 

These homes are doing a very fine work. Take a look at the picture of the 
Master in John 8:1-11. Can you think of a more attractive picture of your 
Savior than that? We are told to let the same mind be in us that was in Him. 

These Rescue Homes are trying to do their work for the girls with the 
same mind that was also in Christ Jesus, and they are doing this work largely 
by means collected locally. What they receive from the budget of the Church 
does net amount to very much. 

We hope therefore that our pastors and people will receive their field work- 
ers kindly and contribute liberally to this blessed work. 


Follow Up Work with Unmarried Mothers 
Central Office : 

Plans have been made with forty-eight unmarried mothers thruout the year 
for the boarding of their children, for the establishing of paternity, for the find- 
ing of employment, and for the follow up work which has been done for them 
by the workers from the central office in the solving of their problems. 'These 
girls have been met many times during the year, advised, urged, and assisted in 
anything that might help them to establish themselves in better positions or 
in any educational training that might be for their betterment. They have also 
been advised. admonished, and guided whenever they would accept guidance 
in seeking right recreational activities. Every effort has been made in getting 
these voung women to affiliate with some church. Pastors have been sought 
and written to in order that their assistance might be gained in getting these 
girls to take some part in church activities. 

Wherever and whenever any girl has needed the attention of a physician 
or a dentist and especially in Gases where there have been no funds, every effort 
has been put forth in securing of doctor’s services in order that the girls might 
be relieved of their ailments without having to wait for sufficient funds which 
they would have to earn themselves were it not for the assistance of the central 
office. In practically every case the doctors have kindly given their services. 


Special Cases—Central Office 


One unmarried mother brought to Towa by worker from central office and 
several days spent in making future plans conducive toward the betterment of 
both mother and child. 

Aid was given by the central office thru the request of the state in the placing 
of a fourteen-year old girl in a very splendid home. This girl had become a 
delinquent thru the influences of an evil father. 
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One child, handicapped by a club-foot, given special medical attention fol- 
lowed by an operation thru the efforts of the central office. 

Relief work of several months’ duration given families in cases where 
mothers have become insane. 

Assistance given several neglected children in cases where the parents were 
‘delinquent. 

Extensive work has been carried on by the central office in placing and fol- 
lowing! up girls and boys who are orphans or half orphans in placing them in 
homes and in schools and carefully guiding each individual case. 

Follow up work has been carried on by the central office in cases of young 
married women who have needed assistance of one kind or another in the 
establishing of their homes. 

Considerable time and energy has been spent by workers from the central 
office in the carrying on of the Home Finding work in North Dakota, Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa, as well as Minnesota. 

A number of miscellaneous cases have been cared for, but space does not 
permit taking up individual cases or going into detail concerning them. 


WORKERS’ CONFERENCE 


The workers of the Department of Charity held their annual meeting in Min- 
neapolis, March 9-11, 
The following resolutions were adopted: 


Establishment of a Social Work Department at One of Our Colleges 


Realizing the importance of specially trained workers in the Department 
of Chartiies, we respectfully petition the Board of Education of our Church 
to take under advisement the establishment of a social work department at 
one of our colleges. 


Establishment of a Paper for Charities 


In view of the fact that the budget has been reduced to such an extent that 
the work cannot be done as it should be, and in view of the fact that we must 
seek. a way of presenting the ministry of merey to our church people more 
adequately than we, have done, be it resolved that we respectfully petition the 
Board of Charities to publish a paper devoted exclusively to the cause of our 
work, and that the executive secretary of the Board of Charities be editor-in- 
chief of this paper. 


On or Off the Budget 


Being that it has come to our attention that a change in the budget system 
of our Church is contemplated, we wish to state that in our opinion the budget 
system is the best system for our Church, congregations and cause, but in the 
event that other departments now being budgeted for, are eliminated from the 
budget, then we recommended that the Department of Charities be also eliminated 
from the- budget system. 


Subsidiary Corporations 


Being that most of the institutions-of Charities, within our Church, are not 
incorporated, and being that this frequently proves to be a disadvantage, be it 
resolved that we respectfully petition the Board of Charities to take the neces- 
sary steps to enable the institutions to incorporate as subsidiary corporations 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 


Prison Mission 


When our Church was organized, in 1917, it was stipulated that the activities 
of the three merged bodies should be continued. Before 1917 Rev. N. Lunde had 
been doing considerable work among the inmates of jails, prisons, asylums for 
insane, and feeble minded. In 1924 Pastor Lunde resigned as superintendent of 
the Homme Home for the Aged and expected to retire because of failing health. 
But his health improved to such an extent that he consented to continue the 
same work that he had been doing in the former United Church. 


ry 
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During 1925 Pastor Lunde has visited 25 prisons, reformatories, asylums for 
insane, and feeble minded, poor farms, etc., in Minnesota, Wisconsin, and North 
Dakota. He does not only preach to the inmates, but he sits down and ministers 
to them personally, which is of greater importance to them. He has ministered 
in this way to many hundred unfortunates and distributed thousands of books, 
papers, and tracts. He spends several days at each institution, and gets in touch 
personally, with all the inmates that he can, and he keeps up the contact with 
them by means of correspondence. Pastor Lunde reports that inmates often 
become converted and blessed. : 

So far, Pastor Lunde has not received any regular salary. The expenses of 
this work have been paid for by voluntary contributions from people who have 
become interested in the work thru Rey. Mr. Lunde’s articles in the papers. We 
have, however, decided to place also this work on the regular budget for 1927 
in the sum of $900.00. . 

The people ministered to by Rev. Mr. Lunde are not only segregated from 
the rest of the human family by their natural handicaps, but also by massive 
stone walls. And our Savior says what ye have done unto them, ye have done 
it unto me. “I was in prison and ye came unto me.” Let us remember in our 
prayers both Pastor Lunde and our work that he is doing. 


Juvenile Court Work 

This is a very important part of our work, and should be developed as fast 
as possible. A constant stream of children are passing thru the juvenile courts, 
and many of them are of Lutheran parentage. The Catholics, the Reformed, 
and the Jews are usually represented at these courts and take care of their 
children, counsel with the courts regarding their disposition and provide for 
their care. 

So far, we have representatives only at eight such courts, namely at Brook- 
lyn, Chicago, Denver, Duluth, Los Angeles, Minneapolis, St. Paul, San Fran- 
cisco, and Seattle. It goes without saying that these courts handle a great many 
Lutheran children and that we are glad to. report that these children are being 
taken care of by our representatives, and the best possible dispositions made 
of them either in Lutheran institutions or in good Lutheran homes. 

This is a work in which the different Lutheran bodies should and could co- 
operate. It seems ridiculous that each Lutheran body should have its repre- 
sentative at these courts. If they did so, it would only tend to bewilder the 
courts and cause endless confusion and embarrassments. We are therefore 
trying to arrange for inter-synodical cooperation in this work. We have suc- 
ceeded in making such arrangements with the Minnesota Conference of the 
Augustana Synod to the extent that they have their attendant at the court in 
Minneapolis and we have our attendant at the court in St. Paul, and they 
represent both bodies. In fact, they represent practically all Lutheran bodies. 
In Chicago our court attendant represents all Lutherans with the exception of 
the Missouri Synod, which is represented by their own court attendant. We 
are trying to effect such cooperation whenever it is possible. For detailed in- 
formation about this work we refer to the tabulations on another page of this 
report. 


HOME SCHOOL FOR GIRLS 


Sauk Center, Minn. 
(State Reform School for Girls) 


Rev. J. A. Johnson, Osakis, Minn., was invited by the state to take up 
religious work among the Lutheran girls at the above school. 

Pastor Johnson took the matter up with the Board of Charities, which en- 
couraged him to accept the invitation and promised to remunerate him some 
for this work. Pastor Johnson lives at Osakis, fourteen miles from Sauk Center, 
and serves four congregations. 

Pastor Johnson began the work last October by conducting services for the 
girls in the institution. He has instructed two Bible classes and a confirmation 
class, and on April 18 he confirmed 31 girls and baptized 8 and held communion 
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services for them. He has baptized 11 babies for the girls. 

During the summer bi-weekly services will be held at the institution, and 
in the fall a Bible class and a confirmation class will be organized. The girls 
seem very anxious to learn and improve themselves. The superintendent and 
other functionaries of the institution do everything possible to facilitate the 
work. 

It is indeed encouraging that the state opens the doors of its institutions 
and invites us to minister spiritually to its inmates and, “He is able also to 
save them to the uttermost that come unto God by Him, seeing He ever liveth 
and maketh intercession for them.” 


CITY, SLUM, AND INSTITUTIONAL MISSION 


Twenty-five men and women have labored in fifteen cities from Brooklyn to 
Los Angeles. The tabulation report gives the particulars. It is contained on one 
page, yet it represents a tremendous work for thousands of persons who have 
been blessed by this service, and who could not be reached by the Word of God 
in any other way. Let us rejoice and be glad that we can be a blessing to 
so many unfortunates in the manner prescribed by our Savior. “Go out quickly 
into the streets and lanes of the city and the highways and hedges and bring 
hither the poor, the maimed, the halt, and the blind that my house may be 
filled.” 

The states open the doors of their institutions and invite us to come in 
and minister to the inmates. By accepting these invitations, we are doing the 
bidding of our Lord. The states feed, house, clothe, and care for the inmates 
in every other respect and ask us to care for them spiritually. How can we 
refuse such opportunities?

NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN INNER MISSION 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Bethesda Mission 


The year at Bethesda has been normal. During the fall and winter the 
mission is taxed to capacity, but when spring comes the work eases up. It. 
depends largely on the condition of the labor situation. 

149 services were held during 1925 with an average attendance of 100. 
During the winter season the attendance often reached 200. Being that this 
is a floating population, it is evident that a great many young men come under 
the influence of God’s Word during the year at Bethesda. Very few of these 
men ever attend church. On an average of about 30,000 men spend more or less 
time at the Mission every year. The capacity of our sleeping quarters is 35 
beds, for which we charge 30 cents per night from those who are in position 
to pay for themselves. Of course, many cannot pay and have to be taken care 
of for both beds and meals while some pay later when they earn anything. 

We see so much of the shady side of life at Bethesda. The effects of vice 
appear in its most flagrant forms. We have to deal with men who have sunk 
so low that there seems no hope for them. Drink and dissipation have so ruined 
them that all prospects for improvement seem impossible. It often happens that 
some of these men die in the ambulance on the way to the hospital. These are 
extreme cases, however. We come in contact with a great many men who are 
not so far gone, but that something can be done for them both for time and 
eternity. So many fine young men come to Bethesda. They are alone in a 
strange land whose language they do not understand, and it is hard for them 
in many respects. Bethesda helps such men to a great extent. We find work 
for them and help them in many ways. There are a great many such young 
men all over the world who are grateful to Bethesda for the help they experi- 
enced there at one time or another: We rejoice over the many apparent fruits 
of this work even if we cannot record as great a number of conversions as we 
would like to see. 

The total expenses of this work last year was $6,500.00, of which only $664.00 
was contributed from the budget of our Church. The balance, or $5,835.00, is 
received from the receipts of the work and contributions from members of the 
Blue Cross Society and: others. 


Family Welfare Work 


In our family welfare work we aim to come in contact with all Norse families 
in Greater New York and environs that may need our help. If they are un- 
churched, we try of course to get them in touch with church and Sunday school. 
If they are destitute, we try to help them in some way or other. Very often we 
find people in troubles for which they are not themselves to blame, such as 
sickness, accident, and loss of jobs with resultant idleness and poverty. Here 
is such an instance. A very good man, in his best years was subject to an 
accident where he worked. He has been unable to work for over a year and 
will in all probability never be able to work. In order to collect anything in 
the form of support, he had to sue the company. What savings he had are all 
gone. There are four children who have a good home with their parents. It 
would be inhuman, not to say un-Christian, to separate the children from their 
parents, if only temporarily. 

This is only one instance of many. Such are the conditions in large cities. 
There are widows with a number of children living in the most abject poverty; 
and worse still, there are so many mothers with children whom the husband 
and father has deserted. But the drunkard’s wife and children are worst off. 
Nobody has any sympathy for them; but it is hard on the drunkard’s wife and 
children, and the calls for help are innumerable. 

There are of course many agencies doing the same kind of work: but ex- 
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perience has taught us that our people need our help. We do not duplicate 
any work or get in the way of any other agency; but we do cooperate with other 
agencies. Sometimes they help us and sometimes we help them, 


The Day Nursery 


At the Day Nursery we try to help mothers so that they can go to work. 
There is a nominal charge from all who can pay; but those who cannot pay 
are taken care of just the same. But most of them pay something. It helps 
out on the expenses and keeps the mothers better humored. The limited capacity 
of our Day Nursery is distressing. We are hoping that the proposed new Day 
Nursery and Tiding Over Home soon will be erected. 

We also help the mothers with clothing, food, and other things as much as 
we can. It is hard for them in these days of high prices. The high house rent 
compels many of them to live in quarters and communities where they should 
not live with their flock of children. In 1925 we gave out $1,743.00 for this 
cause, 2,500 pieces of clothing and 1,500 tracts and books. 


The Fresh Air Station 


We were very fortunate in purchasing a 40 acre farm near Spring Valley, 
N. J., in 1925, for this work for poor mothers and children. Other activities 
are also planned in connection with this farm. It was largely due to the kind- 
ness of the following friends that it was possible to procure this fine farm: 
A. N. Rygg, Cappelen Smith, Gerhard Dahl, C. BE. Larsen, C. A. Hansen, Iver 
Iversen, and others. It is a fine property, and we are very thankful to the 
friends who made it possible for us to call it ours. We were a little late in 
getting started last spring, so we cared for only 121 children and 6 mothers; 
but we are making preparations to care for a great many next summer. 


Home Finding 
We have not been able to do as much in this branch as we would like to 
have done. It seems difficult to find suitable temporary homes for children. 
We use the children’s homes for older children that must be cared for tempo- 
rarily, but the children’s homes do not, as a rule, admit infants under three 
years of age, or other children for a short time. There seems to. be very few 
Norwegian families who will take children temporarily either for pay or free. 
We hope to be in position to care for such children in our proposed tiding over 

home in connection with the new Day Nursery. 


Court Work 

We have organized a “Joint Council” for Lutheran Welfare Work to take 
care of the court work. The following four Lutheran bodies are thus working 
together: Brooklyn Lutheran Inner Mission, Lutheran Inner Mission, Man- 
hattan District, the Missouri Synod’s Inner Missions of New York, and our 
Mission. 

Change of Name 

We have changed the name of our organization to ‘‘The Norwegian Lutheran 
Welfare Association, Ine.” and we call our work “The Norwegian Lutheran Wel- 
fare Service.”” The work is of course of the same nature as it has been.

Chicago Hospital Mission 

In my report it appears that 75 patients have communed. This is a smaller 
number than used to commune in former years. The reason is that there were 
a great many more earnest Christians at Oak Forest in those days who asked 
for and loved the Lord’s Supper. Christ was their life and death their gain. 
They are gone and others have taken their places, but not as guests at the 
Lord’s table. But the Spirit of God thru His Word finds the way into their 
hearts and they are won for God and commune with Him. 

Another reason why there are fewer communicants is the fact that there 
are so much fewer patients at Oak Forest, and this condition is due to prohibi- 
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tion. The wets tell us that the condition is worse than before the 18th amend- 
ment was adopted, but those of us who work at such institutions as Maks Forest 
know that it is not true. 

While we have occasion to rejoice over many who become converted and die 
happy; yet, the sad fact remains that they have been the occasion for a great 
deal of sorrow while alive. They have ruined their health, squandered their 
means, been burdens to others, and died in poverty and misery. 

Our work-is loved and appreciated by our church people in Chicago. Many 
women’s societies visit Oak Forest and treat the inmates from the contents of 
their baskets. Especially at Christmas. Last Christmas we received $65.00, 
mostly from Chicago people. I want to mention especially Miss Sophie Hadeler 
of Our Savior’s Church as one of our greatest benefactors. 

I sometimes call the attention of the inmates to the fact that it is the 
Church and her people who befriend them now, while the friends that they had 
before never come near them.

Hospital Pastorate at Rochester 

The work of the Norwegian Lutheran Chureh of America in the hospital 
field at Rochester, Minnesota, entered upon its fourth year in 1925. The writer, 
who was at that time pastor of the church at Rochester, was in 1922 called by 
the Board of Charities to devote his entire time to the hospital ministry. The 
need of this change had become so urgent that it could no longer be ignored, 
and the work that has since been done has more than vindicated the decision 
of the Board. The statistical records reveal a steady increase from year to 
year, till, in 1925, the writer visited 10 hospitals 1,049 times. He made 8,876 
pastoral calls, and reached a total with all duplications eliminated of 2,642 
patients. 

It is a moderate estimate that from 90 to 95 per cent of these patients were 
Lutherans if not by membership, at least by preference, and in all probability 
as many more, and perhaps twice as many more Lutherans made use of the 
Mayo Clinic and affiliated institutions during the year. Many, even among those 
who entered the hospitals, were not reached, and the chureh has no facilities, 
such as a hospice or a convalescent hospital would afford, of getting in touch 
with its people before and after their hospital stay. 

Christian service in a field such as this challenges the conscience and wins 
the support of the Church. It is warmly approved by the staff of the clinic and 
the authorities of the different hospitals, and a system of records has been 
devised that to a high degree simplifies and makes prompt and effective the 
work of the pastor. 

The physician realizes the need of cheer and comfort for the sick, that their 
sufferings may be ameliorated and their recovery speeded. Surely, then, the 
Chureh in which is the mind of Christ, must desire that His compassion may 
visit those who suffer, and that the light of His Gospel may be cast upon the 
path of trial. For even death may not darken that light. but in that dread hour 
it shines the mse gloriously, and is revealed as the dawning light of eternal life.

Minnesota State Sanatorium for Tuberculosis 
Walker, Minn. 

This, no doubt, is the first report received by the Church from the missionary 
stationed at the Minnesota State Sanatorium for Tuberculosis. 

Regular work at the above institution was taken up about eight years ago. 
Previous to that time the sanatorium had been visited “off and on” by pastors 
of our Church Body. The Church should know something about the work done 
at this state institution, the only one of its kind in the state. But, as I have 
been allotted but a limited space, the report must necessarily be brief. 

The sanatorium has at the present time about 275 patients, one-fourth being 
Scandinavians, The number varies somewhat according to the seasons. Most 
of the patients are young people, few are past 50 years. There are 25-30 chil- 
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dren ranging from 8-15 years. They come in all stages of the plague, hoping 
to get a new lease on life and—we are pleased to report, many are greatly 
benefited. 

What. is the Chureh doing for these unfortunates? Briefly told, the Chureh 
is bringing them the Word of God, revealing not only sin but also grace; to cheer, 
to comfort not only at public worship, but also at the sick bed. Booklets on 
Christian topics, devotional books, and copies of our church papers are dis- 
tributed as far as they go. At Sunday School our ‘Children’s Friend” is wel- 
come. Not long ago a patient, formerly a soldier, was baptized—another con- 
firmed—both having received instruction in the Catechism. 

This work of the Church is appreciated. The missionary has often been 
thanked by patients and asked to “come again.” He has also received letters 
of gratitude for services rendered to sick relations. 

May the blessings of God rest upon this branch of our church work, and 
_if this report will be conducive to more fervent prayer for the sick and dying at 
our charitable institutions and spur on to greater charitable activities, it will 
not have been written in vain.

Colorado Springs Tubercular Mission 


Colorado Springs is the well known Mecca for many who are suffering with 
tuberculosis. Most of those whom I serve come from parts of the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, Iowa, and Wisconsin. They are thus far from their relatives and 
naturally afflicted with a greater or less degree of homesickness. The nature 
of the disease too, presents a special problem. So many are filled with a false 
spirit of optimism and will not admit that they are seriously sick. 

They need ministering to of various kinds. Most of them are ill at ease, 
dissatisfied with, they hardly know what. In most cases they welcome the 
visits of the minister of the Gospel. In many cases they have had no connec- 
tion with the Church before and eye the minister with more or less suspicion. 
What is needed in such cases is to disarm hostility by a® genuine concern for 
their welfare. The milk of human kindness must not be forgotten by the pastor 
ministering to the sick. Then when they begin to open up and ask questions 
about salvation and express a desire for the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, 
one feels that weeks and probably months of visiting have not been in vain. 

A young man in the last stages of the disease, whose wife and child were 
in Michigan, asked me to read his letters to him and write answers. He had 
been confirmed in the Ohio Synod. His last letter to his wife and father I 
wrote for him twenty-four hours before he died. The letters I receive show 
that the home folks appreciate such ministry. 

The Lutherans, chasing the cure, who come within the scope of my ministry 
number about a hundred, largely Norwegians. Chasing is the word used to 
describe the activity or rather lack of activity of those who are resting flat 
on their backs in the hope of effecting a cure. There are many non-Lutherans 
too, of course, who need the ministry of the pastor.

San Francisco City Mission 


Rey. R. U. Hvjenth reports the following from his work in the hospital and 
prisons in San Francisco. 

A young man, very sick and uncommunicative, would not even tell me his 
name. I tried to point out the Lamb of God to him. He asked for a Bible, which 
I gave him. Next time I saw him he was happy, frank, and communicative: 
“Thank you for the Bible. It has brought me peace with God.” Shortly after- 
wards he died, happy and contented. 

POOT) Minvbter..:.scccoc came to the hospital hungry, ragged, dirty, and sick, but 
worst of all, unsaved, but the kind, loving God touched his heart. He began 
to mend, and when he was discharged from the hospital, he thanked me for, the 
many visits: “I have found salvation in Christ and will meet you with Him.” 
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PAH RE had been a patient in the tuberculosis sanatorium for sime time. 
He was a vile and blasphemous man to such an extent that it was very unpleas- 
ant to visit him; but finally he had to give in to the work of God. One day 
he said: “Write to my mother that. Jesus found me at last and that I will 
meet her in heaven.” \ 

Have made 347 visits to hospitals, ministered to 3,933 patients, and distributed 
3,957 tracts, papers, and books. Found work for 203 persons. Had 29 cases 
in the superior and police courts, and 14 cases in the juvenile court. The Book 
Mission has been very kind in supplying me with its books. 


Welfare Work 

A young girl from Nebraska was stranded in San Francisco without means, 
expecting her sister who did not come. She came to me for help until she could 
find a job. Was glad to help her. Have been able to help. 1,168 persons dur- 
ing 1925. \ 

The Prison 

It was in the city hospital, I was looking for Scandinavian patients. An 
old man smiled up at me from a bed: “Don’t you know me? I was in the 
state prison for ten years. I am one of those who sang for you when you 
conducted services there. I am so glad to meet you again. I expect to die 
soon and then I expect to meet my Savior, who redeemed me.” He died yvic- 
toriously. Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord. Have made 23 visits to 
the state prison and ministered to 408 prisoners.

Dunseith Tuberculosis Mission 

Have made 140 hospital visits and preached 130 sermons and distributed 
725 papers and tracts and 460 books, and conducted 93 funerals. 

When I conduct services in the wards and porches it is for all present ir- 
respective of nationality or creed. I am here to serve our own people espe- 
cially, but am doing what I can for everybody. All the patients present are 
enjoying the benefit of the service. There are former patients of the “San.” 
residing in different places who appreciate what our Church did for them while 
they were here. 

It did not look very encouraging here three years ago, and in some respects 
the work is still pretty much up hill, but the Spirit of the Lord is a power unto 
salvation. We have three patients here now confessing Christ and expecting 
soon to meet Him in the heavenly home. 

A number of patients improve so that they can return to their homes and a 
few are discharged as sound. Some people do not believe that religion has 
anything to do with it, but “Godliness is profitable for all things, having promise 
for the life that now is and for that which is to come.”

Our Day Nursery at 547 45th St., Brooklyn, N. Y., has eared for 59 children 
and our Day Nursery at 1808 North Fairfield Ave., Chicago, has cared for 208 
children, making a total of 267 children cared for during the daytime. There 
may be two or more for the same family, but it seems reasonable that these 
homes have not only taken care of these 267 children, fed them, clothed them 
to some extent, and taught them the way of salvation thru hymns and stories, 
but they have kept over 200 mothers from becoming public charges, helped them 
to retain their self-respect and influenced them to better lives for time and 
eternity. Read the tabulated report. 


Norwegian Lutheran Day Nursery 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 


Next time we hope to be able to report that we have got a new and larger 
house. We pray that God will make it possible to build before the summer 
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is over. The house we are in now is much too small, so we cannot have nearly 
as many children as we ought to. But our. Day Nursery is a very pleasant, 
homelike place. The children like it, they are happy all day long. 

Our children are from 15 months to 7 years old. We can have only a couple 
of the small ones, most of them are from 2 to 6 years old. We consider it a 
great privilege to have these little ones under our care. We take ‘eare that they 
get the food they need. Many of them are thin and pale when they come to 
us. They come from poor homes and have been poorly fed. It is a joy to see 
them eat and thrive. 

But we remember also that they have souls, created for God’s Kingdom and 
redeemed by the blood of God’s Son. We try to lead them to love and trust 
and obey Jesus. And it seems easy for the Lord to win these little hearts. A 
little girl who had been with us for some time died recently. To the very last 
she asked ber mother to sing “The Nursery Song,” “Jesus loves me, this I 
know.” The child was only six years old, but she knew Jesus, loved Him and 
trusted in Him. ‘ho we grieved at the death of this child, we rejoiced in the 
assurance that she had gone home to Jesus. 

We need a much larger Day Nursery. Our place is crowded when we have 
18. The trouble is that it costs so much to build in this city, especially a house 
of this kind. But we know that our Day Nursery has many friends and we 
feel sure that they will build a house for these poor little ones in a very near 


future.

The Home Finding Work 

The Home Finding work is growing year by year. We are glad to report 
that more and more people are becoming interested in taking children into their 
homes either for temporary care or for permanent raising or adoption. We 
are also glad to report that the states are taking cognizance of this work to 
the extent of making laws for it and supervising it. 

The whole field of child welfare is being directed and supervised by the 
states, which makes for more efficient work and better protection both for the 
children and for those who take them into their homes. 

Times were when almost anybody could come to town and take a child 
home—like buying a pair of shoes, only that they might be more particular in 
the selection of the shoes than the child. Fortunately, that time is passed. 
Now they must send in an application. References are demanded. Their home 
must be inspected. Extreme care must be exercised in the matter of selecting the 
right child for the home. The child must be placed and the home must be 
visited until the adoption is completed. 

In order to be able to handle the work properly, the Board of Charities 
has had to increase its staff of workers accordingly. 

We find the states very reasonable and enjoy their cooperation and the 
protection they afford to the child, the foster parents and the child placing 
agency. We hope that all the states will soon provide proper laws and machinery 
governing the child weliare work. 

We are always pleased to come in contact with people who wish to take or 
place children, and suggest that they speak to their pastors, who will be glad 
to help them get in contact with us or write direct to the Board of Charities, 
425 4th St. So., Minneapolis, Minn.

State Attitude 


Just to show how fair and considerate the state is, we quote the following 
extract from a letter written by the state to the court where a Catholic family 
had peitioned for the adoption of a Lutheran child whose Lutheran mother had 
placed with them: 

“Investigation of the home of your petitioners shows that the home is an 
excellent one and that the petitioners are in a position to give adequate physical 
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eare of said child. Investigation further shows, however, that the mother of 
said child is a member of the Lutheran Church and that your petitioners are 
regular attendants of the Catholic Church. 

It is the strong conviction of the State Board of Control that children of 
Protestant faith shall be placed in Protestant homes and children of Catholic 
faith in Catholic homes. For this reason the Board of Control is constrained 
to recommend to your Honorable Court the disapproval of this petition.” 


Catholic Attitude 


It may also be interesting to know that the Catholic Central Bureau of 
Charities in Minneapolis called our attention to a 16 year old Lutheran girl in 
their care who had volunteered to join the Catholic Church, but that they did 
not want to instruct her in their religion without giving us an opportunity to 
counsel with her about it. This is one of several such instances. 


Needy Pastors’ and Widows’ Fund 


It seems that a great many people confuse this fund with the general Pen- 
sion Fund, therefore we will state the difference again. 

“The Needy Pastors’ and Widows’ Fund is for pastors and widows or chil- 
dren of pastors who retired or died before the Pension Fund was established 
and thus were deprived from membership in the Pension Fund.” Widows whose 
husbands were alive and in active service before the Pension Fund was es- 
tablished are not eligible to support from the Needy Pastors’ and Widows’ Fund. 

The Pension Fund was founded in 1909 in the former United Church and 
in 1914 in the former Norwegian Synod, and was merged in 1917. Pastors in 
good standing become members of this fund by paying a membership fee of 
$200.00 and $20.00 annually. 

During 1925, 44 widows, 4 pastors, and the children of one pastor received 
support from this fund. 

The usual amount granted each benefactor is $200.00 per year, but in the 
event of serious sickness, the Board has authority to increase the amount.

Necrology 


Since the last meeting of the association, one of our dear sisters has died, 
namely, Anna M. Forlie. who came to this institution January 9, 1907, was 
consecrated May 2, 1912, and was superintendent of the Bethesda Lutheran 
Hospital. Crookston, Minnesota, from 1912 to her death. She died at the hos- 
pital in Minot, N. Dak., the 20th of August, 1925. 

Sister Anna gave herself in full-hearted service until the Master called her 
home. Blessed be her memory. 


The Present Temporary Deaconess Home 
Two three-story brick buildings containing six apartments each are occupied 
by the sisters and nurses and other assistants. One of these buildings was pur- 
chased for the sum of $25,500.00. The previous owners have a claim of $5,000.00 
against this property. The other building was purchased for the sum of 
$27,500.00. Both buildings are in the same block as the hospital. 


Summer Cottage at Long Lake, Til. 
The institution owns a small cottage at Long Lake, Ill. This little cottage 
near the Lutheran Bible School, serves as a week-end rest for the sisters. Total 
cost about $1,200.00.

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The Lutheran Deaconess Day Nursery and Kindergarten 
1802 North Fairfield Ave. 


The Deaconess Day Nursery and Kindergarten is like an oasis in a desert 
for many mothers who must earn a living for themselves and their children. 

The mothers bring their children to the Day Nursery in the morning as they 
go to work, and when the day’s work is done, they come for them and take 
them to their homes. . 

The sisters are in charge of these children during the day, and instruct them 
in singing, prayer, and stories from the Bible. These children unusually excel 
in Bible knowledge. 

The building was greatly improved and enlarged in 1924, so the children 
have a fine play ground, equipped with modern play ground facilities. The 
Ladies’ Auxiliary Board, assisted by many friends of the cause, are raising 
funds for maintenance and improvements. 


A Deaconess Home Needed 


The Deaconess Home and Hospital was established in the year 1897, but 
it has never fully answered to its beautiful name. Our Sisters have never had 
a real home, they have been housed in rented quarters and in the hospital; at 
the present time in the two brick buildings mentioned above near the hospital. 
Under these conditions it is self-evident there can be no real home life with 
the atmosphere of a cozy home. Paes PORN Fie eee sos Ce ECR eee LEE 

Our Sisters have a strenuous work with many vexations of spirit and need 
the privacy of a real home life, which is impossible under the present condi- 
tions. Our housing condition may explain partly why it is so difficult to secure 
candidates for the sisterhood. 

Has not the time come when we should make an earnest effort to build a 
modern well equipped home for our faithful deaconesses? 

Dr. E. E. Henderson, one of our senior doctors, has seen the need of a 
Deaconess Home and has made an extraordinary liberal offer of $25,000.00 to- 
wards a real Deaconess Home. 

The Board of Trustees of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital peti- 
tions the Church for approval to erect a separate Deaconess Home for the Sis- 
ters as soon as the necessary funds has been secured for that purpose. 


New Sisters 


Experience teaches us that it is very difficult to secure new sisters. Does 
this mean that we must revise the plan of our mother houses to correspond 
more with American ideals, so that we may secure the service of Christian 
young women who do not wish to be consecrated for the sisterhood? 


A School of Nursing 


In order to meet this emergency in our hospital due to lack of Sisters, our 
local Board has voted to establish a school of nursing in our institution. It 
being self evident that the hospital can be better served by a corps of nurses 
who have had a uniform course of training, instead of being trained at a great 
variety of institutions. This new venture will of course change the whole 
policy of our institution and must therefore receive the sanction of our Church. 

The oBard of Trustees of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital peti- 
tions the Church to sanction the establishment of a school of nursing at the 
Deaconess Hospital. 

Mother Superior 

Our mother superior has rendered our institution an inestimable service dur- 
ing these 20 years—a service that has taxed her strength and ingenuity, and 
she deserves a long vacation. The Board has, therefore, granted her a year’s 
leave of absence, so that her long desired visit to the foreign mission fields in 
China and other countries may be realized. It is to be hoped that the Board 
wil find some way of adding some necessary funds so that her trip can be most 
enjoyable and profitable. 
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The Sisterhood Organized as a Congregation 


It has been felt a long time that it would be beneficial for the Sisters as __ 


well as for the many. others who are working in our institution to constitute 
a congregation, and after having secured the sanction of the Church Council 
of our Synod, the congregation will be organized the 12th of May, 1926. 


The Hospital 

The year 1925 marks the completion of the new addition to the hospital, which 
doubles its capacity. The new addition is a substantial fireproof structure, 120 
feet by 44 feet, and consists of six stories and a full English basement. Four 
of the floors will be used for patients exclusively. 

The Pathological Department is located on the top floor, comprising four 
rooms. 

The fifth floor contains four operating rooms and several dressing suites. 
The four operating rooms are equipped with the Operati Multibeam lighting 
system, an arrangement which, by the reflection on a number of mirrors, throws 
a powerful light on the operating table. A large insert of glass, combined with 
a skylight, transmit an abundance of light. These operating rooms are rated 
among the best in Chicago. 

The third floor is occupied by the Obstetrical Department, including two up- 
to-date delivery rooms and the nursery rooms, airy and light, furnished with 
all modern equipment. 

The basement contains the X-Ray Department, with all its scientific equip- 
ment. The entire department is under the direction of a graduate physician, 
who is provided with a nurse assistant. The physician in charge personally 
supervises all work done and makes all diagnosis. 

The four floors occupied by patients are provided with wards and private 
rooms, beautifully furnished. The rooms are large and airy and the walis are 
decorated in French gray and tan. 

Our institution is singularly favored by having a staff of efficient doctors 
_who are conscientiously guarding the high’ standard of the hospital. 

Yet when due credit has been given to all who have built and maintained our 
beloved institution, it should be recognized that under God, we owe a debt 
of gratitude to our consecrated sisterhood as the main builders, under the very 
able leadership of Sister Superior Ingeborg Sponland, whose noble life work 
has been crystallized into our institution.

Soloist, 
Rev. Conrad HBngelstad, and two anthems by the St. Paul’s English Lutheran 
Church Choir. 

Resignation of Rector A. Oefstedal 


Owing to failing health, Rector A. Oefstedal tendered his resignation as 
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rector of the institution May 15, 1925. His resignation was accepted with regrets, 
and his term of office terminated September 1, 1925. 
The undersigned was called to the Rectorship. 


Installation of the New Rector 

The installation of the new rector, Rey. H. J. Holman, took place October 
19, 1925. President J. Nordby officiated. 

Rey. M. H. Hegge spoke on behalf of the Board to both the former and the 
new rectors. Rey. Lars Harrisville spoke on behalf of the sisterhood to the 
former rector. Luncheon was served by the Sisters at the close of the service. 

Farewell Reception for Rector and Mrs. Oefstedal 

A beautiful farewell reception was given the pastor and his estimable wife 
at 8:00 p. m. October 19, 1925. 

Addresses were given by several of the local pastors, the mother superior, 
and other Sisters. Dr. Oscar Torrison spoke in behalf of the Board. Both 
were presented with tokens of love and esteem.

Rev. H. J. Holman, member of the Board of Charities from the Eastern 
District of the Church, has tendered his resignation by reason of having ac- 
cepted the position of rector of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital. 
His term expires in 1926. 

Parkland Children’s Home 

On the nomination of the local board, the Board of Charities has elected 
Mr. G. N. Wold, 2502 Summit Ave., Everett, Wash., to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Mr. Ed. Rollefson, whose term expires in 1929. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
Change of Rules 


In the rules for Children’s Homes, paragraph IV (b), page 347, of the 1924 
Report, reads, “The superintendent shall be called by the local board of directors 
subject to the approval of the Board of Charities.” 

Our experience is that this rule practically precludes the Board of Charities 
from having any voice in the matter of calling superintendents. 

We therefore recommend that the paragraph be changed to read as the same 
paragraph in the rules for the Old People’s Homes, as follows: 

“The superintendent shall be called jointly by the local board of directors 
and the Board of Charities.” 
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A School of Nursing at the Lutheran Deaconess Hospital 


Being that our Deaconess Home does not have sufficient Sisters to provide 
the necessary nursing force at the Lutheran Deaconess Hospital, the Board 
of Charities recommends that the hospital be authorized to establish a School 
of Nursing in the hospital. 

We recommend, however, that every effort be made to retain deaconesses 
as heads of the different departments of the hospital. 

Being that we are handicapped because of a lack of trained workers in 
almost every activity in the Department of Charities, we recommend that per- 
sistent and aggressive efforts be made by the Lutheran Deaconess Home to 
interest and enlist young: women in the deaconess cause not only for service 
in the hospital, but also for other fields of service. 

We recommend that the Lutheran Deaconess Home together with our execu- 
tive secretary take under serious advisement the matter adjusting the rules and 
practice of the sisterhood with the view of making this service attractive to 
American Christian young women. ; 

* Being that there are 10 Lutheran Deaconess Homes in America, we recom- 
mend that our Deaconess Home try to cooperate with other similar institutions 
in aggressive publicity work even to the extent of jointly keeping one deaconess 
east of. Chicago and one west of Chicago as field workers in order to create 
interest in the cause both amnog young women and the rest of the Lutheran 
Church people. . 

We recommend that the Church sanction the petition of the Board of Trustees 
of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital to erect a separate Deaconess 
Home for fhe Deaconesses when the building fund for that purpose has been 
secured.

Ill. COMMITTEE REPORTS AND RESOLUTIONS 


In editing this part of the Annual Report the secretary has, wherever pos- 
sible, incorporated into the printed resolutions the changes adopted by the 
meeting. The sub-joined copy from the convention journal shows what the 
changes are and where they have been made. 


II. COMMITTEE NO. 5. : 


Committee No. 5, Charities, consisting of Rev. K. O. Raftshol, A. H. Amund- 
son, J. N. Midtlien, H. A. Stub, T. T. Boe, and delegates O. K. Mork, H. Skul- 
stad, Nels O. Hove and P. P. Sether, met Thursday, June 3rd, and organized 
by electing Rev. K. O. Raftshol chairman and Rev. H. A. Stub secretary. The 
committee begs to submit the following resolutions: 

Sec. 1. Thanks to God. 

The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America expresses its sincere thanks 
to almighty God, the God of grace, mercy and consolation who is the Author 
and Giver of all good things, for the many blessings He has poured out upon 
His church in the past year and the privilege He has given it of helping the 
poor, the needy, the unfortunate and the lonely, and blessing the labors of 
those who on behalf of the Church have been doing this work. 

Sec. 2. The Charity Work of the Church. 

The Church deeply appreciates the splendid spirit of sacrifice and zeal for 
service which in the past year has permeated the management and the workers 
in our various institutions of mercy. May the Lord in His mercy reward them 
by a consciousness of work well done and a joyful looking forward to a con- 
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tinuation of this blessed’ work. The Church also wishes to extend to all its 
members and friends its thanks for their prayers and contributions which have 
made this work possible. 


Sec. 3. The Church’s Homes for the Aged and Children. 

a. The Church is grateful for the opportunity offered in the past year of 
ministering to 399 aged and 818 children in its nine homes for the aged and 
seven children’s homes. We rejoice at the uniformly cheerful reports from these 
various homes—the absence of anything depressing or unfavorable—one of the 
children’s homes reporting no case of sickness or death among 124 children—a 
truly wonderful record. 

b. Our gratitude is expressed to Mr. and Mrs. T. T. Thompson for their 
many years of faithful service as superintendent and matron of the Beloit 
Children’s Home. 

Sec. 4.. Home Finding Department. 

The Church commends the splendid work carried on by the Home Finding - 
Department. It hopes and prays for continued growth and that it be given 
all possible encouragement as it recognizes that the proper place for a growing 
child is in a Christian home. It rejoices to note the frank, considerate attitude 
on the part of the state and its authorities in this necessary work. 

Sec. 5. Inner Mission Work. 

The Church realizes that the work of mercy is an expression of Christian - 
love which it prays the Lord to increase in the hearts of its members. We 
wish to call the attention of our people to the high standard of work done 
through our city missions, slum missions, hospital missions, prison missions, 
rescue missions, day nurseries, kindergartens, homes for girls and institutional 
missions, through which activities our Church is so nobly reaching out with 
help and comfort to those who are in need. 

Sec. 6. Deaconess Homes and Hospitals. 

a. The Church expresses its appreciation of the work done by these insti- 
tutions and commends them to our people. It would urge young women who 
are qualified, to enter this form of service. 

b. The Church rejoices at the news of the completion of the new addition 
to the Lutheran Deaconess Hospital in Chicago, and asks God’s blessing upon 
the activity of this necessary institution. 

c. We are thankful to Mother Superior for her unselfish service in our 
Deaconess Home and Hospital these 20 years. We deem it fair that she is- 
given a year’s vacation from her duties and we wish her Godspeed upon her 
contemplated journey in our mission fields in foreign lands and a safe return 
home. 

d. It is with regret we note the resignation of Rev. A. Oefstedal, rector 
of the Deaconess Home and Hospital. We feel grateful to him for the years of 
untiring service in the work for the Deaconess Home and Hospital. 

e. We rejoice over the splendid work of the Deaconess Home and Hospi- 
tal, and urge that as soon as possible a Home be erected for the deaconesses. 
We apprecaite the gift of $25,000 promised by Dr. E. E. Henderson toward 
such a Home. : 

Sec. 7. Needy Pastors and Widows’ Fund. 

The Church should be very tender and considerate in caring for those who 
have served her so faithfully when in their prime. It wishes to call particular 
attention to this exceedingly worthy cause and wishes to lay near to the heart 
of the congregations an appeal to give this cause their most generous support. 


Sec. 8. We commend the splendid work of the Norwegian Lutheran Day 
Nursery at Brooklyn, New York, and urge our people to remember this work 
in their prayers as well as with pecuniary aid so that they may continue the 
good work and increase their much needed space. 

Sec. 9. Prison Work. 

We concur with the action of the Board of Charities in engaging Rev. N. 
Lunde to carry on Prison Mission Work and commend the work already done. 

Sec. 10. We commend the splendid work done at Sauk Center for unfor- 
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tunate girls, by Rev. J. A. Johnson, of Osakis, Minnesota, and recommend that 
said work be continued. 


Sec. 11. We commend the splendid work done in the city, slum and insti- 
tutional work at the various places and approve of the consolidation of work 
with the Home Mission Department whenever feasible and workable. 


Sec. 12. We commend the faithful services of the various hospital pastors 
and ask God’s grace upon them in their difficult field of endeavor. 


Sec. 13. We appreciate the opening of gates to do spiritual work at the 
various state institutions and feel that when they ask us to come in we should 
make use of the added opportunity for service. 


Sec. 14. The Church commends the careful and detailed records kept at 
the various institutions of mercy, as these records present in a graphic way 
a view of the great work of this branch of our Church activities. 


Sec. 15. Recommendations. 

(1) The Church recommends that the Board of Education take under 
advisement the possibility of the establishment of a Social Work Department 
at one of our colleges. 

(2) The Church refers to the Board of Charities the advisability of estab- 
lishing a new paper devoted exclusively to the cause of our charity work. 

(3) The Church refers to its Board of Trustees the question of the incor- 
poration of our Institutions of Charity as subsidiary corporations of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America, asking the Board-to give its opinion at 
the next meeting of the Church. 

(4) It appears from the reports of the managers of the Old People’s 
Homes that all of them are in need of more room, In many cases applicants 
are unable to obtain admission. The Church would rejoice to be able to ac- 
commodate all these applicants and appeals to its membership to remember 
these institutions that this may be made possible. 

(5S) The Church recommends continued solicitation of funds for the Martin 
Luther Home that the building soon may be completed and ready to receive 
again its many little charges. 

(6) We recommend that ways and means be found to erect a barn at the 
Wild Rice Children’s Home at once in order to meet the emergency that has 

_arisen there. 

(7) The Church asks the Board of Charities to consider the advisability of 
designating certain Homes for the Aged and Children’s Homes to receive appli- 
cants without funds. 

(8) Juvenile Ceurts. 

The importance of the Church’s work in the Juvenile Courts of the country 
cannot be too highly stressed. As there are so many cities which now have 
established these courts, it is impossible for the Church to have workers in 
all these places, necessary as it is. The Church, therefore, expresses its willing- 
ness to cooperate wherever possible, with such church podies as share our 
faith and practice. 

(9) The City Missions. : 

The Church recommends to its membership to remember the various city 
missionaries in their difficult duties in the courts, jails, hospitals, highways and 
byways of our large cities, and calls attention to what an aid they may be to 
keep our boys and girls, moving into the cities, in touch with our Church. 

Sec. 16. The Church concurs in the following recommendations by its 
Board of Charities, to wit: 


Change of Rules 


In the rules for Children’s Homes, paragraph IV (b), page 347, of the 1924 
Report, reads, “The superintendent shall he called by the local board of direc- 
tors subject to the approval of the Board of Charities.” 

Our experience is that this rule practically »recludes the Board of Charities 
from having any voice in the matter of calling superintendents. 
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"We therefore recommend that the paragraph be changed to read as the same 
paragraph in the rules forthe Old People’s Homes, as follows: 

“the superintendent shall be called jointly by the local board of directors 
and the Board of Charities.” 

A School of Nursing at the Lutheran Deaconess Hospital 

Being that our Deaconess Home does not have sufficient Sisters to provide 
the necessary nursing force at the Lutheran Deaconess Hospital, the Board 
of Charities recommends that the hospital be authorized to establish a School 
of Nursing in the hospital. 

We recommend, however, that every effort be made to retain deaconesses 
as heads of the different departments of the hospital. 

Being that we are handicapped because of a lack of trained workers in 
almost every activity in the Department of Charities, we recommend that per- 
sistent and aggressive efforts be made by the Lutheran Deaconess Home to 
interest and enlist young women in the deaconess cause not only for service 
in the hospital, but also for other fields of service. 

We recommend that the Lutheran Deaconess Home together with our execu- 
tive secretary take under serious advisement the matter adjusting the rules and 
practice of the sisterhood with the view of making this service attractive to 
American Christian young women. 

Being that there are 10 Lutheran Deaconess Homes in America, we recom- 
mend that our Deaconess Home try to cooperate with other similar institutions 
in aggressive publicity work even to the extent of jointly keeping one deaconess 
east of Chicago and one west of Chicago as field workers in order to create 
interest in the cause both among young women and the rest of the Lutheran 
Church people. 

We recommend that the Church sanction the petition of the Board of 
Trustees of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital to erect a separate 
Deaconess Home for the Deasonesses when the building fund for that purpose 
has been secured.

In this connection we quote the following resolution: (See Annual Report 
1925, page 391, paragraph 5-d) 

“Be it further resolved that each board is at liberty to use the 
total amount of contributions received even though they exceed the 
amount voted by the Church, according to a previous resolution by 
the Church.” 

It is further recommended that the Church authorize and direct the various 
boards to adjust the work in keeping with the voted amount, and to appropriate 
to the different institutions and activities in such amounts as to keep the 
appropriations within the amount granted to each board. 

Realizing that this minimum budget will not be adequate to carry on the 

-work according to present order of operation, it is also recommended that the 
Board of Education, the Board of Home Missions and the Board of Charities 
(Foreign Mission Board having been thus authorized previously) together with 
the Finance Committee be authorized and directed to employ the necessary field 
emissaries for the purpose of stimulating interest for the various activities of 

“the Church and for raising the necessary funds, and that all boards cooperate 
with the Finance Committee in raising the voted amounts for each board and 


as much more as possible. 


SOUTH DAKOTA SCHOOL INDEBTEDNESS 
According to the Annual Report of 1925, page 394, division 8-4, the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted:

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“With regard to the school indebtedness in South Dakota, amount- 
ing to $90,565.87, the Church resolves that this matter be referred to 
the Board of Trustees and the Board of Education in conjunction 
with Augustana College of Sioux Falls and Canton Lutheran Normal 
School to devise ways and means for its liquidation.” 

“Therefore be it resolved: That the Board of Education and the 
Board of Trustees together with the institutions as stipulated in the 

‘bove resolution be and hereby are instructed and directed to insti- 
tute the necessary campaign for this purpose as soon as in their 
judgment it is practicable.” 


Pursuant to this resolution, a committee representing the Board of Trustees 
and the Board of Education met with the Board of Trustees of the Augustana 
College Association of South Dakota to consider the liquidation of the indebt- 
edness of Augustana College and the transfer of the property of the Augustana 
College Association as directed* by the Church, and arrived at the following 


agreement: 


“First:. That The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America trans- 
fer as soon as the legal formalities can be observed, to the Augustana 
College Association the property now occupying and used by Canton 
Normal School at Canton, South Dakota, and the Augustana College or 
Normal School of Sioux Falls, South Dakota, by proper deeds of convey- 
ance with proper reservations of said property or the proceeds thereof be 
used only for school purposes, conformable with the principles of the 
educational work of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 

“Second: That the indebtedness incurred in connection with the 
Augustana College and Normal School aggregated with interest there- 
on substantially $90,000.00 to be disposed of as follows: 

A—$45,000.00 thereof to be assumed by the school district assigned 
to the Augustana College Association, which amount is to be raised 
as follows: $5,000.00 to be added to the budget apportionment of said 
Church to said District each year and that such $5,000.00 so raised, 
together with any surplus that may be raised by said district over the 
said budget apportionment of said church to said district each year, 
be paid to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America until the 
said sum of $45,000.00 has been liquidated. 

B—That the balance of said indebtedness of substantially $90,000 
be absorbed by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America.”

CONVEYANCE OF CANTON AND SIOUX FALLS PROPERTIES 


Proper deeds of conveyance have been executed in the name of the Church 
and delivered to Augustana College Association, conveying all the College 
property in Sioux Falls and in Canton to the Augustana College Association as 
directed by the Church in a former resolution, subject to proper reservations 
for the use of this property. 


Transfer of Endowment Funds 


As it is necessary for the college to hold its own endowment funds as 
required for proper accreditation, the Board of Trustees recommends that the 
Church transfer the endowment funds of the Augustana College and Normal 
School and the Canton Normal School to the Augustana College Association. 
The Augustana College Association should in turn, in conformity to the general 
rules of the Church, appoint the Board of Trustees of the Church to act as its 
agent both in the matter of being custodians of all the securities as well as the 
placing of all its investments. 


BUDGET DEFICITS 


The total budget indebtedness as of April, 1926, not including what has 
been borrowed for the budget for 1926, is $433,244.19. 

The Budget Committee recommends that the work of raising this indebt- 
edness be continued in all congregations that have as yet been unable to par- 
‘ticipate in this work. These congregations should be requested to take hold 
of this at once and not leave the burden on such congregations as have 
already raised their share of the deficit. Some congregations have begun this 
work and should be allowed to finish and the church should extend the time 
necessary for the completion of this work. 

The Budget Committe also recommends that an amount of $50,000.00 be 
included each year in the voted budget, and allocated to the four budgeting 
boards as follows:

AUDITS OF CHURCH ACCOUNTS 


The accounts of the Treasurer’s office of the Church, as well as that of the 
Augsburg Publishing House, were left in the hands of Chas. H. Preston Com- 
pany, Certified Public Accountants, and this audit has been very thorough in 
every respect. It is the intention of the Board to continue this auditing, as the 
Board finds that, with the great amount of funds handled by the various 
Boards and officials of the Church, a very thorough audit should be made 
every year. 


ERIK WALDELAND’S DEATH 


The Church suffered a great loss in the death of its trusted and efficient 
treasurer, Mr. Erik Waldeland; and the Board on September 9, 1925, passed 
the following resolution: 

“Jt ig with profound sorrow that the Board of Trustees learns of 
the sudden and unexpected death that came ‘as a thief in the night’ to 
our friend and co-laborer, Erik Waldeland, the Treasurer of our Church. 

His day of labor, direct in the service of the Church, was long: 35 

years before and eight years after the Union in 1917. 

“In recognition of his untiring efforts and faithfulness in the per- 
formance of the manifold duties devolving upon him as Treasurer of 
the Church, the Board wishes to express its sincere gratitude. In 
the many committees and the various boards of which he by virtue 
of his office was a member, he will be greatly missed. His keen 
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discrimination, clear vision, and his general ability obtained through 
his many years of experience in the affairs of the work of our Church, 
seem impossible to be substituted. Sincere, deliberate, and firm in his 
convictions, he .would take a stand in the determination of the many 
difficult and often perplexing problems to be solved, always with one 
aim in view: the best interest of the Church and for the extension of 
the Kingdom of God. His absence will be keenly felt by all his assoc- 
iates. His departure while in the midst of the performance of his 
duties came as a shock to all. In his death the Church has lost one 
of its most efficient executives.” 


ELECTION OF TREASURER AND ADJUSTMENT OF 
TREASURER’S DUTIES 


The matter of the election of the treasurer to fill the vacancy of Hrik 
Waldeland, deceased, was then carefully considered, and it was thought advis- 
able to divide the duties of Treasurer and the Auditor and Comptroller, in such 
a way that the duties of the Treasurer should be as prescribed in the Articles 
of Incorporation, being as follows: “The Treasurer shall receive and disburse 
the funds of the corporation under the direction of the Board of Trustees. He 
shall keep true accounts of all funds received and disbursed and make full 
report to the Church for each fiscal year. He shall also make full report to 
the Board of Trustees at the end of each fiscal year and at such other times as 
the Board may direct. He shall give such bond for the faithful performance of 
his duties as the Board may direct. The fiscal year shall be from the thirtieth - 
of April to the first of May the following year.” (Fiscal year later changed to 
calendar year.) 

It was then decided that the duties of the Auditor and Comptroller should 
be to look over all the securities of the Church, such as mortgage loans, bonds, 
etc., and see to it that all money loaned out is in accordance with the prescribed 
rule laid down by the Loan and Investment Committee of the Board of 
Trustees. He shall also have charge of the auditing of the Church, with such 
assistance as he may need, in order to properly take care of this work. Rev. 
H. O. Shurson was thereupon elected Treasurer, to fill the vacancy of Erik 
Waldeland, deceased, until the next annual meeting of the Church. Jos. O. 
Estrem, as Comptroller and Auditor, was then requested to take on the addi- 
tional duties as prescribed above. 

It will be noted by the above that the duties of the General Field Secre- 
tary and Treasurer were combined, thus avoiding complications and duplica- 
tion of office work. This also being an item of saving on the part of the 
Church.

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Report of the Finance Committee to the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America 


“That they do good, that they be rich in good works, that they be ready to 
distribute, willing to communicate.” 1 Tim. 6:18. 

Actuated by the same mind which was also in Christ Jesus, our Church 
heeded the invitation of Christ to go and work in His vineyard by assuming the 
corresponding obligations. The Church trusted that the Lord who gave us the 
work to do, would give grace to contribute in such proportions as to meet the 
voted amount, in order that we “might do good, be rich in good works, ready 
to distribute, willing to communicate.” 

Thousands of young people were invited to our Christian institutions of learn- 
ing, hundreds of men were called to minister to the spiritual wants of our 
people on our home mission fields, more than a hundred men and women were 
sent out as the refrain came to us: 

“From many an ancient river, from many a palmy plain, 
They call us to deliver their land from error’s chain.” 


Hundreds of those called “the least of these my brethren” were invited to 
stay at our charitable institutions. It was only by faith our Church launched out 
in the hope of some accomplishment for His Kingdom and with one thought in 
mind: 

“To spread His light from age to age 
Shall be our chief endeavor.” 


It is with gratitude to God for His wonderful love to us we look back upon 
the year 1925. 


General Survey 


The Church voted a budget in the amount of $1,123,890.74 for the fiscal year, 
January 1st to December 31st, 1925. A meeting of the general president of the 
Church, the district presidents, the district financial secretaries, the field super- 
intendents and the finance committee was held and apportioned the voted 
budget plus a margin of 15% to the districts. The districts responded by con- 
tributing'as shown in the tabulations given on page 391 as Mxhibit I and II. 

899 congregations contributed an aggregate amount of $45,551.76 in excess 
of their apportionment. 3800 more than last year. 

371 congregations contributed the exact amount apportioned. 96 more than 
last year. 

1,193 congregations contributed in part, but fell short an aggregate amount 
of $252,675.72, 293 less than last year. 

438 congregations did not contribute to Education. 99 less than last year. 

308 congregations did not contribute to Home Missions. 70 less than last year. 

296 congregations did not contribute to Foreign Missions. 82 less than last 
year. 

400 congregations did not contribute to Charities. 103 less than last year. 

238 congregations did not contribute to any of the activities as represented 
by the budget. 52 less than last year. 

It has been the endeavor of the Finance Committee to direct the work in 
such a way as to encourage and assist congregations that have not contributed, 
or contributed only a part of their allotted amounts, to join the ranks of the 
many congregations that from year to year have untiringly, and in ever-increas- 
ing amounts, made it possible to carry on the work which the Lord called our 
Church to do. 

The untiring efforts of pastors in constantly keeping the general work of 
our Church before their people is commendable. 

The General President of our Church and our district presidents have de- 
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voted much time to the raising of the budget, and the Church owes them deep 
gratitude also for this part of their strenuous work. 

The district and circuit secretaries, serving as such without salaries, deserve 
much credit for the improvement. shown by the congregations in the general 
participation in contributing to the Lord’s work. 

Our field emissaries have also been untiring in their efforts. It is not only 
the direct results in dollars and cents that is the fruit of their labor. A more 
far-reaching effect of their work is the laying of a spiritual foundation for 
Christian stewardship, and in placing the work of our Church in the right light 
and correcting many erroneous ideas harbored in the hearts of some of our 
people based on misunderstanding or lack of knowledge. Our people want in- 
formation. Pastors are exerting every effort to bring to their people informa- 
tion that may create more love for the work of the extension of the Kingdom 
of God. Many congregations and pastors ask for assistance and it would be 
unfortunate not to be able to meet this want. There is a large number of ap- 
plications for speakers for occasions that have been arranged in the interest of 
the general work of our Church, as well as requests to have some one come 
to help do personal work in the interest of this cause. There is also a large 
number of vacant congregations that need help. The field emissaries are always 
overloaded with work. 

With the best support of the presidents, the leadership of the district and 
circuit secretaries, active committees on finance in each circuit and congrega- 
tion, with an adequate number of field emissaries employed either by the Church 
direct, the boards or the general committee on finance and the earnest prayers 
of His people, the Lord will continue increasingly to bless the work. 

Each circuit and congregation should be urged to see to it that a committee 
on finance is elected. With such committees functioning under the direction of 
the district and circuit secretaries and assisted by an adequate number of 
field emissaries, every member of our Church will be reached and brought to 
see the blessing of giving to the Lord’s cause. 


Women’s Missionary Federation 


From year to year it becomes more and more evident that the Lord has 
found a large field of service for this organization. It may take time for some 
of us to become reconciled to a new idea. 

The work of the Ladies’ Aid societies of our congregations is something that 
has been recognized from the early days of our Church. The idea of federating 
these societies is of more recent years, and it is well that a matter of such 
importance be given due consideration. 

We must, however, by this time be justified in thinking that also this method 
of organization is a true development in our work and to which the old axiom 
can be applied: ‘In unity there is strength.” 

It has also been very evident that as new duties have devolved upon the or- 
ganization, God has given grace to assume them. 

In the endeavor of the Church to “make an every-member canvass,” first 
for the salvation of their own souls and that they may become interested in the 
salvation of others, there is a great mission to perform among the women as 
well as the men. 

The Women’s Missionary Federation is a great factor in disseminating in- 
formation about the work of the Church, promoting loyalty and reaching the 
individual. 

The slogan of the Federation has been ‘Voluntary Service.” The general 
president, the president of each district and circuit, as well as all their officers 
and working committees, constitute a wonderful band of willing workers. In 
their unassuming, quiet way they have gone about the tasks set before them. 
The committee on finance has with much interest noted the prevailing spirit of 
sacrifice, the ever increasing interest in the various activities of the Church, and 
the desire expressed in so many different ways of arranging this work so as to 
render the best possible support to the cause of the Church as a whole. 
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For the reason that many contributions received are not specified so as to be 
credited to the Federation, it is not possible to give a correct estimate of what 
has been received through the efforts of the Federation. It is, therefore, to be 
noted that the amount of $118,387.44, of which amount $105,905.19 has been re- 
ceived for the budget, as shown in the report of the treasurer of the Federation, 
does not represent all that should legitimately be placed to the credit of the 
Federation. 


To thank the Federation for what it is doing for the Church seems quite 
inadequate but it is with sincere gratitude to God we express our appreciation 
of their work. The Ladies’ Aid societies, not directly connected with the Fed- 
eration, have also this year contributed in their usual liberal manner and must 
be remembered in our expressions of gratitude. 


In view of the development of the work of the Federation and the many 
possibilities for greater service, the Committee on Finance recommends that a 
full time field worker be employed and an adequate amount budgeted so as to 
cover her salary. ° 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S LUTHER LEAGUE 


There is a double reason why we are this year for the first time listing the 
financial report of the Young People’s Luther League in the Annual Report of 
the Church. In the first place we believe this active organization should be 
accorded this recognition because of the work it has been able to accomplish 
among the younger generation of the Church. Largely thru the efforts of the 
Y. P. L. L., the young people are being brought to realize the importance of 
supporting the program of the Church. And this includes the financial program, 
as the following resolution adopted at the annual meeting of the National Board 
shows: 


RESOLVED: 


“That in addition to the support of the League’s own work, our young people 
should cooperate heartily with their home congregations in the raising of the 
budget for the support of Home and Foreign Missions, Charities, and Christian 
Education. Amounts sent in for the budget by local leagues will be credited to 
the budget account of the local congregations, and also credited in the accounts 
of the Young People’s Luther League. 

“That our young people should cooperate heartily also with the various cam- 
paigns thruout the Church for endowment funds for our higher church schools. 
Amounts contributed by local leagues toward such endowment funds, if officially 
reported to the office of the executive secretary, will be credited in the accounts 
of the Young /People’s Luther League. ; 

“SLOGAN: ‘Every leaguer a regular contributor to the Lord’s work.” 

But in the second place, we feel that the Y. P. L. L. should be given special 
recognition because of the splendid way in which it is rallying the young people 
to the task of actually contributing liberally to this program. When we re- 
member that the League is less than ten years old, it is encouraging, to say 
the least, that this organization is able in one year to report a contribution 
to its 1925 project of $17,675.18 (this has since grown to about $20,000.00), and 
besides this support to the budget of the Church from the League (only last 
half of year listed), of $7,280.73, together with $4,281.86 from the Lutheran 
Students’ Union—a total of $11,562.59 direct contribution to the budget of the 
Church. The.total contributions of the League since the National Convention 
at Minneapolis totals more than $25,000.00, most of which will accrue to the 
Church. Certainly we have good reasons for welcoming the Y. P. L. L. as a 
strong factor in the future program of the Church. And we should rejoice that 
the younger generation is now seemingly ready to do large things for the 
Church. 

The financial statement follows the report of the general treasurer of the 
Church.

BUDGET DEFICIT 


The budget deficit on April 30th this year amounted to $433,244.19. In this 
matter the following resolution was adopted by the Church last year: 


“Be it further resolved: That in case of an obtaining deficit at the close 
of the year, each district be requested to see to it that the remainder of the 
amount apportioned be raised by the respective districts.” 

In view of this resolution, each district should at their respective meetings 
this year take some action in this matter. 


The apportionments were made two years ago. Additional deficits have been 
added since. For this reason the Committee concurs in the recommendation of 
the Board of Trustees, that an amount of $50,000 for the budget deficit be in- 
cluded in the voted budgets for 1927 and 1928, and that the raising of the budget 
deficit be continued where the work hag not been completed. 

A tabulation showing what has been contributed by congregations is herewith 
submitted.

REPORT OF PUBLICITY BUREAU 


The radio station at St. Olaf College has gained for itself an excellent repu- 
tation. The programs given have been of a high grade and of such character 
as to be a credit to St. Olaf College and to the Church. Appeals have been made 
by the Publicity Bureau from time to time in the public press for contributions 
toward the support of the station. The responses have not been as general as 
the Bureau had anticipated. The Bureau entertains the hope that the con- 
vention when it votes the budget for 1927, will grant the measure of aid recom- 
mended by the budget committee. 

So far as its contemplated plan of operations is concerned the Bureau takes 
the liberty to call attention to the outline that appeared in its report to the 
convention in 1925. 


In its efforts to carry out the plan thus defined the Bureau has furnished 
articles to our Norwegian secular press as also to a large number of such local 
weekly papers as would seem nearest to our people. An expression of thanks 
to the many papers that have willingly printed our contributions will be in 
order. 


The members of the Bureau are responsible for duties in offices that require 
the full measure of their working capacity. As a consequence their service in 
the cause of publicity must perforce be considered more or less incidental to 
their official activities. The Bureau is therefore aware that this branch of the 
work has not reached that degree of efficiency which the interests of the church 
require. It has furthermore become increasingly convinced that the wise course 
in the premises is to employ a competent man to give all or at least a large 
part of his time to the special work of publicity. 

At its convention in 1925 the Church passed the following resolution: 

Be it resolved: 

a) That the Church heartily endorses the working plan of the Publicity 
Bureau as outlined in their report, commends the broadness and vision of the 
plan, and urges that the Bureau exercises every effort, with the time and means 
at disposal, to let the good work go on. The Church desires and hopes that the 
time will not be long before it can place the right man on full-time salary at 
the head of the Publicity Bureau. (Annual Report 1925, page 397.) 
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In conformity to, and in pursuance of, the spirit of this resolution the Bureau 
recommends to the convention that the convention authorize the Publicity 
Bureau to employ a publicity man either for part time or for full time service, 
which recommendation is also in harmony with the action of the Budget Com- 


mittee in providing for the salary of such a man in the budget.

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II. COMMITTEE REPORT AND RESOLUTIONS 


In editing this part of,the Annual Report the secretary has, wherever pos- 
sible, incorporated into the printed resolutions the changes adopted by the 
-meeting. The sub-joined copy from the convention journal shows what the 
changes are and where they have been made. 

Committee No. 6 consisting of the following members: A. J. Bergsaker, 
T. S. Stockdal, L. J. Floren, Joh. Gronskou, A. H. Dahl, J. N. Jacobson, 
Paul G. Henricks, John L. Waold and R. R. Syrdal met at the Augsburg 
Publishing House May 26, 1926, and organized by electing Rev. Stockdal chair- 
man, Mr. Wald vice-chairman, Rev. Syrdal secretary and Rev. Granskou sec- 
retary in Norwegian. : 

Your committee, having examined the reports presented by the various 
boards as carefully as possible with the time and means at its disposal, begs 
leave to report as follows: 


A. The Survey 


Sec. 1.The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in convention assembled 
expresses her deepfelt and sincere gratitude to God that He has opened the 
minds and the hearts of her constituent members to the need of the Church, to 
the extent that a greater amount of money has come into her coffers during 
the last fiscal year than in any other year of her existence, contributions hav- 
ing been received as follows: 

For the Budget $1,109,377.08 

For the Budget Indebtedness 346,809.03 


$1,456, 186.11 


Sec. 2. Rejoicing in the above mentioned result, the Church will not forget 
to express her thanks to the individual members who in love to tke Lord of 
the Church and His works so generously have given of their means for her 
support. 


Nor will she forget the different agencies that, like handmaids of the Lord, 
have placed themselves at her service. Calling to mind in particular the in- 
dividual congregations and pastors, Ladies’ Aids and Young People’s Soci- 
eties, Women’s Missionary Federation, Luther League, District Presidents, 
Financial Secretaries, the various boards and committees as well as the officers 
of the church. 


Sec. 3. She notes also with gratitude that she has been remembered by— 
direct gifts and legacies for endowment funds to the extent of $77,348.44. °It 
is exceedingly fitting that man return to the Lord both while he is living and 
upon his death, part at least of what the Lord has entrusted to him, wherefor 
the Church would commend such manner of giving, and gratefully receive such 
gifts entrusted to her stewardship. : 

Sec. 4. However, it is not with joy analloyed that the Church scans the 
pages of her financial record of the last fiscal year, inasmuch as she closed 
her accounts with a deficit of $59,832.81, due in part to the fact that 1431 of 
her congregations contributed only a part of their fair share, and 238 congre- 
gations contributed nothing at all. 

Sec. 5 a. It is very gratifying to note that 899 congregations contributed 
an aggregate amount of $45,551.76 in excess of their apportionments, 300 more 
than last year, that 371 congregations contributed the exact amount appor- 
tioned, 96 more than last year. All these congregations have merited the spe- 
cial thanks of the church for the fine work done. We are also very glad to 
learn that the number of congregations which contributed, but not the full 
amount, has been reduced to 293.

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B. The Budget 


Sec. 1. In order that ample time be given for careful consideration of the 
budget, the Church decides that the voting of the budget become the order 
of the day on the second day of the convention. ; 

Sec. 2. Whereas the various boards, the Budget Bureau and the Finance 
Commfttee have carefully prepared the budget for the years 1927 and 1928, and 
after Committee No. 6 has spent several days scrutinizing carefully every item, 
we find that the minimum amount of $300,597.29 for the year 1927 and $288,- 
403.00 for the year 1928 is needed for Education. $316,286.03 each year for 
Home Mission, $360,000.00 each year for Foreign Mission and $211,201.12 each 
year for Charities is needed with which the work ordered by the Church can 
properly be conducted, but 

Whereas the Board*of Trustees urges that the greatest care should be exer- 
cised in the voting of the budget in order to safeguard the credit of the 
Church, and 

Whereas the approximate sum of $1,110,000.00 was received for the year 
of 1925, therefore 

Sec. 3. Be it resolved, that the Church vote a minimum budget of $1,145,- 
084.44 annually for the biennium of 1927 and 1928 to be allocated as follows:

Sec. 4. Be it further resolved that the Board of Trustees and the Finance 
Committee be and hereby are authorized and directed to add a margin of 15 
per cent when allocating the budget. Said amount not to be considered a 
part of the voted budget as guaranteed by the Church. 

Sec. 5. Be it further resolved that 50 per cent of any sum in excess of 
the following amounts in each department, to-wit: 

Education 1927, $300,597.29, 

Education 1928, $288,403.00, 

Foreign Mission $360,000.00 each year, 

Home Mission $316,286.03 each year, 

Charities $211,201.12 each year, 
may be retained by the respective departments and used as agreed by the Boards 
of the Respective departments and the Finance Committee, and the other 50 
per cent be set aside as a reserve fund after the budget deficits have been 
liquidated. 

Sec. 6. Realizing that this is a minimum budget and will not be adequate 
to carry on the work as ordered and planned, and realizing the necessity of 
stimulating interest for the various activities of the Church and for the: rais- 
ing of the necessary funds, 

Be it resolved, that the Board of Education, the Board of Home Missions, 
the Board of Foreign Missions and the Board of Charities be authorized and 
directed to employ the necessary field emissaries, and that the above boards 
and the Finance Committee consider the request of the Women’s Missionary 
Federation for a woman field worker. (Recommitted to No. 6 for corrections.) 


C. Institutions 


Sec. 1. Augustana College (transferred to Department II). 

Adopted subject to the approval of South Dakota District and Augustana 
College Association. 

Sec. 2. City, Slum and Hospital Mission, Deleted. 

Sec. 3. President. 

1) The Church concurs in the recommendation of the Board of Trustees 
in regard to the salary of the president, and hereby grants him a salary of 
$4,000.00 per year and free house. 

2) The Church hereby authorizes the Board of Trustees to build or pur- 
chase a suitable residence for the president, as soon as the necessary funds 
have been raised. 
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Sec. 4. Treasurer. 

Be it resolved, that the treasurer in his report for the Annual Report add 
the following: 

“Before the amount each congregation has contributed is placed the sum 
of the fair share and also the number of confirmed members of such congrega- 
tion, the name and address of those congregations who have contributed noth- 
ing to the various activities of the Church, also to be added.”

Inasmuch as the Board of Trustees have found it advisable to submit the 
accounts of the Treasurer’s office of the Church as well as that of the Augsburg 
Publishing House to a certified public accountant for the purpose of audit, 

Be it resolved, that we approve the action taken by the Board of Trustees 
in regard to said audit and that we recommend that this policy of an annual 
audit be adhered to also in the future. 

Sec. 7. Adjustment of Treasurer’s Duties, Etc. 

Inasmuch as the Board of Trustees have found it expedient to combine the 
duties of Treasurer and General Field and Financial Secretary, and to Assign 
additional duties to the Comptroller and Auditor of the Church, 

Be it resolved, that we concur in the action taken by the Board of Teiistees 
and that as heretofore it be left in the hands of said Board of Trustees to ad- 
just this work in such a way as to effect the greatest possible economy and 
efficiency.

Report B From Committee No. 6 


A. New drafts for paragraphs re-referred to the committee by the conven- 
tion to take place of the original drafts 5 b-6. 

1. Contributing Congregations 

But the church notes with concern that 438 congregations did not contribute 
to Education; 308 congregations did not contribute to Home Missions; 296 
congregations did not contribute to Foreign Missions; 400 congregations did 
not contribute to Charities; 238 congregations did not contribute to any of the 
activities as represented by the budget. 

Realizing the close interdependence and intimate relationship to each other 
of our various church activities, the church desires to sound a word of warning 
as to the inevitable danger to the general welfare of the church as a whole in 
placing the importance of one activity above the others, and would therefore 
most earnestly encourage the support of all activities in the light of their rela- 
tive importance to the church. 

And while we realize that there may be extenuating circumstances, the 
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church nevertheless feels in duty bound most earnestly to remind the delin- 
quent congregations of the duties of Christian stewardship and call their at- 
tention to the fact that in proportion as they fail, they add additional burdens 
on their sister congregations and hinder the work of the church. 

Be it further resolved, that the church urge upon the district presidents, 
financial secretaries and circuit chairmen to go to these delinquent congrega- 
tions to stimulate interest for all the activities of the church and help them 
to raise their apportionments. 


2. Authorization to make appropriations. 


The Board of Education, the Board of Home Missions, the Board of Foreign 
Missions and the Board of Charities are hereby authorized and directed to 
appropriate the amount voted to each board to the activities and institutions 
of each of said boards, this to include the prorated amounts allotted to each 
board, as stated by the budget committee. 


3. Authorization to employ field secretaries 


Realizing that this is a minimum budget and will not be adequate to carry 
on the work as ordered and planned, and realizing the necessity of stimulating 
more interest for the various activities of the church, especially in places where 
little or nothing has been contributed in former years, 

Be it therefore resolved, that the Board of Education, the Board of Home 
Missions, and the Board of Charities be granted the same privilege as the 
Board of Foreign Mission, namely, to employ the necessary field emissaries, 

Be it further resolved, that all boards work in conjunction with the Finance 
Committee in arranging and carrying out the above plan. 


4. Call of Committee No. 6

II. REPORT 
a) Board of Publication 


To the Third General Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America: 


The year ending December 31, 1925, was financially a successful year for 
Augsburg Publishing House. All departments operated at a profit, except the 
department of our Church papers. In this department “Lutheraneren,” “Chil- 
dren’s Friend” and “Little Folks” operated at a combined net profit of $6,888.32, 
while “Lutheran Church Herald,” “Our Young People,” “Barnevennen” and 
“Teologisk -Tidsskrift” operated at a combined net loss of $11,531.14, making 
a total net loss for the department of $4,642.82. But after the loss on these 
publications has been absorbed and a reasonable reduction for depreciation of 
buildings and inventories has been made, the combined net profit for all de- 
partments amounts to $34,241.89. 
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Compared month by month with the preceding year, the volume of busi- 
ness transacted both in the book department and in the manufacturing depart- 
ments shows a substantial increase for every month. All operations, accounts 
and records have this year been audited and certified to by Chas. H. Preston 
& Co., Certified Public Accountants.

III. COMMITTEE REPORT AND RESOLUTIONS 


In editing this part of the Annual Report the secretary has, wherever pos- 
sible, incorporated into the printed resolutions the changes adopted by the 
meeting. The sub-joined copy from the convention journal shows what the 
changes are and where they have been made. 


Committee No. 7 (Publications) consisting of Pastors C. C. A. Jensen, 
P. Skartvedt, O. K. Okland, H. R. Romness, A: J. Evenson, A. E. Lien, 
C. Davick, Prof. O. A. Tingelstad, Del. I. M. Kalnes met Thursday afternoon 
and organized’ by electing Rev. C. C. A. Jensen president and Rev. H. R. 
Romness secretary. 

The resolutions adopted by this committee are as follows: 


1. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America notes with satisfaction 
that the various departments of Augsburg Publishing House—with one excep- 
tion—were able to operate at a steadily increasing profit during the year 1925, 


2. While, according to the report of the Board of Publication, the depart- 
ment of church papers operated at a considerable loss, yet the church appre- 
ciated the fact that efforts were made to bring also this department up to a 
paying basis, and it commends the Publishing House and the editors for the 
success with which they carried out their campaign for subscriptions to Luth- 
eraneren and the Lutheran Church Herald. We would urge that this good 
work be continued not merely for the sake of the financial gain that it will 
bring, but also, and especially, for the value it will have to those who become 
readers of these papers. 


3. The Church adopts the resolution of Dr. J. A. O. Stub, passed at a 
meeting of the English District held April 7th, 1926. The resolution reads as 
follows: 

Whereas, the Lutheran Church Herald is coming to hold, more and more, 
a large place in the life of our congregations, and 

Whereas, the rapidly increasing number of our English language congrega- 
tions need more articles in our church paper suitable to the changing condi- 
tions, and also regular, paid correspondents from our various centers, 

Be it resolved, that this convention expresses to the Board of Publication 
of our church, its appreciation because of the enlarged size of Lutheran Church 
Herald, and, that we further express to Editor Lee our gratitude for giving our 
people a real English church paper, and 


4. The church recognizes the great value and importance of Bible Com- 
mentaries by our own Lutheran writers, and in order that the splendid produc-_ 
tion of Dr. Johs. Ylvisaker on the Four Gospels may become more widely read ~ 
in our church, we would request that the Board of Publication publish the 
English translation of this work, by Rev. H. O. Smeby, as soon as possible. 
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5. The convention expresses its hearty approval of the decision of the 
Board of Publication to have a Jubilee Edition of “Luther’s Catechism” pub- 
lished in cooperation with other Lutheran Church bodies. 

6. The church records its appreciation of the publication of a History of 
the Norwegian People in America, by Dr. O. M. Norlie, under the auspices 
of the Norse-American Centennial Committee, and recommends that this rec- 
ord of the achievements of our people be placed in public and school libraries 
wherever possible.

Pension Roll Omitted 


In compliance with suggestions from a committee, appointed in accordance 
with a resdlution in 1923, the pension roll is omitted in the annual report, but 
may be seen at the offices of the Board. 


Annuity or Pension 

The amount of $62,592.73 was paid during the year 1925 to 106 men, 10S 
widows, and 2 sets of orphans at the rate of 320 dollars to each full time pen- 
sioner. This was made possible by the contribution of 26 thousand dollars to 
the annuity account by congregations, ladies’ aid societies, and individuals. The 
amount on hand to 215 pensioners in 1926 is $50,862.18. It will therefore require 
an additional 20 thousand dollars to the annuity account for 1926 to pay them 
the same amount as in 1925. We hope the pastors will announce an offering. 
and that the ladies’ aid societies will give a contribution to this worthy and 
-needy cause. 

The Board has requested the Church to make appropriations of 30 thousand 
dollars for 1927 and for 1928, in its general budget to the Annuity Account. 
If this is granted the congregations can receive credit for what they contribute 
to the Pension Fund in like manner as they receive credit for the other contribu- 
tions to the general budget. 
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Revision of Rules 


The following change in section 31 of the rules is recommended for adoption: 

That the following words: “In case a member who has reached the age of 
65 years wishes to continue his service in a smaller field within the Church”— 
be stricken, and the following words substituted: “In case a pensioner wishes 
to resume service in the Church.” 


The following two amendments to the rules are recommended for adoption : 

“A member whose membership has been cancelled may have one year in 
which he may be reinstated.” 

“Members who are eligible to draw pension, but do not do so, shall not be 
required to pay the annual dues.” 

After much study and deliberation on the pension fund problems the board 
has decided to recommend reorganization of the fund and does herewith submit 
the following statements and recommendations which have been approved by 
Mr. Herman Ekern, attorney general of Wisconsin, who is a member of our 
Church, and by several other experts.. 

At the time of the union, in 1917, the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
started a pension fund for its ministers, professors, missionaries, and teachers, 
invited them to join the fund by paying a certain entrance fee and annual | 
dues and promised them a maximum annuity or pension of 500 dollars in case 
of old age, or total disability; and an equal amount to widows and orphans 
of members of the fund. 


Our Church has thereby recognized its duty to provide the necessities of 
life for its old servants, when they must retire from active service and their 
salary ceases, and to look after their widows and orphans. 

The Church did, however, not realize what obligations it undertook when 
it started the fund on the present endowment plan. For an endowment pen- 
sion plan means that a permanent fund must be collected, sufficiently large to 
produce interest enough to pay the annuities to an inereasing number of pen- 
sioners. The fund started in 1917 with 80 pensioners taken over from the three 
uniting bodies. It has now 215 and, according to the actuary’s projections of 
the present membership, the pension roll will continue to increase during the 
next 22 years until in 1948 there will be 600 pensioners, and if new members 
are taken in, there will be still more, for each new member will some day 
become a pensioner, or die and leave a widow as beneficiary. 

To pay 600 pensioners even the 320 dollars annuity which they have been 
wont to receive would require revenue to the amount of 192 thousand dollars, 
and, since only the interest can be used, would require the eollection of an en- 
dowment or permanent fund of between three and four million dollars, or about 
seven times as large a fund as we have. 


It should be evident that the collection of such a fund is almost prohibitive. 
But even if this could be done, it would not be advisable to do it, as there is 
another plan that is better in this that it does not require more than from one- 
third to one-half the capital needed to obtain the same result, e. g.: to pay a 
pensioner who is 65 years old 320 dollars on the endowment plan, using only 
the interest, requires 6,400 dollars, while one-half this amount is sufficient if 
both principal and interest can be used. 


There is nothing new in this experience of our pension fund that its endow- 
men+ does not keep pace with its accruing liabilities. Hundreds of churches 
and civic organiations have had the same experience with their endowment 
pension plans. By this time most of them, therefore, have abandoned this 
plan and have adopted so-called reserve plans, where not only the interest but 
also the principal is used for paying the pension when it comes due. Most 
of these plans are contributory plans which means that their members and 
their congregation or other salary-paying organizations pay a certain per- 
centage of their salaries. commonly a total of 10 per cent. This perecentagge, 
paid during a period of 35 years, will make it possible to accumulate reserves 
sufficient to pay the members an old age annuity of about half their 
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salaries, and will also provide annuities for the men who break down before 
they reach old age, and for widows of men who die before old age. 

The Board of Pensions has consulted actuaries and other experts, and they 
all agree that reserve features should be incorporated into our pension fund 
whereby in the first place new members and the younger membership of the 
present fund may be assured certain and more adequate annuities, and in the ~ 
second place more revenue may be secured for the benefit of those left in 
the old plan. 

To take care of those who have already retired and become pensioners and 
those who will retire before sufficient reserves will have been accumulated, the 
Church should make appropriations in its general budget for the annuities 
to them. These appropriations will be needed for a considerable number of 
years until the new reserve plan takes full effect. 

The Board, therefore, recommends to the Church that 

1) New members be provided for on the reserve plan by the payment by 
themselves of 21-2 per cent and by their congregations or salary-paying 
departments of the Chureh of 71% per cent of their salaries. 

2) Present members who have sufficient future service years left to accu- 
mulate reserves on the new plan to provide old age annuities of at least 500 
dollars, be transferred to the reserve plan and provided for by the payment 
of 2% per cent by themselves and 7% per cent by their congregations or 
salary-paying departments of the Church and upon such transfer pay into 
the reserve and be given credit for the two hundred dollars which they have 
paid to the old fund and which the rules permit to be withdrawn from the en- 
dowment fund. 

3( As the certain income in the present fund (the interest on the endow- 
ment fund, two-fifths of the net proceeds of the publishing business of the 
Church, and the 20 dollars annual dues from the active members of the fund) 
is inadequate to pay even the 320 dollars annuities to the present number of 
pensioners, the Board recommends that, in addition to this income, annuities 
to members who cannot be transferred to the reserve plan be provided for by 
the payments of 714 of their salaries by their congregations of salary-paying 
departments of the Church. 

4) Until in this way sufficient reserves will have been accumulated to pay 
the 320 dollars annuity to those who are left on the old plan, annual appro- 
priations be made in the general budget of the Church to meet the deficit. 

5) Whenever the accumulations warrant such action, all 320 dollars annui- 
ties, then being paid, should be increased accordingly. 

6) Further contributions be solicited for the reserve fund instead of the 
endowment fund.

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III. COMMITTEE REPORTS AND RESOLUTIONS 


In editing this part of the Annual Report the secretary has, wherever pos- 
sible, incorporated into the printed resolutions the changes adopted by the 
meeting. The sub-joined copy from the convention journal shows what the 
changes are and where they have been made. 


The committee consisting of the following members, Delegate Pastor Th. A. 
Gunnarson, Rev. A. Bredesen, Rev. H. Rosenquist, Delegate Henry Daae, Rev. 
S. J. Lindseth, Delegate H. S. Dahlen, Delegate T. T. Henryson, Rev. T. E. 
Sweger and Rev. Stephen Dale, organized by electing Rev. H. Rosenqvist 
chairman, Rev. T. E. Sweger secretary. 


1. We return thanks to almighty God for the blessing that the Pension 
Fund has proven to be to the aged laborers of the Church, the widows and 
orphan children of pastors, for the liberal contributions and the interest mani- 
fested throughout the Church this year for this good cause. 


2. Deleted (see Syrdal’s motion below). 


3. a. The following change is made in the constitution: The words “in 
case a member who has reached the age of 65 years wishes to continue his 
service in a smaller field within the Church he shall not be deprived of his pen- 
sion” stricken. The following words are substituted: “In case a pensioner 
wishes to resume service in the church, he shall not be deprived of his pension.” 


b. The following two amendments to the rules are adopted: 


1. “A member whose membership has been cancelled may have one year 
in which he may be reinstated.” 


2. “Members who are eligible to draw pension but do not do so shall not 
be required to pay annual dues.” 


4. The Church appreciates the publicity work conducted by the Board of 
Pensions to awaken the conscience of our people to a fuller realization of the 
importance of the pension cause, and encourages the board to continue this 
educational work in the hope that the day may not be distant when such mea- 
sures can be taken that will insure more adequate and certain pensions to our 
disabled and retired church servants and their widows. 


5. As in our present endowment pension plan, the interest only can be 
used for pensions, and it therefore would require a very large permanent fund 
to meet the ever increasing pension benefits, while in the so-called reserve pen- 
sion plans, adopted by most pension paying organizations, both principal and 
interest can be used, 


Be it resolved, that the Board of Pensions be directed to work out and 
present to the next general convention a reserve pension plan. 


6. a. As the money in the Annuity account to be disbursed in 1926 for 
pensions is $50,862.18, and the 215 pensioners are likely to be increased during 
the year, and as this would mean only 230 dollars to each pensioner, the conven- 
tion entreats the pastors and congregations to take an offering to the Annuity 
account and also asks the Ladies’ Aid Societies for a contribution—to meet 
the deficit for the year 1926. 


b. In view of the fact that congregations will more readily support this 
cause when proper credit is given in the budget, 

Be it resolved, that a sum be placed on the general budget for 1927 and 
likewise 1928 for the Annuity account, sufficient to insure our pensioners $500 
a year as the pension rules provide and that Thanksgiving day, or neighboring 
Sundays be set aside by congregations for offerings to the Annuity Fund. 
(Referred to Committee No. 6.)

‘Il, REPORT 


The Board of Elementary Christian Education held ten regular meetings 
during the last year, and several special committee meetings to promote the 
cause of Christian education in our Church. All Board members have also 
pleaded the cause at Sunday School rallies and teachers’ training institutes. 

A committee of the Board has had a conference with representatives from 
six other Lutheran bodies, namely, the Augustana Synod, The Iowa Synod, 
The United Danish Church, the Lutheran Free Church, and the United Luth- 
eran Church to consider the fundamental principles in Christian education. 

A committee elected by our Board, Rev. J. N. Anderson and Prof. C. A. 
Meliby, has also had two conferences with representatives from the above 
mentioned Lutheran synods regarding the publishing of a uniform edition of 
Luther’s Catechism by 1929, and a committee on translation has been elected, 
namely: Rev. J. Sheatsley, Prof. C. A. Mellby, Rey. G. A. Fahlund, and Dr. 
Mattes. 

The Board has also had several conferences with representatives from 
the Augustana Synod and the United Danish Church regarding publishing a 
uniform series of books for the Week Day Religious School, and it has been 
decided to publish a series of nine books. Inasmuch as our Church and the 
Augustana Synod already have Graded System books based on the Catechism, 
it has decided to base the new Graded Lesson books mainly on the Bible His- 
tory. Four of the books will be published by our Board, four by the Augustana 
Board, and one by the Danish Board. 

With the appropriation received last year, the Board, in cooperation with 
the district boards, has carried on extensive teachers’ training work in all the 
districts of our Church. Short courses of two and three days’ sessions for 
institute instructors were conducted in Minneapolis, Canada, Spokane, and 
Seattle, Washington, and at San Francisco and Los Angeles, California. About 
120 instructors were present at these short courses to receive special instruc- 
tion for institute work. Lectures were given on Pedagogy, Child Psychology, 
Organization and Methods, the Catechism, and Teachers’ Training. 

These instructors then went out and conducted 60 circuit institutes of 
one and two days’ sessions, and over 2,000 pastors and teachers were in 
attendance. 

It is very encouraging to note the increasing interest of pastors and 
teachers in raising the standard and efficiency of Christian education in our 
congregations. They are therefore very anxious to have the work organized in 
every circuit in our Church, so that at least one good institute can be held 
each year in all the circuits. The Board has heretofore employed part time 
field workers to conduct institutes and help organize the work in the circuits. 
Members of district boards have urged our Board to employ one full-time 
worker who can organize the work more consistently and effectively than 
geveral part-time workers. This our Board can do even with its present 
small appropriation, provided that the circuit boards can do more to sponsor 
and finance the work in their own circuits. 

Only eight congregations have asked for help from the Aid Fund. These 
congregations received $245.00 to help conduct 181 days of Vacation School 
for 245 children. Each child received from four to six weeks of instruction 
at a cost of only one dollar each from the Aid Fund. 
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We are glad to report that our endowment fund for Christian education was 
increased by $2,000.00 last year, making a total fund of $21,115.00. Those wha 
are interested in real mission work can find no better investment than to help 
increase this endowment fund for Christian education. 


Our expenses for the last year were as follows: Board expenses, $458.55; 
field work, $4,907.68; and the Aid Fund, $245.00; total, $5,611.23. 


During the last year the Board published the first quarter of “A Manual of 
Bible Teachings,” and the first two quarters of “An Blementary Introduction 
to the Bible.” By September 1st we expect to have ready two more quarterlies 
cr each of these haoks. The Board has previously published “Lessons of the 
Life of Christ,” “Elementary Christian Psychology,” “Adult Class Manual,” and 
three pamphlets, “Plan of Organization,” “Week Day Church School,” and 
“Teachers’ Training.” . 


Our three English School Sunday papers have had a large increase in 
circulation. Our Young People has a circulation of 22,000 copies, Children’s 
Friend 43,000 copies, and Little Folks 18,300 copies. Barnevennen has been 
reduced to 6,500 copies. Our papers are ably edited, and we urge all our 
Sunday Schools to use our own papers rather than Reformed papers. Our 
Board has received numerous requests for a weekly paper for teachers. The 
Board therefore recommends to the annual meeting that a weekly four-page 
teachers’ paper be’published under the auspices of this Board. 


The Week-Day School of Religion is becoming very popular in large -sec- 
tions of our country. In Minnesota more than 100 communities are today 
conducting Week-Day Schools of Religion. In many of our congregations the 
Week-Day School is supplanting the Vacation School. Where the Week-Day 
School can be organized and carried on more successfully than the Vacation 
School, congregations should by all means make use of the opportunity. The 
cost of maintaining the Week-Day School should, however, be carefully con- 
sidered before a congregation adopts this plan of religious education. 


It is very encouraging to note that many congregations are awakening to 
realize the need of better and more modern rooms and equipment for religious 
education, and are gladly making large appropriations for needed improve- 
ments. All congregations that build new churches or make changes and ad- 
ditions should give more consideration to modern facilities for religious instruc- 
tion than has been the case heretofore. : 

In order to help our teachers become more efficient in their work, and in 
order to train future teachers, our Board respectfully urges pastors who have 
Sunday Schools 1n their charges to organize teachers’ training classes. If the 
pastor has no person qualified to take charge of such a class, he should teach 
it himself, and delegate less important duties to other workers in the congre- 
‘gation. 

While we recognize and emphasize the various means of promoting 
Christian education, we must not neglect or discard the most important of 
them all, namely, the home training. It is a deplorable fact that parents are 
more and more turning over the Christian nurture and training of their child- 
ren, like the secular instruction, to outside agencies. All agencies for Chris- 
tian education are intended as handmaids of the home, and none of them 
are intended as substitutes for the home.

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Il. COMMITTEE REPORTS AND THEIR CONSIDERATION 


In editing this part of the Annual Report the secretary has, wherever possi- 
ble, incorporated into the printed resolutions the changes adopted by the meet- 
ing. The sub-joined copy from the convention journal shows what the changes 
are and where they have been made. 


Members of this committee were elected as follows: Pastors T. C. Thorson, 
BE. M. Stensrud, A. A. Holbeck, George O. Loftness, H. J. Langaunet, H. W. 
Estrem and S. J. Fretheim, and Delegates Mons Fosmark and A. O. Lunder. 
Said committee was organized by electing Rev. T. C. Thorson chairman and Rey. 
S. J. Fretheim secretary. The following report is respectfully submitted : 


See. 1. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America thanks the Good Shep- 
herd, our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, for the opportunity given during the past 
year to feed His lambs. We pray the Lord to pardon our many sins and to stir 
us to greater enthusiasm in teaching unto the children all things whatsoever 
He has commanded. 


Sec. 2. a. We commend the efforts of the Board of Elementary Christian 
Education in securing the co-operation of other Lutheran Synods in providing 
suitable books and papers for the use of the Sunday and week-day church school. 


b. We note with pleasure the growth of our Sunday school papers and concur 
in the recommendation of the Board of Elementary Christian Education that the 
Church publish a weekly Sunday school paper for teachers under the auspices 
of said board. 


ec. We urge the Sunday and week-day church schools, as far as possible, to 
make use of the books and papers published by our own Church, and in order that 
such general use may be facilitated, we urge that the Board continue its study 
of school conditions as they obtain in city, town and country communities of our 
Chureh so that the books and papers published, for all departments of our 
Elementary Christian school system, may not only be theoretically good, but 
genuinely practical under existing conditions. 


d. The Church also sounds a strong note of warning against the dangerous 
and disloyal practice of using non-Lutheran books and papers in the instruction 
of the children. Let sound Lutheran faith and practice be inculcated from very 
childhood. 


See. 3. a. We anticipate with pleasure the publishing of the uniform text 
edition of Luther’s Catechism which our Board of Elementary Christian Hduca- 
tion, working together with similar boards of several other Lutheran synods, 
promised by the year 1929. 


b) In regard to the proposed series of Graded Lessons based on the Bible 
History for use of the week-day church school, the Board of Elementary Christian 
Education is urged to avoid, as far as possible, all unnecessary duplications. 
Inasmuch therefore as the Primary grades of our present graded lessons are 
based on the Bible History, the Board is urged to use its influence not to dupli- 
cate these books, but to include them in the new series of graded lessons, to be 
used by the co-operating Lutheran Synods in the week-day church school. 


c) In Sunday and week-day schools conducted by congregations of our church 
alone, we strongly urge the continued use of the graded lessons based on the 
catechism. 


ad) In all is work of publishing school books together with other Lutheran 
Synods, our Board of Elementary Christian Education is urged to facilitate, as 
far as possible, the future publication of ONE UNIFORM SERIHS of graded les- 


sons by all co-operating Lutheran Synods to be based jointly on the Catechism and 
Bible History. 
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e) In view of the fundamental importance of Elementary Christian Educa- 
tion, the program committees of general and district conventions are urged to 
give this subject a hearing during the early part of the convention. 

Sec. 4. a. The Church rejoices because of the constantly increasing interest 
manifested in Hlementary Christian Education thruout our Church. It is urged 
upon every circuit and congregation to comply with the plans of organization 
adopted by our Church in 1921 to elect Boards of Hlementary Christian Hduca- 
tion in every circuit and congregation and that these boards co-operate “actively 
with the official board to promote the greatest possible efficiency in this very 
important branch of the work of the Church, : 

-b. In view of the vital importance of this work and in order more effec- 
tively and as soon as possible to carry into effect the plan of organization adopted 
by the Church, and especially since funds are available for this purpose without 
added appropriations, the Church recommends that the Board of Hlementary 
Christian Education employ a full time field man for this purpose. 


Sec. 5. a. It is encouraging to note that the Aid Fund which is used to 
help needy congregations to conduct Elementary Christian schools, and which 
fund now aggregates a total of $21,115.00, has been augmented this year in the 
sum of $2,000.00. We call to the attention of our people the opportunity here 
open to render special and lasting service to the Church by remembering this 
fund with gifts. 

b. The local congregations are urged to consider the possibility of establishing 
memorial or some other form of endowments for Hlementary Christian Hducation 
in their midst. Some such forms of endowment are already in use in some 
congregations in our Church. We refer all interested to plans already published 
by Augsburg Publishing House. 

e. The Church asks the Board of Elementary Christian Education to provide, 
as soon as possible, suitable Teachers’ Record Books or Cards and also Report 
Cards, in the English language for use in the week-day or vacation schools. 

Sec. 6. The Church heartily recommends the week-day church school as the 
most promising solution of the problem of Hlementary Christian Education and 
urges our people to establish and make use of such schools wherever possible. 

b. In districts where such schools are, as yet, not in operation the Church 
intructs all district boards of Elementary Christian Education to open negotia- 
tions with the state school authorities with a view to get time off from the public 
school for the Christian instruction. And further, that, wherever conditions 
obtain making it necessary to enact special laws to facilitate time off from the 
public school for Christian instruction, steps be taken with a view that such laws 
may be enacted. 

See. 7.) Our public schools have, as a rule, suitable buildings and are other- 
wise well equipped to do effective work. Our Church people are urged to take 
this matter into careful consideration and give careful attention to the providing 
of suitable buildings and equipment for the Sunday and week-day schools. Con- 
gregations about to build new church are especially asked to give special con- 
sideration to these things. 

See. 8. While we urge our people to improve and make use of the various 
agencies engaged in giving Christian instruction outside of the home, we again 
stress the great importance of imparting Christian fundamentals in the home. 
If it be true that ‘“‘the hand that rocks the cradle is the hand that rules the 
world” then it is evident that the importance of early and constant Christian 
training in the home can hardly be overestimated.

b) REPORTS FROM AUXILIARIES 


THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S LUTHER LEAGUE 
President’s Report 


The past year in the work of the Young People’s Luther League has been marked 
by steady progress and some notable achievements, as the following reports of our 
Executive Secretary and Treasurer will show. 

Much quiet but fine Christian work has been done in the local leagues thruout 
the Church. Largely attended and spiritually dynamic conventions have been held 
in Circuits and Districts. Perhaps the outstanding feature of the year was the 
Third Triennial General Convention held in Minneapolis, Minnesota, June 6 to 10, 
1925, simultaneously with the Norse-American Centennial. 

This convention brought together from leagues in the United States and Canada 
nearly two thousand registered pastors, delegates, and visitors, by far the largest 
number present at any convention. The convention theme urged the young people 
of our Church to go “Forward with Christ.” In harmony with the spirit of the 
convention, the Board of Directors, at a meeting in October last, adopted an ag- 
gressive program for 1926, which is fully set forth in the report of the Executive 
Secretary. 

The passing of the milestone, marking the one hundredth anniversary of Nor- 
wegian immigration to America, offers opportunity for certain reflections by the 
young people of our Church. 

Being for the most part descendants of the sturdy Norse pioneers, we have 
abundant reason to take pride in the accomplishments of our fathers. And as we 
face the future, we realize that we come to our task with a rich heritage from the 
past and with a record of achievement on the part of our fathers which should 
generate in us a mighty urge to carry on. 

It is expected of young people that they be forward looking. Not content to 
enjoy selfishly what our fathers have brought us, we should rather accept our 
heritages as an obligation compelling us to give to our fellowmen the largest 
service of which we are capable. It is highly fitting that we should give to the older 
generation which is soon to pass from the scene of action the firm assurance that 
we will continue the work they have nobly begun and carry forward the unfinished 
task. 

In our forward march we. proceed not without clear guidance. We go forward 
with Christ. He, who is the Light of the world, the Way, the Truth, and the Life, 
is our Captain. He leads; we follow. 

There are some people so modern and advanced today that they believe that 
the idea of a redeeming Christ and a regenerative program has been outgrown. 
For some of them Christ is but a helpful memory, a stimulating ideal, a mere teacher 
of ethics. With them to be a Christian is to live as Jesus lived. Salvation is by 
character. The essence of their Christianity is to do good to fellowmen. Their 
gospel is a purely social gospel. 

Redemption from sin by the substitutionary offering of Christ, regeneration of 
the heart by the supernatural work of the Holy Spirit, the love of God as the 
motive power for the love of our fellowmen—such propositions are by them re- 
legated to the scrapheap of discarded superstitions. They say the old method is 
too slow, and furthermore it is not necessary. They say man is naturally good. Sur- 
round him with an environment that will call out the best there is in him, and 
that is all that he needs to realize his destiny. 

It is clear that we are face to face here with a view of Christ and His program 
radically conflicting with that revealed to us in God’s inspired Word. If there 
is any one truth above others that a right study of the sacred Scripture yields, it is 
this, that man needs to be saved by the supernatural acts of a triune God. 

Humanity needs not only a reformer, but a redeemer; not only a model, but a 
motor. The world needs, and needs desperately a divine Savior, a redeeming, a 
regenerating, a life-giving Christ. Give Christ and His saving program to the 
world, and you will give hope for time and for eternity to a doubting and a dying 
humanity. You will establish the only true groundwork for the solution of social 
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problems; you will lay the only foundation that can be laid for enduring peace 
among men. 

Here opens before the Lutheran Church of America and her consecrated youth 
an avenue to Christian service such as few bodies of Christians have ever faced. 
Standing squarely upon the doctrines of an inspired Bible, the deity of Christ, the 
vicarious atonement, the supernatural regeneration of the human heart by the Holy 
' Spirit, and the obligation to preach Christ as the only Savior to all men*everywhere, 
the Lutheran Church of the coming days will find itself in the midst of opportunities 
for working with God limited only by her obedience and consecration. 

To such a task the young people of our Church are summoned. Let them lift 
up their eyes and get something of Christ’s vision of the world’s desperate need; 
let them look into their Bibles and read the message of the Gospel, the effective and 
only message of hope for a troubled world; let them by God’s help open their hearts 
and receive Christ wholeheartedly into their own lives; and then with prayer for 
the guidance and the power of the Holy Spirit, in God’s name move forward to 
victory over self and over the world, and thru education, missions, and charity bring 
Christ’s message of salvation, love, hope, and peace to an agonizing humanity. 

God grant that there may be a mighty response from the hearts of the young 
people of our beloved Church. —MARTIN HEGLAND, President.

EXECUTIVE SECRETARY’S REPORT 


In many respects the year just past has been one of the most encouraging 
in the history of the Young People’s Luther League. It takes time for an 
organization like your to become recognized, and it has taken time to make the 
program of the Y. P. L. L. accepted as a part of the working program of the 
Chureh. It seems that now, however, the Church has learned to appreciate the 
significance of.an organized effort to enlist the younger generation in the work 
of the Church. And it seems, too, that the Church is accepting this effort as 
one of the great spiritual forces working for the spiritual building of the 
temple of the Church. 

Our Minneapolis National Convention, which was in session during the Cen- 
tennial celebration, was a demonstration of the strength of this movement, 
and showed in a_most realistic way the interest our young people thruout the 
Church are taking in this organization. Nineteen hundred and seventy-one 
delegates and visitors registered for this great convention, and each session of 
the convention brought out an average attendance of three thousand. This is 
undoubtedly one of the largest conventions, if not the largest, ever held by 
Lutheran young people in this country. Incidentally the remarkable attendance 
brought with it the attention of the World Convention Bureau at Washington, 
D. C., and our meetings are now listed and advertised by this world bureau. 
That the interest has not diminished since then, is attested by the fact that 
practicaly all the 1926 District and Cireuit Conventions are reporting the great- 
est delegate attendance in their history. It is being further demonstrated in 
the general pre-convention interest, that is being shown for our next Interna- 
tional Convention at Seattle, Wash., which is scheduled to meet in July, 1927. 

The Young People’s Luther League is getting down to work. It has under- 
taken an ambitious program of work. And it is increasing its contributions 
to the work of the Church from year to year. The last half of the year 1925, 
the League has thus been able to report a contribution, according to the treas- 
urer’s report appended herewith, of $29,922.13. This includes the amount de- 
posited by delegates at the convention offering last year: And it includes also 
the total contribution of $4,281.86 reported.by the Lutheran Students Union. 
We hope to set aside at least $12,000.00 of this amount as a permanent Scholar- 
ship Fund. The balance, after the year’s expense account of the Y. P. a Be We 
has been covered, will be credited to the various funds of the Church. 

Besides the items included in this report, the individual societies of the 
Y. P. L. lL. have contributed large sums for local chureh purposes, and besides, 
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they have in many cases given large donations to various institutions and de- 
partments of our Church, without asking or expecting credit for these amounts 
from us. : 

Hspecially in the recent successful Endowment Appeals have our young people 
been generous contributors, as the records of the various Hndowment offices 
will show. ~ 

As to our 1926 program of work we shall only register here the bare outline 
as decided upon at our annual National Board Meeting. 


Project for 1926 


“WHEREAS, the need of extending the work of the Y. P. L. L. has long 
been felt by the Board of Directors, and 


“WHEREAS, two National Conventions of our young people have by specific 
resolutions requested the Board to earnestly consider whether it would not be 
advisable to extend our activities and employ additional workers. 


“BE IT RESOLVED—1. That the special financial project of the Young 
People’s Luther League for 1926 be $15,000.00 for an expanded league program 
to include 


“a) The full time service of an executive secretary to direct the work in 
general. 


“b) The full time service of an office secretary. 
“c) The part time service of an editor of program helps. 


“d) The full time service of a Lutheran student secretary to work primarily 
among Lutheran student youth in higher state institutions of learning. 


“e) Support of the WCAL radio broadcasting station at St. Olaf College, 
Northfield, Minnesota, to the extent of $1,000.00. 


“f) A free information bureau conducted by the executive Eaeret ane for the 
benefit of local, circuit, and district leagues. 


“g) Other expenses necessary to the successful and aggressive conduct of the 
league work. 

“2. That each local league make a contribution to this expanded program. In 
this way, only, can the success of the program be assured. 


“3. That in addition to the support of the League’s own work, our young people 
should cooperate heartily with their home congregations in the raising of the_ 
budget for the support of Home and Foreign Missions, Charities, and Christian 
Education. Amounts sent in for the budget by local leagues will be credited 
to the budget account of the local congregations, and also credited in the ac- 
counts of the Young People’s Luther League. 


“4. That our young people should cooperate heartily also with the various 
campaigns thruout the Church for endowment funds for our higher church 
schools. Amounts contributed by local leagues toward such endowment funds, if 
officially reported to the office of the executive secretary, will be credited in the 
accounts of the Young People’s Luther League.” 


SLOGAN: “Every leaguer a regular contributor to the Lord’s work.” 

It is a great forward-looking program, including as it does: 1. The aggres- 
sive promotion of the definite young people’s work; 2. A student work that shall 
extend to all state institutions where we have young people in attendance; 3. 
Support of the radio broadcasting station at St. Olaf College; 4. And, finally, 
vigorous support of the work of the Church both in its budget campaigns as 
also in its endowment campaigns. What an opportunity for service! What a 
ringing challenge to the loyal support of the younger generation of the Church! 
God grant that they may respond nobly and enthusiastically. 

There is something cold and impersonal about the bare statement of such a 
program as the one we have outlined above. But for those who have imagina- 
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tion, vision and courage,—and we believe our young people are in a preeminent 
degree endowed with such characteristics as these,—there is an appeal in such 
a forward-looking task which clothes it with an element of romance. The ap- 
pealing thing about so much of the work of the Church of Jesus Christ is that 
there are so many and untried tasks ever begging for consideration, so many 
new fields to explore, so many souls to be won, so many temptations to overcome, 
so many difficulties to face, so many hardships to endure, so many sacrifices 
to be made. And the element of sacrifice makes a real appeal to the young 
people,—make no mistake about that! Tho our times are surcharged to a degree 
with the spirit of selfishness and greed, still there has perhaps never been a 
time when the sacrificial element in the religion of Christ has had a more 
powerful appeal. And what a power our young people could be, if with the 
sacrificial spirit of fervent devotion they would attempt the conquest of these . 
new fields now open to us:—the field of the student world, and the radio field 
which has gained such a tremendous prominence of late.” 

It is plain that the Church has as its disposal in the Young People’s Luther 
League a great missionary force which may be of vital significance in its great 
soul-winning program of work. It is the Church which expects the most from 
its young people which will show the greatest results on that Great Day when 
the Master comes to do the harvesting. Let us fervently pray the Lord to 
make-us faithful in our task of enlisting the hearty, unselfish, consecrated co- 
operation of the generation now entering itS majority, that we may welcome 
our Lord with joy: and gladness on that Day when He comes again,—each of 
us “bringing our sheaves. with us” (Ps. 126:6).

THE CHORAL UNION 


Being convinced that our age is running into a great multiplicity of organi- 
ations and resulting conventions, the Choral Union and Young People’s League 
took up the question of a closer relation whereby the purposes of both might be 
carried out and yet the number of district and circuit meetings be diminished. 

To that end both organizations agreed to an amalgamation of district and 
circuit organizations in such a way that only one series of meetings shall be 
held in the nature of joint. convention of Young People’s and Choral Union 
forces.. Conventions in districts and circuits are to be advertised as joint 
conventions. A definite time shall be set aside for the discussion of problems 
dealing specifically with the questions of music and singing. A music com- 
mittee shall be elected at each such convention and this committee then auto- 
matically becomes the Choral Union representation for that district or circuit. 
The director chosen to have charge of the musical programs of the convention 
becomes a number of the Board of Directors of the National Choral Union.

WOMEN’S MISSIONARY FEDERATION 


President’s Report 


As the women of the church again assemble to consider the work which 
has been given them to do, several thoughts stand out. 


It is a great privilege, but also a glorious responsibility, to explain this 
work to all the women at home so that they too may understand our activi- 
ties and realize what service we have pledged in their names. 


Every woman present must realize that her part in this task depends 
on her personal dedication to Jesus Christ. He alone can give us strength 
to show in deeds, the measure of our faith. 


And to Him we must turn for the humility which will enable us to 
do our task in the spirit of the Saviour. 


The work in our districts has noticeably increased. The district presi- 
dents have conducted workers’ conferences, visited circuits and presented 
the work of the Federation wherever possible. 


The amount of work done by the district officers is to be commended. 


They are all voluntary workers and give a form of service which cannot 
be purchased for money. 


Through the past year many meetings have been held in the various 
circuits of the Federation. In all instances the attendance and interest have 
increased. 


Effort has been made to follow the Forward Program. This means 
increased information about the work of the church and greater united 
effort in contribution to this work. 


During the past year, the president of the Federation has had the 
opportunity of visiting various groups of our women. 

There is a challenge to greater effort in the contemplation of all this 
woman-power. A willing force stands ready to be used because these women 
are “‘minded to work” in God’s Kingdom. 

At the convention of 1925 the Federation adopted a budget of $113,- 
242.00 for 1926. 


For the year of 1925 the Federation contributes the sum of $110,800.55. 
In addition to this the societies have given $7,586.06 directly to the Pension 
Fund of our church, making a total of $118,386.61. In view of this, the 
Federation may expect to raise the required sum for the year of 1926. 


Foreign Missions 
Death has visited our field in China and taken two of our workers, Miss 
Agnes Kittelsby and Rev. Daniel Nelson. 
Miss Kittelsby was principal of the American school at Kikungshan, 
Honan. 


We mourn her loss, but her life and teachings will multiply themselves 
through the children who had the good fortune to come under her influence. 
And through them she will continue her work for Christ. 


Rev. Daniel Nelson was our senior missionary in China. His work was 
abruptly ended by a foreign bullet. He, too, had a long and honorable 
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service for the Lord and the work he has done will continue to live after 
him. 

All hearts should unite in prayer for our missionaries in China. The 
suffering and anguish which they have endured cannot be realized on the 
home field. But we can ask God to protect them in His mercy and to end 
this war so that both actual and spiritual peace may descend upon China. 


_ The work in Madagascar and Zulu is also progressing, and there, too, 
our prayers may encompass our missionaries. 


Home Missions 


Our particular work for Home Missions has been the support of the 
Bethany Indian Mission. Work has progressed in our school and the fruits 
of this work are directly manifested by the Indian girls and boys who are 
attending our various church schools, with credit to themselves and Bethany. 

This year we welcome into the Federation the first society of Indian 
women. May their association with their white sisters within the Federa- 
tion strengthen their will and faith for Christian living. 

The Federation has decided to pay the salary of one Home Missionary 
for 1926. He will represent us on the field. May his efforts help to extend 
the work of the Kingdom. 


Charities 


The convention of 1925 adopted the Home Finding Department and the 
Lutheran Girls’ Home at Minneapolis as the special work of the Federation 
for charities. 

No department within our church is more deserving of interest and 
gifts than that of charities. The measure of its accomplishments cannot 
be made public because of the very nature of the work. But it protects the 
weak, lifts the fallen, cares for the sick and old—and reaches out to those 
of whose needs we could not otherwise learn. The societies have been 
most generous in their gifts to the Children’s and Old People’s Home—but 
these many gifts must not take the place of actual contributions to the work 
of charities. 


Education 


The Federation has promised a definite sum to the department of 
Christian education. 

Someone has said that ‘‘Education is a debt due from the present gen- 
eration to future generations.’”’ This is doubly true of Christian education. 
The societies are asked to remember this department. 


The Mission Boxes 


The mission boxes, divided equally between home and foreign missions, 
were the first means used for collecting individual gifts. 

The old slogan, ‘‘A mission box in every home,” should be made a 
reality this coming year. And this can be accomplished if every secretary 
for mission boxes and every society realizes that this affords individual 
opportunity for furthering this glorious work. 


Thank Offering 


The thank offering is also a means for individual giving, and it is stim- 
ulating to find the societies endeavoring to have their members participate 
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in this definite contribution to Christian education. The sum obtained 
indicates the growth of interest and the time is not far distant when we 
may hope for a thank offering gift from every society within the church. 


Self-Denial 


Personal giving cannot be stressed too much in the life of every 
Christian woman. 

No method of giving reaches as deeply as that of self-denial. 

To do without, so that others may receive, develops our love and inter- 
est. Each woman of every society is urged to look into her own heart, and 
thereby consider the measure of her own willingness. The incentive is 
great, as self-denial goes to charities. 


Life Membership and In Memoriam 


This department is also growing. 

Societies are memorializing their departed members with increasing 
frequency. 

In some societies definite action is taken for all time, by resolving that 
each member who is removed by death shall be honored through an “In 
Memoriam”’ certificate. 


Within our societies are many members who, after long and willing 
service, are forced by old age to refrain from active work. 
The societies can in some measure show their appreciation of the work 


of these women by presenting Life Memberships to them while they are 
still with us. 


Missionary Cradle Roll 


All societies are again urged to enroll their little children on the Mis- 
sionary Cradle Roll of the Federation. 

By contributing one dollar a year, your child takes its place in the 
active forces of the church. 


This convention should take measures to further this department. 


Ten Cents Per Capita 
This money is in no sense either a dues or a fee. It is credited to and 
uesd by the Foreign Mission. It has been disbursed by the House Committee 
for the Rest Homes. The majority of the societies have responded. The 
House Committee and the Social Committee, which care for our missionaries 
while home on furlough, have used this money in carrying on their work. 


The Committee for Literature 


The work of this committee comes to the knowledge of the women 
of our church with greater frequency than that of any other department. 

Gratifying appreciation has come to it from various sources, and the’ 
demand for literature has exceeded the supply. 

This committee is ever anxious to meet the demands upon it, but a 
combination of circumstances has made it necessary to ask for an offering 
to this department. 

Plans to supply the needs of this work should be adopted by this con- 
vention. 
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The Committee for Christian Nurture 


The work prepared by this committee has been given prominence at 
the. meetings of the various units of the Federation. 

Through the coming year new outlines will be presented to assist this 
important work. All societies are urged to include the Christian Nurture 
material on their programs. 

No organization can stand still. It must either grow, or dwindle. In 
accordance with this law of growth, more opportunities for service in the 
church, present themselves each year. 

The work of the Federation in all its phases, has, until this year, been 
done by voluntary workers without any remuneration. ‘ 

The greatest difficulty has been the ordering, care, and distribution of 
free literature. - 

When we remember that thousands of pamphlets and tracts have to be 
written, prepared and sent out, it is remarkable that the work has been so 
satisfactorily accomplished. In spite of every effort, complaints have come 
in about unfilled orders and unanswered letters. Therefore, the literature 
committee recommended that a part-time office worker be employed. 

As a result, the Executive Board engaged Miss Jane Thorpe as office 
worker. 

The need of a whole-time office worker is hereby presented to this con- 
vention for consideration. : 


Subscription to Church Papers 


As a definite step in Christian service, subscription blanks for our 
church papers have been prepared and the Federation is taking upon itself 
the work of enlarging the circulation of our church papers. 

This. convention should impress on its delegates the need and place of 
the church paper in every home. The rates offered will also enable the 
societies to add to their regular gifts to the church. 

The subscription blanks may be obtained from Miss Jane Thorpe, 425 
South Fourth St., Minneapolis, Minn. 

At this point it seems proper to bring to the women of this convention 
a request for material for the Federation columns of our church papers. 

The space has been given us gratis. The editors do the work without 
remuneration, and they deserve thanks and assistance for this work. The 
pages should contain items of interest from the various fields. As everyone 
knows, the editors cannot obtain such material unless some one sends it to 
them. 


Patron and Protegee Plan 


In accordance with a resolution passed by the Executive Board a Patron 
and Protegee Plan is presented for consideration. This means the adoption 
by societies or individuals of financial obligation for certain missionaries, 
workers or students on the foreign fields. 


Many societies are already doing this. The Federation would like a 
record of those who are contributing. It also wishes to adopt plans by 
which many others may be induced to participate. 


Pension Fund 


In the past many societies have responded to the requests for contribu- 
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tions to the Pension Fund. A few societies have resolved ta make yearly 
contributions. 

Every member of this convention owes a debt to the noble men and 
women who served our congregations as faithfully as did the old pastors 
and their wives. 

In almost every instance the full measure of service has been given 
with inadequate returns. They could not safeguard their own futures, but 
we can do it for them, if every society will resolve to send at least ten dollars 
per year to the Pension Fund of our church. 


Records and Files 


Requests have been sent from the office to all presidents and secre- 
taries of women’s societies for correct records of officers and memberships. 
It has necessitated a great deal of effort to meet the requests, yet many 
have responded. District and circuit officers report, however, lack of 
response on the part of some societies. 
Any communication which will further the work of the Federation 
should receive a prompt reply. 

A correct membership list is absolutely necessary, and if every society 
will report the officers whenever elections occur a correct file can be made 
and kept at the central office at 425 South Fourth St., Minneapolis. 

Before closing thanks should’be given to the many committees, to the 
officers and secretaries of the various departments of the Federation and 
also to the women in the many groups for the whole-hearted co-operation 
and willingness which has always been forthcoming. 

This year has also proven to me and my family what a blessed comfort 
it is to have sorrow and death lightened by love and sympathy. 

The Federation has given to my husband that part of God’s Acre in 
which he shall sleep till the day of resurrection comes. And it seems appro- 
priate that he who had such understanding and sympathy for the place of 
women in the church here on earth, should receive from them his last resting 
place. 

For this memorial gift and for all the love and kindness shown us I 
know of no better return than to endeavor to translate our lives into such 
Christian expression as he taught us through the Word of God. May all 
the women of the church be moved by that Word.

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STATISTICS 


Section 12 of the District Constitution adopted in 1917 stipulates that the 
duties of the district secretaries shall, among other things, be: “Tabulate the 
statistics of the district and report to the district convention ;” “Secure parochial 
reports from the pastors of the districts.” 

In 1922 this section was changed by the following resolution: “That the 
General Secretary be the statistician of the church and that he collect and com- 
pile the statistics of the church.” (English report 1922, page 141 :37). 

Beginning with 1923 the General Secretary published the first statistics for 
which he assumed the responsibility. In these statistics the congregations are 
grouped under counties. Adopting the political unit, in the place of the circuit 
unit, we have a permanent statistical unit. Circuit organizations are constantly 
changing but counties remain the same. The 1923 report contains 219 pages of 
statistical material. 

In 1921 the church decided that the complete statistics shall be printed 
only once every three years. (Annual report, page 117:42). Consequently in 
1924 the annual report appeared without complete statistics. In 1924 and 1925 
the statistical information was given in three divisions: 

1) List of congregations in each district arranged under county and county 
groups to conform as far as possible to circuit location. ; 

2. Statistical summary of all material contained in parochial reports 
arranged in groups to correspond with material in division 1. 

3) Statistical summary for each district arranged under state and state 
groups compiled from material in division 2. 

The 1924 annual report contained 122 pages of statistical material. The 1925 
annual report contained 11) pages of statistical material. 

Complete statistics are published in the annual report this year. Attention 
is called to the summary of the parochial reports given on the last page of the 
statistical material supplied for each congregation. 

To the classification of congregations given in the 1925 report, page 91, we 
have added the following classification giving information as to size and loca- 
tion: 

Congregations having less than 100 souls: 

Congregations having 101-250 souls. 

Congregations having 251-500 souls. 

Congregations having 501-1,000 souls. 

Congregations having over 1,000 souls. 

Rural congregations. 

Town and Village congregations. 

Urban congregations. 

From this classification we shall know how many congregations we have in 
the larger cities, in the towns and in the country as well as the exact propor- 
tion of larger and smaller congregations. 

The statistician would urge every pastor and member of our church to 
study the statistics very carefully and on the basis of them and with the aid of 
the classification, draw his own conclusion in regard to various vital questions 
such as: The increase or decrease of members in certain communities; how 
many and where are our Sunday Schools and week-day schools; the language 
question both in the services as well as Sunday school and week-day schools; 
what is the proportion between the men and women members of our church 
(We hear so much about the church becoming a woman’s institution. Do our 
statistics indicate a tendency in this direction?) ; what is the relation between 
the urban and country constituency of our church, ete. All these facts are 
clearly set forth in our statistics. On the basis of them graphs can be con- 
structed and surveys made.

Han takker Gud for det utbvt- 
te han fik naa disse skoler. som han oggaa 
erindrer dem med dyp taknemmelighet og 
ber Gud velsigne alle hans lerere. 


Efter endt skolegang har han i fire aar 
tient som lwerer ved og.bestyrer for Will- 
mar Iutheran Rible School. Den gijer- 
ning var han glad i. Allikevel kjendte 
han sig dragen til at gaa ind i mere direk- 
te menighetsarbeide og fglte sig tilskyndet 
til at ta imot kald fra Hauge ey. luth. 
menighet. Han tror skridtet er efter Guds 
vilje; derfor har han ogsaa den tillid at 
Gud vil velsigne, 
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I 1922 blev han egtevidd til Marie Skov- 
holt, Dwight, N. Dak. 

Han gaar da ind i prestegjerningen med 
glede 1 hjertet. Men han fgler allerede 
ansvarets byrde og ber om menighetens 
torbgn. 

“Vi har ikke en yppersteprest, som ikke 
kan ha medynuk med vore skr¢peligheter, 
men en saadan som er blit pr¢gvd 1 alt i 
lighet med os, dog uten synd. La os 
derfor tre frem med frimodighet for naa- 
dens trone, for at vi kan taa miskundhet 
og finde naade til hjelp i rette tid” 
(Hebr. 4, 15—16). 


Henry Anton Johansen bley fgdt den 
20de mars 1882 i Ténsberg, Norge, av for- 
eldrene Henrik Johansen og hustru Anne 
Gurine nee Andersdatter. 

Hans foreldre saa det som sin livsop- 
gave at vise barnet den rette vei, han blev 
derfor bragt op til at forstaa kristendom- 
mens sandheter saaledes som de var un- 
dervist i vore lutherske hjem i Norge. 

Efter endt skoletid reiste han til sjgs 
og kom 17 aar gammel i forbindelse med 
den velkjendte sjgmandsprest Folden i 
Pensacola, Florida, som gvet en sterk aan- 
delig indflydelse paa ham. 

Kommet hjem fra sjgen kom han i be- 
rgring med metodistene og bley av dem 
kaldt til at arbeide i landdistriktene. Han 
var ogsaa ansat som hjzlper paa to ste- 
der i Norge. Hfter et tidsrum ay to aar 
tok han en tur til sjgs igjen. Dette var 
hans sidste sjgtur. 

J 1908 kom han til Amerika og var i 
seks aar bestyrer for Bethelskibets sj¢- 
mandsarbeide. Han blev derfra kaldt til 
menigheten i Bronx, metodistkirken, hvor- 
fra han kom som bestyrer for det Skan- 
dinaviske sjgémandshjem i Brooklyn, N. Y., 
hyilken stilling han har indehat i otte og 
et halvt aar. 

Hr. Johansen er medlem ay Zions norsk 
lutherske menighet i Brooklyn, N. Y., og 
har i det sidste studert den lutherske kir- 

- kes leere- og bekjendelsesskrifter, og er sig 
bevisst at-de tolker Guds rene ord. Med 
den naade som Gud gir ham vil han for- 
kynde dette rene Guds ord og forvalte 
sakramentene ifglge Jesu indstiftelse. Han 
er sig ikke bevisst at ha brukt noget av 
Guds ord forbudt middel til at komme ind 
i prestegjerningen. 

Hr. Johansen er gift og har fire barn. 
De lever et godt og lykkelig liv og er alle 
interessert i vor kirkes vel. 


Michael Luthro, sén av John J. og Mar- 
tha Luthro, er fgdt den 21de_ september 
1894 ner Goldfield, Humboldt County, 
Iowa. Han bley dgpt og konfirmert i Lake 
menighet, Goldfield, Iowa. Konfirmert i 
14-aarsalderen ved pastor O. R. Sletten. 
Hans foreldre sgkte stadig ved bgn og 
undervisning til at faa veien til salighet 
klar for ham. Takket vere Gud for saa- 
danne foreldre. Han frekventerte St. Olaf 
Akademi fra hgsten 1914 til vaaren 1917. 
Den 16de september 1917 indgik han i eg- 
teskap med Josephine E, Johnson, og nu 
har Gud velsignet dette egteskap med tre 
barn. Den 19de september 1917 bley han 
kaldt til at tjene som soldat iU. S. Army. 
Han hadde da fra 14-aarsalderen ay lat 
sig drage og lokke av verden indtil han 
kom langt bort i synden. Tre ganger fik 
den Helligaand ham til at fatte den be- 
slutning at han skulde vende om, men til 
den gjerning agtet han sig selv kar nok, 
endskjgnt han hadde hgrt fra barndom- 
men av at det var en Guds gjerning.

Og nu da han staar ved dgrterskelen til 
sit livsarbeide og ser paa sin egen 
skrgpelighet og paa sjelesgrgerens an- 
svarsfulde arbeide, ber han inderlig om 
forbgn av hans menigheter og de forsam- 
lede kristne venner og den hele kristne 
kirke, saa at den evige konge, den ufor- 
gjengelige, usynlige, eneste Gud maa bli 
ret og priset i al evighet!

Johan Melvin Moe er fédt den 18de ok- 
tober 1897 i Pope county, Minn., av for- 
sldrene Andreas Moe og Bertha (fgdt Hol- 
seter).
